The message was carried by the count Loewenwolde, grand-mar- 
shal of the court, and his excellency’s own son, the great-master of the re- 
gent’s household, who went into his appartment first to prepare him for it~ 
and to assure him at the same time of her highness’ grace and favour; then 
the general-marshal followed. They found him settling aregulation with the

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dancing-master of the corps des cadets, which he went through and then 
received the message. His answer was—that as he looked upon this dismis- 
sion to be the greatest favour the regent could bestow on him, so he re- 
ceived it with the most perfect gratitude and submission. 

He afterwards dined with his family, who knew nothing of what passed, 
nor had the least suspicions of it by his behaviour at table. General Loewen- 
dahl and his lady dined with him, and as the’order which had been signified 
to the guards, colleges and officers was brought to that general in the after- 
noon, whilst he was at cards with the field-marshal and his lady, his ex- 
cellency then declared to the company, that the great-duchess had been 
graciously pleased to grant him that morning his dismission, which he had 
some time before desired. 

The ukase or placard, which has been published on this occasion, is 
very short, and sets forth, that, as the field-marshal etc. had desired leave to 
lay down all his employments, His Majesty in consideration of his age and 
ill state of health had graciously granted his request, and that therefore 
notice was given to everybody that his orders were to be no more obeyed. 

Several employments are vacant by this removal, viz: field-marshal, pre- 
sidency of the council of war, lieutenant-colonel of the first regiment of 


guards, colonel of a regiment of cuirassiers, of another of foot, director of

I believe that there 
are one or two more, which do I not immediately occur, nor do] reckon that

Count Munich was also again with the great-duchess the same after- 
noon and is to have a pension of 15 m. roubles (good 3 m. guineas) a year; 
his son remains great-master of the princess regent’s household and will be 
upon as good a foot as he was before, and, according to all humane appear- 
ance, upon a much more permanent and secure one. His wife, the young 
countess Munich, and the president of the college of commerce’s lady, ma-

fore last, when I had the honour to be there also. 

When I was with the prince, the fifth in the morning, to inform him 
of the king’s negociation in Holland and his hopes at Dresden, he immedia- 
tely replied, that he hoped also that things would now go on better there, 
since the greatest rub in their way was removed. As I pretended not to 
know what his highness meant, he told me, that the field-marshal was dis- 
missed from all his employments. We were here interrupted by his excellen- 
cy’s arrival. 

I know also from a very good hand, that the great-duchess says, that, 
though she shall never forget the service the field-marshal did her, yet she 
must not over-rate it, and that she is sensible that the seizing the late re- 
gent arose rather from count Munich’s own ambition, than from any perso- 
nal attachment to her or desire of serving her; that, therefore, though she 
might reap the benefits of the treachery, she could not esteem the traitor. 
Her highness also added, that there was no enduring the field-marshal’s 
over-bearing temper any longer, since, contrary to her express and repeated 
orders, he had boldness enough to contradict: on several occasions those of 
the generalissimo, her husband; nor would he acquiesce in the repartition she 
had lately made of all business into three distinct provinces; that she also

too enterprising a genius to be trusted, so that, according to her present re- 
solution, the field-marshal will be advised to retire to his estate in the 
Ukraine, there to end his days quietly, if he pleases. However the secretary 
of his, whom he had recommended to be master of requests to the regent, 
upon his nomination to be prime-minister, was immediately sent to a 
citadel, where, as I am assured, he has already received the knout. 
This post was of a new creation, and he imagined, that no favour could 
be asked, nor any applications made to the great-duchess, but through 
that person, by which means the prime-minister must be immediately in- 
formed of everything. I am also told, that when the field-marshal was with 
the great-duchess the second time, the 5" in the afternoon, her highness 
put several very home questions to him, and desired several explanations on 
very nice matters, which had passed through his hands during the late re- 
gency, and even since the present one. 

I was with count Osterman this morning about the treaty, in which I 
have not been able to stir one step since the arrival of the messenger; he 


excused the delays, hitherto, as he hinted, by the occupations here, relating 
to the removal of the prime-minister, but promised to think of it seriously 
next week, for which however I will not answer, since his excellency, when

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I talk to him of this negociation, always talks to me on the other concert 
in agitation, so that, I believe, he would willingly protract the treaty till he 
sees a little clearer the turn the last may take, in what manner it may be 
perfected, and with what appearances of being carried into execution. 

I forgot to mention to your lordship, that when count Osterman insisted 
on the title for the successors, he told me, that this affair would also be pro- 
posed at the approaching election of an emperor at Francfort, and that this 
court did hope for the king’s concurrence and assistance, as elector of Ha- 
nover, both from His Majesty’s friendship, as well as that they were already 
sure of a majority among the electors of the empire. 

M-r Sohlenthal will have informed the king, as m-r Backhoff, since my 
last, has this court, of what has passed between the king of Denmark and 
the king of Prussia relating to the good offices offered by the first, and ac- 
cepted by the last, in conjuction with those of the king our master and of 
Russia, so I need not trouble your lordship with a superfluous repetition of 
particulars.

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that they were founded on the letters wrote from hence to dissuade the king 
of Prussia from his enterprise on Silesia, before they could have been in- 
formed, that he had actually invaded that province; as they had nothing here 
more at heart than to restore the public tranquillity, to execute their en- 
gagements to all their allies and maintain the ballance of power, they should 
be very glad to concur with his danish majesty in any representations

As count Osterman told me that the court of Denmark has proposed to

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are now charged too high and contrary to the spirit of the tariff on several 
of the products both of England and Russia, and that this matter might be 
finally adjusted before the conclusion of the treaty of commerce. 

I was in hopes that these instructions would have been given to m-r 
Tchernicheff before he set out, but the absence of the president of the college 
of commerce, who is gone to inspect the several manufacturies, prevented it. 

There having been no instance in this country of any great-officer or 
minister’s dismission in the gracious manner count Munich received his, the 
senate inadvertently, and for want ofa precedent, ordered it to be proclaimed 
by beat of drum,—a ceremony constantly practised when any person falls 
under the disgrace and displeasure of this court, and is to be banished into 
Siberia. Count Munich therefore could not help expressing some sensibility 
on a thing, which might pass for a slur on his honour and reputation, upon 
which the great-duchess sent to assure him, that it was contrary to her in- 
tentions and without her knowledge, and that he should have all the satis- 
faction possible. In effect there was adeputation sent to him from the senate 
to excuse the thing and beg his pardon. 

Count Munich was at court this morning to present to the generalis- 
simo all the secretaries and clerks who have been employed by him in his 
office or, as they call it here, his chancery.

The last post, which arrived here the 7", brought no letters from be- 
yond Kénigsberg, which was owing, as it is supposed, to the passage at Pillau 
being impracticable by the ice breaking up. However m-r de Mardefeld re- 
ceived the next day an estafette, and dispatched one this day sevennight 
with the news of count Munich’s dismission. 

His excellency continues to make his court as usual, and is frequently 
with the prince generalissimo in a morning, and with the great-duchess in 
the afternoon. He was with his lady all sunday evening in m-lle Mengden’s 
appartment, where her highness plays, which his lady did with the prince, 
He also talks of remaining in the house, which, on his being declared prime- 
minister, was given him just by the court, till the river is open, and then to 
remove to the house he has built and lately fitted up on the other side of 
it. In the summer he proposes to go to some of his estates in this neigh- 
bourhood. 

This scheme of life seems to be built on the idle vanity of preventing 
the appearances of a disgrace, and is imprudent enough to occasion a real 
one, for, if he remains quiet, those, who brought him down so low, will leave

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him where he is, but if they find him intriguing, endeavouring to keep the 
regent’s ear, or meddling in whispers, they will bring him still lower; so 
that he has it equally in his power to be the author of his own future hap- 
piness or misfortunes. 

Materials for the last will not be wanted, whenever the present exa- 
mination of the duke of Courland is finished, with whom the commissaries 
have been these three weeks, and at first used him with great inhumanity 
and all the roughness a common prisoner might expect; upon which, in 
great agony, he threw himself at their feet and desired leave to write to the 
great-duchess, to which, after having consulted together, they consented; and 
he drew a letter of fourteen sheets of paper, in which he opened matter of 
great importance and hinted at others of still greater, but stopped short, 
saying, that, as he had nothing to expect from the field-marshal but chains 
and fetters, he dared not proceed in things, which might aggravate the 
prime-minister’s resentment and increase his own and his family’s misfor- 
tunes. He afterwards addressed himself in the most pathetic manner to the 
regent’s mercy and compassion, at least for his family, if he himself should 
not appear worthy of them. His wife and children have also wrote to her 
highness, and I heard her myself say at cards, how could the poor children 
help their father’s faults.

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On the arrival of these letters, orders were given immediately to 
send them all those necessaries which they wanted, also to the commissaries, 
to use the duke with all humanity, to assure him that the regent had no 
design to hurt him or his; and to let him know that the prime-minister was 
removed, which is the first consolation he has received since his downfall, 
and will, no doubt, be the greatest he could have hoped for. It is therefore 
expected that the duke will open a scene, by which it will plainly appear, 
that the author of his ruin was the first projector of his regency, who alone 
suggested to him that thought, animated him to accept of it, engaged to 
carry it into execution, and to support him in it. 

I was with count Osterman yesterday, and he shewed me the treaty 
with all the papers belonging to it, lying by him, assuring me that, as soon 
as he had dispatched the courier he proposes to send to night to Constan- 
tinople, this would be the first thing which he would take in hand.

Since mine of the tenth I have sent regularly twice a day to count Os- 
terman for an hour, that I might at least enter with him on the alterations 
of our treaty, and, if possible, fix the affair. Yesterday morning I got ad- 
mittance, but it was only for a moment, when his excellency told me, that | 
his hurry of business had prevented him from looking over the project or 
even reading the dispatches which arrived the evening before. He made me 
great excuses and as strong promises for next week, of which I shall not 
fail to put him in mind, even with importunity. 
I have heard it whispered, that, besides the king of Prussia’s picture, 
which is known, the field-marshal has received in a silent manner a sword 
and the grant of an estate in Pomerania, the first worth fourscore, and the 
last —two hundred thousand crowns, but that both were to remain secret

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till a more proper juncture. According to present appearances neither the 
giver nor the receiver will be fond of making them public. 

It is certain the king of Prussia sticks at no expence here. Monsieur 
Mardefeld, after having drove himself up into court far enough to sound even 
count Osterman on things of this kind, did it under a notion of a wager, 
which he had orders to lay with his excellency of a pension of 50.000 
roubles (good ten thousand guineas) a year for his life, thirty five years of 
which he has already passed in this service in too disinterested a manner 
to make it necessary for me to add, that he refused this bag with in- 
dignity. 

Count Munich’s removal from all his employments does not entirely 
quiet the uneasiness of those who procured it; on the contrary the great- 
duchess being surrounded by all his family, and the frequent access he him- 
self has to her, gives them jealousies and suspicions, that he may yet have 
a certain credit and influence with her highness; it is therefore probable that 
they will endeavour to force him from hence to some of his most distant es- 
tates. However, the regent hitherto appears firm on that head, and declares 
that, though she will not make use of the field-marshal, yet her obligations 
to him will not allow her to use him ill.

I have no letters to acknowledge from your lordship by the post which 
came in the 15 in the morning. As count Osterman would be fully employed 
with his dispatches of that day, I did not attempt to wait on him that af- 
ternoon. Yesterday morning, when I sent, he was at court, where I had orders 
to be in the afternoon, and, if I had not been there, the prince was with his 
excellency all the evening, so that if [cannot have an hour at the count this 
morning, I shall have little to trouble your lordship with to day. 

The internal part of the court seems still in a fermentation, occasioned 
by the restless and intriguing spirit of the field-marshal, who, not content 
with his present situation, is endeavouring to regain his ground, which he 
either will do or must lose more. 

The committee is returned from the examination of the duke of Cour- 
land and confronting m-r Bestuchef with his neighbour, which was designed 
by the late prime-minister, whose scheme was to have proceeded in a 
summary way to the condemnation of the one on the depositions of the other, 
for his accusations were of the strongest and blackest nature.

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To these the duke answered, that, if they were true, he did not deserve 
to live, and if they had been believed, he wondered that he had not been 
already put to the most ignominious and painful death, but that as he was 
neither attached to his life, nor willing to make the small remainder of it 
more miserable than necessary, nor his accuser still more unfortunate, who 
was enough so already, and of which he the duke was the innocent and 
unhappy occasion; so, waving the ordinary methods of torture, which must 
have been employed on this occasion, the duke said, that he would own eve- 
rything laid to his charge to be true, if m-r Bestuchef would now confirm 
it, as he would answer for it to God at the last day. The duke did this in 
so solemn a manner, and with so assured a countenance, that the whole 
committee was struck, and the other, being seized with a violent and con- 
vulsive trembling, fell on his knees, and cried, that he could not stand this, but 
must own the truth, and asking God and the duke’s pardon, confessed that 
he had falsely charged that prince upon an insinuation and assurance of 
the field-marshal, that this was the only way to save his own life, honour 
and family. 

The duke then confessed that he had done wrong in accepting the re- 
gency to the prejudice of the great-duchess, which, however, he never had 
done without he had been forced to it by the field-marshal, nor even without

insisted on, and he hoped, that a favourable and true interpretation would 
be put upon it. 

He owned that he treated the prince ill and unjustly, but he took God 
to witness that he never had a thought against the great-duchess, the czar, 
or the country. All this has set his affairs in so very different a light, that 
I know, that the prince, sunday last, declared to a friend of mine, that. he, 
the duke, was no more guilty, than he himself was, nor had done any one 
thing, which anybody else, in his place, would not have done; so that if 
four months could be recalled, he might have been deprived of his regency, 
but things would have stopt there; at present, after all the treatment he has 
received in the face of the world, to condemn théir own proceedings, after 
having been stripped naked, his estates abroad disposed of, his effects here 
confiscated, to come to a restitution, and after having been in a manner 
deprived of his duchy, a new candidate, the prince of Wolfenbuttel, who is 
in the austrian service, proposed, with the king of Poland’s approbation, 
who, however, has interceded for the duke,—difficulties, not to be got over, 
are against a full return to his former condition, but the circumstances in 
his favour will vertainly soften his misfortunes; in effect, the great-duchess 
assured him, at the beginning of his last committee, that if he made a fair

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and abundant confession (which he certainly has done), he should receive 
more marks of her grace and favour, than ever could have entered into his 
thoughts. We must wait to see the effects of this kind promise of a very 
generous princess. The field-marchal’s removal opened this new scene, upon 
the first news of which, the whole committee proposed to the duke of Cour- 
land to go to church and sing Te Deum, which they all did publicly and 
made a collection for the poor, m-r Bestuchef declaring, that, without this 
change, he never should have had courage enough to declare the truth. 

Count Lynar has, by order of his court, pressed count Osterman very 
home, and even in writing, for a categorical explanation how, when, and 
whether this court will act against the king of Prussia; adding, that without 
this previous and express declaration, it will be impossible for his master 
or the other princes in his neighbourhood to form any certain plan, much 
less to carry it into execution. He expects an answer soon. 

Since I wrote this, I have been with count Osterman, where I found 
only the same delays and excuses; however, he promised, if possible, to 
finish the affair before the holydays, provided I was in a condition to do it;

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to which I answered, that as I had delivered to him the alterations the king 
desired, the reasons for His Majesty’s desiring them, and a copy of my full 
power, he could not doubt of my being ready to sign now, which I flattered 
myself, when I left London, I should have done a month after my arrival here. 

We had afterwards the old discourse on the communication and con- 
cert of measures, that he hoped to have heard something more particular 
before now both of the king’s and States resolutions; that in the mean time 
they were making the necessary preparations and ordering several regiments 
to assemble on the frontiers; to which I replied, that, though I was persuaded 
that those troops would assemble, yet it would be necessary to convince 
the king of Prussia that they would march and act, which may be his 
prussian majesty (till they had operated rightly and entered Courland) might 
hope and believe they would not; that I was afraid that count Golofkin, 
since his first general insinuation, had been something too silent at the Hague 
to animate and quicken the resolutions there, and that his excellency must 
be sensible, that communications from hence were as impatiently expected 
elsewhere, as they could be here from other places. 

I must own, that I think his excellency begins to complain only to 
prevent being complained of, and accuses other people’s dilatoriness in order 
to excuse their own here. However, general Botta seems fully satisfied, that

tion in what I am going to say to you in this letter from what was suggested 
in the former ones abovementioned, you will not find the least alteration 
in, or departure from the principles laid down in those letters, viz: the 
support of the pragmatic sanction, the house of Austria, and the equilibre 
of Europe; the present variation relating only to the means and methods to 
be pursued for the better obtaining those desirable ends, and that purely 
from an alteration in the circumstances of affairs, as shall be fully explained 
to you in the sequel of this letter. 

When the former messenger was dispatched to you, no power, excepting 
that of Prussia, had attacked the house of Austria, or even given any cer- 
tain indications of their intentions of doing it, and consequentiy the reducing 
that prince to reason became then the principal object of all the powers en- 
gaged by treaty to support the pragmatic sanction, but, as you will see by 
the inclosed copies of my late letters to m-r Robinson, the undoubted and 
certain intelligence, which the king has received of much more dangerous 
designs carrying on, and almost upon the point of execution, which, if not 
timely provided against, must naturally not only utterly destroy the house 
of Austria, but with it the liberties of Europe. It seems in the present 
exigency, that the most essential service that can be rendered to the house

endeavour to bring about, if possible, an accommodation between the queen 
of Hungary and the king of Prussia, upon the terms and conditions set forth 
in the said letters, and, as His Majesty is in that way of thinking, he has 
been pleased to order the said letters to be sent to m-r Robinson, and has 
given directions to lord Hyndford, who is set out for Berlin, to act upon the 
same principle, as you will see by the annexed copy of that part of his in- 
structions which relates to this point. 

As the king is desirous to act in everything in the most perfect con- 
cert with your court, His Majesty allows you to communicate to them, in 
confidence, the purport of what goes before, that, in case it meets with their 
approbation, they may give the directions, which they shall think proper, to 
their ministers residing at Vienna and Berlin, to cooperate with those of 
His Majesty for bringing the affair to a happy conclusion. But I cannot 
leave this subject without repeating to you, that the king has not, in the 
least, departed, nor will ever depart from his former principle of fulfilling 
faithfully all his engagements to the house of Austria, and that, in case his 
present endeavours for bringing ‘about the accommodation abovementioned 
should not have the desired effect, he will act, in conjunction with your 
court, against the king of Prussia in the manner formerly suggested. 

In the meanwhile, as the object of our mutual engagements is the support

the pragmatic sanction, and as there is reason to apprehend from the above- 
mentioned advices, that even, if an accommodation with the king of Prussia 
should take place, disturbances may arise from other great and considerable 
powers, the king has taken arid is taking all the steps possible for the en- 
abling him to do it inthe most effectual manner, by such means, and in such 
places as the exigency of affairs shall require. He has, for that purpose, al- 
ready taken the danes and hessians into his pay, and is augmenting consi- 
derably his land forces, and using his best endeavours in the several courts 
of Europe for bringing those powers, who are under the same engagements 
with himself, into proper measures for the support of them. And as the king 
is persuaded, that the court of Muscovy acts upon the same principle with 
himself, His Majesty would have you make the strongest instances to them, 
for putting themselves without the least loss of time, by assembling forthwith 
a considerable body of troops upon the frontiers of Prussia, and by all such 
other means, as they shall think necessary, into condition of acting with 
vigour, in whatever place, and in whatever manner shall be judged most 
advantageous for the support and preservation of the house of Austria, which, 
as I said before, is the principal object of our mutual engagements. And as 
His Majesty is already prepared, and will be willing to enter upon action 
for the purposes aforesaid, as soon as a proper plan of operations shall have

man had promised to set about so necessary a work, which, we hope to hear, 
will have been brought to perfection long before this letter reaches you, but 
if it should unfortunately have been delayed, you will, upon the receipt of 
this, press that minister, in the strongest manner, not to lose any more time 
in doing it. And the king thinks it absolutely necessary, that, in the plan to 
be settled, different events should be taken into consideration and provided 
for, viz: either of our being obliged, by the obstinacy of the king of Prussia 
to come to a reasonable accommodation with the house of Austria, to make 
war against that prince, or, if contrary should happen, as is to be hoped, to 
support the queen of Hungary in conjuncture with that prince against all 
such other powers, as shall attempt, by force of arms, to distress her. And 
you may, at the same time, give the strongest assurances to the court where 
you are, that the king will be ready to act in support of such a plan in 
whatever manner, and in whatever places the different events shall make it 
necessary; and in the meanwhile His Majesty will be pressing the court 
of Saxony and the States of Holland to be preparing and settling the quotas 
to be furnished by them respectively, in conjunction with the king, to act as 
occasion shall require. 

But as any plan to be settled with your court must probably fall to 
the ground or be, at best, of little effect for the good of the common cause,

as the king has very strong grounds to believe that schemes of that perni- 
cious kind are actually carrying on, and even very far advanced, His Ma- 
jesty’s concern for the public welfare, and his particular affection and 
friendship for the princess regent and her family, and his desire to see the 
present form of govermnent in Russia supported and maintained, would not 
suffer him to conceal from them the intelligences he has received, and which 
appear but to well grounded, relating thereto. 

The substance of those informations consists in its having been resolved 
in‘ the secret committee in Sweden to assemble forthwith their troops al- 
ready in Finland, which are to be augmented with 12,000 men to be trans- 
ported thither from Sweden; that fifteen men-of-war and all their galleys 
are ordered to be fitted out with all possible expedition, and that France is 
to furnish them with two millions of crowns for enabling them to carry on 
their designs; that the said committee has been encouraged and induced to 
this undertaking by the accounts they have received from m-r Nolken, their 
minister residing at St. Petersburgh, of a considerable party being formed and 
ready to take arms and join with them in favour of the princess Elizabeth, 
whenever the swedes shall appear upon their frontiers. That minister also 
writes word, that this whole scheme has been Carried on and finally settled 
betwixt himself and the agents of the said princess, with the approbation

whole transaction has been conducted between them and the said princess 
through the means of a french surgeon, who has attended her from her 
infancy. 

As you will easily conceive of what importance it is to the common 
cause and to the preservation of the liberties of Europe to prevent, if 
possible, the success of such pernicious schemes, which, if brought to per- 
fection, must at once fling the whole north into the power of Sweden, and 
consequently make it entirely dependant upon that of France, as the princess 
Elizabeth could not hope to support herself afterwards but by their means, 
so you will also see how absolutely necessary it is for you to conduct your- 
self, in the use you shall make of this intelligence, with the utmost circum- 
spection and prudence, for, although the said informations are most certainly 
true, and of the greatest importance to have the princess regent informed of 
them without loss of time, the manner of doing it, and through what canal, 
must be left entirely to your discretion, and to the better knowledge you 
must have, than any you can receive from hence, of the interior of the court 
where you are. But above all things, you will take the most effectual care, 
and insist in the most positive and absolute manner, that the king’s name 
shall never be made use of as the author of this intelligence. 

I cannot put an end to this letter without acquainting you with the

in that case, defer signing it, till you shall have given His Majesty an 
account thereof and received his further orders, to which I have only to 
add at present the assurances of my being most sincerely ete.

right by assuring his excellency, that the courier was only to inform the 
king, our master, that the court of Dresden was ready to enter on such a 
negociation, and to desire His Majesty’s further instructions in what manner 
it was to be perfected. 

When count Osterman mentioned this matter to me yesterday, I told 
him, that I had no knowledge of any such project either formed or sent; 
that his excellency must remember, that when I had pressed him for a plan, 
he had always answered that it must be formed abroad; that he saw the king 
was endeavouring to bring both the court of Dresden and the States General 
into such a one, and that, in the mean time any first sketch of one would be 
totally useless, till it was reduced to some shape; when that was done he 
might be sure of the earliest communication. 

Count Lynar has also presented, in writing, some few queries to this 
court, and has received its answer on them in the same way; the most ma- 
terial of which were: How the famous declaration concerted between the duke 
of Courland and the late m-r Suhm, which was signed by the late Czarinna 
unknown to the ministry, would be understood here? Your lordship is ac- 
quainted with this. The answer was, that they did not find that it derogated

On 
this occasion count Osterman assured count Lynar, that the russians would

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case I had any news which could be communicated, that I would come to 
him. I immediately waited on him, and he told me that the late arrest of 
count Gyllenborg’s secretary, just as he was coming out of m-r Bestuchef’s

The other part of my intelligence seemed to make great impression on 
his excellency, for he asked me with some emotion—what can be their mea- 
aning, that, after cardinal Fleury had so lately declared, that France had too 
much occasion for her money to furnish the swedes with subsidies, his emi- 
nency should so soon resolve to give so considerable ones? what connexion 
has Spain with Sweden; what service, can the last render adequate to the 
expence the first put itself to? To this I observed, that it was thereby very 
plain to me, that France would not be that indifferent spectator of the pre- 
sent troubles in the empire, as she at first insinuated, thinking that the

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house of Austria wanted one stab more, and that the queen of Spain was re- 
solved to push her point in Italy, in order to which joint view those two 
powers might think it necessary, even at a considerable charge, to embark 
Sweden in a war against this country, thereby to divert it from fulfilling 
its engagements to the house of Austria, and furnishing that assistance to the 
queen of Hungary, of which that princess, at present, stood in so much need. 

His excellency agreed with me in these reasonings, and then immedi- 
ately said: «We shall always have eighty thousand men at the service of Swe- 
den, and we shall endeavour to make short work of it. Do you hear that any 
orders are given for fitting their fleet? may we not depend on an english 
squadron, for without one, ours is not in a condition to make head against 
theirs», which is certainly true, my lord, though they were sanguine enough 
to think this in Sweden even so lately as when I was there, but how are 
things altered since the year nineteen, when the russian galleys, covered by 
their fleet, could insult and burn the whole swedish coast, and even alarm 
the very capital, till the english fleet arrived in the Baltic. Upon this occa- 
sion I could not but observe to his excellency how this country would have 
found its advantage, in the present disposition of the swedes, had it thought 
fit to have concluded the treaty with His Majesty last summer, instead of 
protracting that affair so long, since the very reputation of such a negotia-

He interrupted me here by saying, that 
our treaty ought to be looked upon as athing concluded, and that, if I should 
be at leisure as to day, he would send for me, that we might examine to- 
gether the last alterations I had proposed, upon which, however, he hoped, 
no great difficulty would arise, and then he returned to his question about 
our squadron, or rather said, that he took it for granted, that they might 
absolutely depend on one this summer in case of a rupture with Sweden. To 
this I answered, that the king did not desire to enter into any engagement 
with any of his allies, which he did not, at the same time, design to execute 
religiously, that his excellency might see this, in the strongest manner, by 
the alterations I had proposed inthe 16™ article, by which it would plainly 
appear in what cases Russia might depend on the stipulated assistance, and 
in what other the king apprehended an inability to furnish it. He seemed 
satisfied with this answer. He then desired me to write to m-r Burnaby (as 
I did yesterday) to beg the favour of him to be regular in his dispatches, 
and to send me the earliest intelligences of what resolutions might be taken 
in Sweden, as well as the preparations making, in consequence of them, and, 
as his excellency apprehended that m-r Bestuchef’s late incident might make 
him lose a certain presence of mind, that either he should be arrested, or

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forbid the court, or his recal insisted on, which three points he said were 
under consideration, and any of them might put him out of a condition to 
act,—the count farther desired me to let m-r Burnaby know, that, if anything 
material enough to deserve a courier should arise, if he would dispatch one 
to me, the expence of it should be reimbursed. I must not omit, that count 
Osterman seems to give greater attention to an offer of a million, said to be 
made to Sweden by the king of Prussia, in appearance to have a body of 
swedish troops at his service, but in reality, as his excellency thinks, to 
animate that country and to put it in a condition to break with Russia, in 
case this court should resolve to give the queen of Hungary that assistance, 
which his prussian majesty begins now to apprehend. 

I was with count Osterman to-day on the treaty, and I hope that we 
have settled everything with so little variation from the king’s last plan, that 
I may venture to conclude. His excellency will report the whole to the prin- 
cess regent without loss of time, when the full powers on their side will be 
made out and the instruments copied over fair for signing, upon which I beg 
leave to congratulate.

Your lordship will have seen by mine of the 28™ inst. that I had that 
morning in a great measure settled the affair of our treaty with count 
Osterman, who promised to make his report without loss of time. The prince 
and the new cabinet minister, count Golofkin, were with him on this subject . 
last night, as his excellency was himself this morning with the princess re- 
gent, and I am just come from her this afternoon, when he told me, the 
whole was agreed to, though not without some difficulties, which, as I knew 
from another hand, had been started by count Golofkin on the old russian 
maxim, that this country should not lay itself under any engagements to 
other powers. Besides he objected to the prolongation of the treaty of 
commerce, though that is now to be confined to the form of the new treaty; 
but the regent, the prince and count Osterman’s advice overruled these 
objections, and his excellency has promised that m-r Brevern shall, as soon 
as possible, collate their copy with mine, that fair ones may be drawn for 
our signing, and that in the mean while their full powers shall be prepared, 
and I shall endeavour to spur on the natural dilatoriness of this court on 
such occasions.

I must not however omit to let you know how much the king was 
pleased with the good effect, which appears to have been produced by the 
dismission of your late prime-minister, whereof we have already seen a proof 
in the strong and vigorous orders, which have been sent, since that event, to 
count Golofkin at the Hague for his pressing the States General to declare 
their intention of executing their engagements in support of the house of 
Austria, wherein His Majesty has directed m-r Trevor to concur with that 
ambassador, and to give him all possible assistance. The present plan, which 
the king is pursuing for accommodating matters between the king of Prussia 
and the queen of Hungary not having inthe least relented His Majesty’s zeal 
for the defence of that princess’ inheritance, but the king being on the con-

The originals, which I transmit to your lordship, were brought to me 
that morning by a secretary of the chancery ready signed and sealed in the 
form you see them, and after [had collated them with my originals, in which 
His Majesty is constantly named first, I signed and sealed mine, and then 
exchanged them for those I transmit. 

Your lordship will observe that their originals were only signed by the 
three plenipotentiaries of this court, as my originals were only so by me, 
according tothe method followed in m-r Rondeau’s treaty of commerce. The 
secretary also communicated to me the original full powers of the three

appear to have altered the sense and design of it. 

The separate article to prolong the treaty of commerce, is changed from 
twenty-four years, as count Osterman and I had agreed, and confined to the 
term ofthe treaty, which is to last twenty years, the count telling me at the 
same time, that he was ashamed to insist upon such a trifle; to which I replied, 
that for the same reason I should be as much so to refuse it. His excellency af- 
terwards explained to me that this was started by the new cabinet-minister 
count Golofkin, who, having no experience in business, would endeavour to 
have the air of knowing it. I believe in his heart he would have been glad, 
on the oldruss maxim, that this country should enter into notreaty with any 
european prince, but stick entirely to their asiatics; at least the prince told 
me that he hinted at something of this kind in the council, where his highness 
exploded that antiquated principle. However, count Golofkin insisted, that, 
if the treaty of commerce, which he pretended was so advantageous to En- 
gland, extended beyond the term of the alliance, His Majesty would be less 
sollicitous to renew the last before the former one was on the point of ex- 
piring, to all which I told count Osterman that such trifles did not deserve 
either his or my notice. The same new minister had another still more ex- 
traordinary idea, which he not only proposed in the cabinet, but insisted

strongly upon it: it was for a new article to stipulate, that in case the king 
did not religiously fulfil all the engagements of the new treaty, the former 
one of commerce should immediately become null and void. Count Osterman 
told me this over night, and the prince confirmed it the next morning; but 
they both added, that the princess regent had interposed her authority and 
ordered count Golofkin to make no more difficulties, but to sign the treaty 
as it had been adjusted between count Osterman and myself. And upon this 
occasion I answered them both, that if count Golofkin had proposed this 
article in a conference with me, I should have first asked him—in what treaty 
he had ever met with one of such a nature? Whether he thought that even 
in private life, between common gentlemen, it would be the most obliging 
behaviour for one of them to tell the other that he doubted of his word? or 
whether doing so would be the properest method to induce him to keep it? 
And then lastly I should have told him that the king, my master’s, good 
faith with all his allies was too well known for his excellency to begin now 
to call it in question or for me to suffer it; that therefore, if this was to be 
a condition sine qua non, I from that moment declared to him that our 
negociation was at an end. Count Osterman seemed so pleased with my an-

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swer, that he desired me to repeat it the prince, as I did the next day; and 
I believe the old minister meant it as a flap over the fingers to the new one. 
I think this is all which I have to trouble your lordship with anterior 
to the signing of the treaty. If that proves to the king’s satisfaction, I beg 
leave most heartily to give your lordship all the joy, which I shall most truly 
feel, though this will not induce me to take to myself that merit which does 
not in reality belong to me. Upon my word, my lord, the present critical 
conjuncture in the empire and the dispositions of the swedish diet had a much 
greater share in the conclusion of this treaty, than that which I can pretend 
to. Without those two circumstances I might have gone on negociating or 
rather fritting myself to the great prejudice of my infirm state of health, 
till the king’s patience had been quite tired, and with the greatest reason. 
Since [have just before mentioned Sweden, give me leave, my lord, to 
add, that count Osterman seemed in a most remarkable manner sollicitous 
about the arrival of our stipulated squadron in case of a rupture with that 
country, for theirs here is but in a very bad condition; and whatever they 
may pretend, or whatever pains they may be at, they cannot have above 
fourteen men-of-war and frigates fit to go to sea. They expect this summer 
indeed six new and good men-of-war from Archangel, if a war with Sweden 
does not prevent their arrival. Count Osterman has certainly some apprehen-

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sions of their being intercepted in their passage, for he threw out a proposal 
to me, that our squadron might join their six before they entered the Sound; 
that is inother words—might convoy them up the Baltic. But as, I told him, 
things were not come to that point, which could make such aconcert as yet 
necessary, he immediately dropped it. As [am on this matter, allow me, my 
lord, to add, that this court, in case of a rupture with Sweden, relies as 
firmly on the arrival of our squadron in the Baltic, as if it was now actu- 
ally at Cronstadt, so that, if the circumstances ofthe spanish war should not 
admit of His Majesty’s sending the stipulated squadron hither, should the 
casus foederis exist, as far as it may become me, I would humbly submit it 
to your lordship—whether it might not be better never to ratify this treaty, 
and to sacrifice me for having misunderstood my instructions and exceeded 
my orders? The small alterations from your lordship’s last project may give 
a handle to this, and most certainly the king can never hope to reap any 
future benefit from this treaty, if Russia is frustrated of that, which it may 
immediately expect. Your lordship will easily see, that in this case my re- 
maining here would be impossible, but I am persuaded that you will never 
suspect that I have suggested this thought as an additional reason for my 
recall, however I may have it at heart, as your lordship will see in my sepa-

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rate letter; for I can assure you, my lord, that I am not so divested of all 
sensibility, as not to feel that this would be paying very dearly for my pri- 
vate satisfaction, or even for the recovery of my health. 

Your lordship mentioned in your letter by Bowie, that the king con- 
sented to make the usual presents on this occasion. As the time for them 
will not come till the ratifications are exchanged, I shall expect the king’s 
particular directions on that head when the messenger returns. I have diffi- 
culty to speak on this subject, because it may look as if I had an eye to any 
private emolument of my own, but as I hope I have not the reputation of 
being very remarkably anxious about things of this kind, I shall add two 
or three things upon it: 

First—the method in which this may be done will be either by my ha- 
ving directions todraw inthe money in order to give each of the three pleni- 
potentiaries in the specie of this country what the king designs them; or 
give to each of them a bill on London in sterling, which, they may nego- 
ciate here; or to order ducats at Amsterdam, which the messenger might 
bring hither with the ratifications. 

Secondly — I would submit it to His Majesty whether it would not be 
proper that the present to count Osterman should be double what is designed 
for the other two plenipotentiaries? This was constantly observed in Sweden

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with count Horn, and there is a good reason for it here, since the count had 
all the trouble, and has actually more weight and credit at this instant than 
he ever had at any one period of his ministry; for the princess regent and 
the prince have certainly the greatest deference for his opinion, and friend- 
ship for his person. 

Though the whole course of his life has shewn how disinterested he is, 
yet, my lord, he does not pass for being insensible of distinctions, whether 
they make for him or against him. We saw lately a remarkable instance of 
the last, when the king of Prussia, on the renewal of his treaty, sent the field- 
marshal a present of his picture set in diamonds, and another to m-r Bre- 
vern, and to himself only a present in money, though much greater than the 
value of the second picture; however the count took a handle from this to 
decline receiving his present. He might do this to expose the field-marshal’s 
avariciousness, but the turn he gave it to m-r Mardefeld was, that he was 
as ambitious of the honour of having his prussian majesty’s picture, as those 
who were above him or those with whom he had no competition could 
possibly be. And he afterwards told the regent, the prince, and even other 
people that he had bit m-r Mardefeld; for that before this picture could be 
ready, he hoped there would be thirty thousand russ in the king of Prussia’s 
country, which would make that prince forget to send him his picture, which 
m-r Mardefeld assured him he should have.

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Thirdly—lI do not know, whether the king may be inclined to take this 
opportunity of gratifying m-r Brevern, as the king of Prussia did? But all 
foreign business goes through his hands; he is the only person employed by 
count Osterman or in his confidence, and passes also for the only one who 
could supply his excellency’s place should he drop, and is looked upon as 
his successor whenever that misfortune shall befall this country (a greater 
it cannot have). If the king should approve this thought, I humbly submit 
it, whether it would not be proper to give this gentleman one fifth less than 
the two other cabinet-ministers; which fifth less, if His Majesty pleases, might 
be distributed among the subalterns in the cabinet or chancery, as was 
practised in Sweden in the three instances of the danish, french and russian 
treaties in my time by m-rs Casteja and Bestuchef. I should be sorry that 
this should be looked upon, as if I was encreasing the king’s expence or 
putting His Majesty to a needless one; but I am persuaded, that his royal 
service and my successor will both find their account in it.

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I must also with a second, to inform your lordship of a conversation I had 
the same evening with count Osterman, when I went to wish him joy and 
to return him my thanks. 

The first point was that the secret article should remain inviolably 
such; for which I engaged. 

The second was on the accession of the States-General, how that was 
to be effected, and what orders he should give to count Golofkin, to whom 
he sends a copy of the treaty by my messenger under m-r Trevor's cover. 
I answered, that I was persuaded that, as soon as ever my messenger was 
arrived in England, the king would send his instructions to m-r Trevor on 
this head. So I thought, that it would be sufficient to direct the count to act 
in perfect concert with His Majesty’s minister. 

The third was—whether he might not communicate to the court of Den- 
mark and by m-r Backhoff, that such a treaty was concluded, to which both 
the parties contracting would be glad of his master’s accession, and to add 
that for this purpose a general article had been inserted? 

The fourth was—whether he might do the same to general Botta and 
count Lynar, and to the last especially; and also give him a copy of the se- 
parate article relating to his master and comprehending him as elector of 
Saxony?

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Lastly — whether he might acquaint the court of France in general 
terms, either by m-r de la Chétardie or prince Cantemir, that a defensive 
alliance had been concluded between the king and this court, in which there 
were no stipulations, which could any way appear contrary to the interest 
of the most christian king? 

To all which questions I answered, that, though I could not pretend to 
direct his excellency, yet Icould not see any inconveniency, which could arise 
from the second, third and fourth questions; nor could I take upon me to 
object absolutely against the last. 

I was this morning at court to wish the prince and princess regent joy 
on the conclusion of our treaty, and to thank them for having removed those 
obstacles, Which must have broke it off, had they been insisted on. 

I treated the regent with imperial highness, and mentioned her son by 
the style of emperor. It will be necessary to add, that the prince, by the 
regulation here, has the title of imperial highness also; but I do not know 
whether the separate article will authorize me to give his highness that 
title before I can receive the king’s orders on that head.

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transmit; which reason would be almost equally strong to-day, if I was not 
afraid of appearing negligent in my correspondence; for I am not yet in a 
condition to dispatch Kuoni back, nor can I guess when I shall be so. How- 
ever, as your lordship will be no doubt impatient to have at least some infor- 
mation of the general effects, which your dispatch produces here, I shall 
endeavour to give you as short a one as I can. 

This court is certainly very much obliged to the king for the very se- 
cret and important intelligence, which however count Osterman politically 
affected at first to treat with indifference, but I could easily see, that it 
struck him, and the prince, when I talked with him, owned to me the suspi- 
cions they had, and told me several circumstances, which confirmed the pro- 
bability thereof; but those I shall reserve for the messenger, since they are 
of a nature to require cypher by the post, and may, without any prejudice 
to the king’s business, wait for a more easy manner of transmitting them. 

This court is not less obliged for the communication of the king’s plan 
to accommodate the silesian dispute, though they think such a project had 
been more practicable at first,. than at present; and they would have been 
glad, that even now a previous concert had been settled here, that by their 
instances additional weight might have been given and better effects hoped 
from this negociation.

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They are however of opinion that the proposition of the cession of any 
part of Silesia will be impracticable with the pragmatic sanction and be 
opening a door to accommodate other pretensions in the same way; and, as 
they think the united aggrandisement of the king of Prussia may make hima 
troublesome neighbour to several princes of the empire, contrary to the interest 
of the germanic body in general, so they look upon giving up Breslau to be so to 
their own in particular, as it will cut off all communication between this 
court and Germany. They seemed also at first to doubt of the intelligence 
relating to the designs of Bavaria, Spain and France, since, according to 
their own, the last would be prevented from taking any share of the present 
or future troubles of the empire by the cardinal’s age, the spanish war, the 
great scarcity of money, and the still greater of corn in France; and that by 
consequence Bavaria alone could not be apprehended; nor would the king of 
Sardinia consent to the passing of spanish cavalry by land, nor the english 
fleet to the transport for the infantry by sea; and that, though the elector of 
Bavaria may have borrowed on his gold plate and jewels a military chest of 
the king of Prussia, yet they seem to doubt, that France, contrary to its 
interest, would ever concur in any measures, which may tend to aggrandize 
the elector of Brandenbourg.

doing her business; but in that case they greatly apprehend, that the court 
of Vienna will be at last obliged to throw itself again into the hands of 
France, who, according to their advices, has already made some secret pro- 
positions relating to Luxemburg, which may very much tend to it; whereas 
on the other hand should the house Austria be vigorously supported by 
those powers, who have a visible interest in its preservation, though France 
should at last pull off the mask, they think, that, instead of apprehending the 
danger, the most serious attention should be given to the great advantages, 
which might result from such a step, since it might furnish an opportunity 
to several powers of Europe (were they as united in counsel as they are in 
interest) to wrest out of the hands of France that ascendant and superiority 
in all things, to which she in some measure daily arrives, and replace the 
arbitre of Europe in the hands of that power, where it formerly was, and 
can only with safety reside. Upon this occasion count Osterman named Eng- 
land in so many words, and added, that this ought to be the greatest point; 
that, the juncture, if rightly improved, was a very favourable one; and that 
he was sure, that Russia would heartily cooperate towards it. After the de-

sures, in conjunction with the maritime powers, count Osterman said, that, 
though this method of negotiation would not have been advised from hence 
and, as he apprehended, will set aside the late one at Dresden, yet it will be 
acquiesced in, from the same principle of not separating from the concert 
and measures of the abovementioned powers; but that he thought no defini- 
tive resolution could be taken here in order to dispatch back, till this court 
can be informed of those His Majesty may come to after the receipt of the 
queen of Hungary’s answer on m-r Robinson’s overture, which, he said, was 
immediately dispatched to London by a messenger, and has been since 
communicated to this court by the austrian minister. He promised me this 
morning a sight of it the next time I see him. His conversation relating to 
Sweden I must defer till next post. 

Count Lynar received last post a letter from m-r Walters, the saxon 
resident at Stockholm, informing him, that count Gylemburg in a late con- 
versation with him had endeavoured to give a turn to the swedish prepara- 
tions, as if they were only meant to put that country in a posture of defense 
against this, and to prevent it from intermeddling in the domestic affairs of 
Sweden, his excellency adding that it would be necessary to come to expla-

I received the 23° inst. your lordship’s dispatch of the 31" past, and 
I this morning informed count Osterman how the king was pleased with the 
instructions sent to count Golofkin inmediately after the prime-minister’s 
retreat, which flattered his excellency, and that His Majesty had ordered 
m-r Trevor to concur with their ambassador at the Hague, assuring his ex- 
cellency, at the same time, that the projected plan of accommodation be- 
tween the king of Prussia and the queen of Hungary has not relented His Ma- 
jesty’s zeal for the defence of that princess’ inheritance, the king being still

should be taken with all possible expedition. I insisted on these assurances 
in order to efface those impressions and fears, which the first news of the 
above plan has raised in people’s minds here, as your lordship observed in 
my last dispatch, and for the same reason, since your lordship was pleased 
to leave it to my discretion, I suppressed the second paragraph of your 
lordship’s dispatch, relating to the king of Prussia’s ready acceptance of His 
Majesty’s good offices, because, my lord, that prince’s refusal was never 
apprehended here; their anxiety arises from the opinion which may be 
formed of them on the other hand, and for fear lest this overture at Berlin 
may, in some measure, engage the king and tie up his hands from acting in 
that vigorous manner against the king of Prussia, which, perhaps the house 
of Austria may wish, and which in that case count Osterman, who speaks 
the language of this court, will judge absolutely necessary. For how partial 
soever count Osterman may have appeared heretofore to the house of 
Brandenbourg, he is not at present for aggrandising it, the ill consequences 
of which he apprehends both for the princes of the empire, and this country, 
from the enterprising genius of the young king, whose first project, accord- 
ing to his excellency’s advices, was to have invaded Mecklenburgh, as he 
had Silesia by his last. Imust repeat also, that this court thinks the cession

to communicate it to this court, as I suppose he will to me, for m-r Villiers 
referred me to him. This transaction, happily concluded, would give a great 
satisfaction here, without the drawback of the other at Berlin, by which last 
they fear the first will be rendered, in a great measure, ineffectual. To this 
I answer, that I am persuaded, that the great object of the Dresden one was 
confined to the king of Prussia alone, but designed contra quoscunque, and 
for the preservation of the house of Austria in an extensive light, so, though 
the immediate danger from the king of Prussia should be removed in an 
amicable manner and to the mutual satisfaction of both, that it would be 
equally, nay still more serviceable to that house, against the other continual 
dangers, to which it might be exposed, which, may be foreseen, are not 
very distant, and will prove in the execution of a much more fatal nature, 
if not timely prevented by that concert to be formed on the basis of the 
Dresden negociation, which might be rendered still more effectual, if the 
king of Prussia could be brought sincerely, heartily, and vigorously to concur 
in it. But when [talk in this style, I must own, that, till your lordship plea- 
ses to furnish me with stronger arguments to enforce this position, I shall 
not be hearkened to here either with that attention or complacency, which 
I could wish for the king’s service.

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As to the scene of affairs in this neighbourhood (I mean Sweden), as 
often as mention is made of them, count Osterman regularly desires me to 
urge the pressing necessity of the arrival of the english squadron in the 
Baltic. If this is not a formal requisition, which must come from their mi- 
nister, at least it only waits for the ratifications to become such; for though 
the casus foederis does not actually exist, yet they believe it so nigh, know- 
ing that they will stand in so much need of the king’s succour, and think 
His Majesty has so much at heart and so great interest in the preservation 
of the peace of the north at all times, and more especially in the present 
critical conjuncture, that they flatter themselves, that the king, rather than 
wait for the absolute necessity of sending this squadron, will anticipate it, 
with a view either of preventing a rupture with Sweden or of finshing the 
war, should it break out, in one campaign, for this they hope to be able to 
do with the assistance of the english fleet, and thereby to be at full liberty, 
as count Osterman adds, to send forty thousand men to the assistance of the 
house of Austria; which I only simply report, for I am sensible that an 
insinuation of this kind and in this shape has neither the precision, nor the 
authority, necessary to be built upon, more than the former one had of 
thirty thousand men, which was made to count Lynar before the alarm from

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Sweden began to have the appearance of being realized, for now even the 
austrian ministers, sanguine as they were in their expectations here, are 
persuaded that number must fall short, at least one third, as I am afraid it 
will be very nigh another third, though the plan with Prussia had never 
existed, and thereby this country might have a real opportunity of being 
advised or disposed to act by way of diversion, for should things turn out 
on the other hand so, that a junction of the forces should be determined on, 
I do not see a possibility of that, at least to any purpose and for any ope- 
ration this campaign; but in that case they are persuaded that neither Ba- 
varia, nor the queen of Spain could begin any hostilities till the next year. 

Count Osterman was yesterday evening sent for to the cabinet held in 
the princess’ apartment, and, according to all appearance, the swedish affairs 
were under consideration. 

The news of the swedish preparations still continue, and those of this 
country will without doubt keep peace with them, several generals having 
received orders to have their field equipage ready, among the rest the prince 
of Hesse-Homburgh, lieutenant-generals Spiegel and Henning; general Lubras, 
who has the direction of the fortifications at Cronstadt, was sent last week 
to inspect those of the frontiers of Finland, the field-marshal Lacy and ge-

I received also the 30™ the king’s most gracious speech from the throne, 
with the dutyful and vigorous addresses of both houses, upon which I beg 
leave to congratulate.

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The same day I was favoured with a letter from m-r Trevor of the 22™ 
April n. s., wherein he informs me that he was in hopes of finally concluding 
that morning the step, which had been so long concerting between His Ma- 
jesty and the States, whose resolution in extenso m-r Swartz received the 
same day in a dispatch of alater date, with orders to communicate it to this 
court, as he has done to general Botta, count Lynar and myself. 

He was yesterday with count Osterman for this purpose, but could not 
gain admittance, nor had I better luck when I attempted to wait on his ex- 
cellency, though I was very desirous to have some discourse with him onthe 


speech and the addresses, that I might learn how far they may have contri- 


buted to set in atruer light the king’s measures, which hitherto seem to have 
been very much misunderstood here; I might say—have been with affectation 
and industry, maliciously interpreted and represented, in order to cover and 
palliate their own, for, though they pretend that the king’s plan to accommo- 
date the king of Prussia and the queen of Hungary is a proof of His Ma- 
jesty’s design to abandon their interest and support the last, yet, without 
giving me any answer how far they will concur and cooperate with His Ma- 
jesty in this most salutary view. The prince told me that they are sending 
separate instructions to m-r Brackel to desire the prussian majesty to trust 
them with his ultimatum.

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However we shall be able to see clearer into the conduct of this court, 
which at present appears not only to count Lynar and myself, but even to 
the austrian ministers, very equivocal, when I shall have received the king’s 
instructions on the resolution His Majesty may take on the queen of Hun- 
gary’s answer, the Dresden convention (the ratification of which will be delayed 
here if not absolutely declined), the adresses of parliament and the conclusion 
of the late steps at the Hague. 

In the meanwhile it will be my duty toinform your lordship that, not- 
withstanding the good reception of the ambassador at the Porte, which they 
attribute to pure civility, and the favourable dispositions there, they pretend 
that have their doubts on that side, and, what is still more surprising, on that 
of schach Nadyr also. As to the swedes, it is not to be conceived how much 
fear they express, which, was it real, must be of the panic kind, and might 
be removed, but, as it is most certainly of a feigned one, I am afraid that it 
will prove insuperable also. In my conversation with count Osterman on this 
subject, | have endeavoured to shew him, notwithstanding all the noise of 
the diet, the utter impossibility of Sweden’s breaking with this country, and 
if, contrary to all principles of good sense or their own safety, this should 
happen, it must prove to the visible detriment, if not the total ruin of that 
country, without the least danger to this. When I press him hard on this

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point, he cannot disagree with me, though, he does in the consequences, for 
he will not distinguish between giving no attention on that side, and giving 
so great and entire an one, as to forget and neglect everything on the other. 

This goes so far, my lord, that the prince, naturally well disposed, 
but absolutely under the direction and echo of his tutor and prompter, has 
been throwing out, for some days, that count Osterman, in consideration of 
his age and infirmities, having very great reluctance to leave Russia plunged 
in inextricable difficulties at his death (in short the language of the old car- 
dinal, but with this notable difference, that it is calculated to gain time, and 
not to conceal vigorous measures), and the prince begins now in more formal 
terms to say, that under the uncertainty, whether Sweden may attack them 
by Wiburgh or make a descent on Livonia, it will be necessary to assemble 
an army on one side, and to guard the whole coast of the other. And I am 
farther assured by count Lynar, who was with the prince this morning, that 
his highness told him that an answer had been given to the austrian minister, 
which they are dispatching by acourier, that in the present crisis they could 
not march any troops, which besides were not at hand, since they should run 
too great a risk without the queen of Hungary would guaranty their not 
being attacked by that neighbour, in which case she might expect a vigorous 
assistance from hence, but without specifying particulars of what, when or

As such an engagement will no doubt appear impracticable, your 
lordship will judge that to prevail on this country to take the lead is not 
less so, I am of opinion that to determine it even to follow will be almost 
equally so; however I must not conclude without informing your lordship 
that the austrian ministers let me know to night, that they have found a 
visible alteration for the better in count Osterman’s discourse to-day, which 
they attribute to the arrival of the king’s speech and the resolution of 
the States General, for m-r Swartz was with count Osterman this morning 
to communicate to him the pieces I mentioned at the begining of this letter, 
which he received by the last post.

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I had the honour to inform your lordship in my last of the 2 inst. 
that m-r Swartz had that morning executed the instruction sent him at the 
latter end of the resolution of the States General, concerted the 24" April 
n. s., and, in pursuance of it, pressed count Osterman to communicate to him 
the steps this court had already taken, and to explain those it intended to 
pursue hereafter; to which his excellency replied, that, though he thought 
that count Golofkin would have sufficiently informed the States of the sen- 
timents and dispositions here, yet he would not fail to report these instances 
to the regent and return the dutch minister an answer on them, who has 
been since every other day regularly at count Osterman’s door, and was there 
again yesterday morning, without gaining admittance, and I believe that he 
will be there a good many times more before he obtains an answer, at least 
so explicit a one as he could wish, and the States may expect. 

M-r de la Chétardie has received an answer from his court (as he says 
by the ordinary post) to the dispatches he sent by a courier relating to his 
audience, and m-r Amelot has wrote directly to count Osterman also on the 
same subject, in which letter the pretensions of m-r de la Chétardie are 
approved, and the particular one of his delivering his credentials to the 
young monarch himself absolutely insisted on; to which letter m-r de la Ché- 
tardie chiefly referred when he waited on count Osterman.

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As this matter bas been since in agitation here, under the uncertainty 
how it might be decided, I thought it my duty, when I was with count Os- 
terman the 6“, to recommend to his excellency attention and care, that no 
distinctions on this occasion might be granted tothe others, and particularly 
to that, which I had the honour to serve. 

His excellency upon this took notice that there were certain preemi- 
nencies attached to the character of an ambassador. I replied, that 1 knew 
very well, that there were certain distinctions in the ceremonial of their au- 
diences, to which I had no objection, but that I was only guarding against 
any preeminencies of crowns, which that, which I had the honour to serve, 
could never admit of; and that after the ministers of other crowns, in con- 
sideration of the particular circumstances of this court, had without the least 
difficulty delivered their new credentials to the princess regent, if m-r de la 
Chétardie should be allowed to deliver his to the young monarch, this might 
be looked upon not so much a prerogative of the ambassador, as preemi- 
nency of the crown he served; against which I thought it my duty to protest; 
because when I was charged with a credential from the king I have the 
honour to serve, I should think that I had as good a right to deliver that 
credential into the hands of the sovereign to whom it was directed, as any 
ambassador upon the face of the earth.

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His excellency then asked me, if I talked to him ex officio? I replied 
that I did it in quality of the king’s minister, and upon the foot of my ge- 
neral instructions never to admit of the least distinction in favour of any 
crown in the universe, or in prejudice ofthat of Great Britain; that therefore 
I thought myself obliged to make these provisional representations, which 
his excellency would please to forget, if what might be resolved here should 
appear to the king to be only done in favour ofthe character of ambassador; 
but which his excellency would also please to remenber, if m-r de la Chétar- 
die’s being allowed to deliver his credentials tothe young monarch himself— 
an honour which neither the ministers of other crowned heads nor I had had— 
should appear to His Majesty (as I owned it did to me) as a distinction and 
preeminency granted to the crown of France, against which I must protest 
in order to disculpate myself and to maintain the dignity ofthat of England, 
of which, I told count Osterman, that I should not fail to make my report 
to-day. 

If the first difficulty should be got over, which however I do not see 
how it can in a manner compatible with the honour of this crown, there 
will arise a second; for though the princess regent will without dispute be 
present at this audience, and m-r de la Chétardie has graciously insinuated

I believe that m-r de la Chétardie will send another courier, since | 
hear that count Osterman has declared to him, that it is certain that the 
young monarch will not appear on any occasion till he has compleated his 
first year. This declaration may possibly furnish an expedient to get at last 
out of the first difficulty, for that time will nearly approach before this 
courier can return from Paris, at least it seems equally to serve the purposes 
both of count Osterman and m-r de la Chétardie, for the first desires to 
keep fair with the court of France for some time, to prevent things coming 
to an open coolness this summer; and the second, or rather his court, seems 
to aim at his stay here some time longer, that, by being on the place, he 
may see how things turn out, and carry on his other intrigues; but people 
do not imagine that he shall long reside here; so far is certain, that the 
princess regent and the prince, who have taken the strongest personal aver- 
sion to him, do not desire it. 

As to the second difficulty relating to general Botta, count Lynar and 
myself, on full persuasion, that it will be for the interest of our respective 
courts to break off any relation between this court and that of Versailles, we 
have endeavoured to spirit up the prince to maintain his dignity, and not to

to his highness’ prejudice. The nature and purport of the declaration given 
to the austrian ministers (which I mentioned this day sennight) was, that, in 
the present critical conjuncture and under the apprehension of a rupture 
with Sweden, it would be impossible for this court to march a man to the 
succour of the house of Austria; but this was worded so artfully, as to be 
capable of the subsequent explanation, which count Osterman has since given 
it on the king’s speech and the States’ resolution, by which he declares, it 
was always to be understood, that, in conjunction with the maritime powers, 
this court would be ready to fullfill its engagements and execute its gua- 
ranty of the pragmatic sanction, if not with all that force it at first propo- 
sed, on account of the swedes’ motions, yet with a considerable one, and as 
great, as on the abovementioned account they should be able to spare; by 
which they would have the austrian ministers understand, however, that if 
this country does not furnish the thirty thousand men at first talked of, yet 
it will furnish at least half of that number. 

Your lordship will be informed, that count Golofkin has been soliciting 
so impracticable athing at the Hague, as a full power for m-r Swartz to con- 
cert a plan of operations here; and his excellency talked to me again on the 
6", as he had done often before, of one formed already; to which I answered,

The foreign ministers at this dinner were general Botta, counts 
Wilcheck and Lynar, m-r Cram and myself. After a number of public healths 
in as many great glasses (in which neither my pain in my side, nor my incli- 
nations will allow me to have any share), the field-marshal proposed the two 
coregents; which his excellency had no sooner pronounced, but count Lynar 
replied high enough to be heard by everybody, that he knew of none; how-

But as Botta did not seem to relish my mediation, I have never 
spoke of it to count Lynar, nor he to me; perhaps he has forgot it, for he 
had drunk a good deal. 

This court seems to have come to a final resolution about m-r de la 
Chétardie’s audience, upon which the privy counsellor baron Munich was 
sent to him yesterday morning. If I can learn with certainty the exact 
message m-r Munich carried, I shall inform your lordship at the close of 
this letter; in the meantime I hear, that m-r de la Chétardie was preparing 
yesterday to dispatch a courier with it to his court. 

As to the Dresden negociation, the king of Poland’s offer to enter on 
action on his side, as soon as this court shall actually march into the king

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days march to Riga. In the meanwhile, the prince generalissimo promised 
yesterday to assemble the principal generals, in order to have their advice 
on the dispositions to be made, both on the part of Sweden, as well as 
Prussia, and to report the result of their council of war to the cabinet, that 
it may be laid, by the ministers, before the regent, for her highness’ final 
determination. This will be at least getting one step farther, which is 
something in the slow motions of this court. 

Since I wrote the above, general Keith did me honour of a visit. 

I cannot hear the particular message, which baron Munich carried 
yesterday to m-r de la Chétardie about his audience, but only that in ge- 
neral it was not to the french ambassador’s satisfaction in any other shape 
than that it gives him a handle to send a courier to his court, and thereby 
will serve to spin out the time of his residence here during the greatest part 
of this summer. 

The letter of m-r Amelot, which I mentioned last post to have been 
wrote to count Osterman, was a mistake, for it was sent to prince Cantemir.

..- All hands are at work at Cronstadt to get the fleet ready, which will 
consist, as I hear, of fifteen men-of-war, three frigates, two bomb-ketches, 
two prames, two fireships and a tender. The masters of some english ships 
just arrived say that they saw some swedish ships and, combining their 
several reports, there must be about six, which number agrees with the 
accounts from Stockolm of those already sailed. 

The three russ frigates, which wintered at Reval, are proceeded on their 
voyage to carry the stores to Archangel, from whence five men-of-war of 
the line and two frigates are expected this summer. 

The greatest part of the Cronstadt squadron is in a tolerable good con- 
dition, and would have been in a better, had their present land great-ad- 
miral been so three years sooner. Recruits of nominal sailors, but in effect land 
or at most fresh water man, are sending down there every day. The greatest 
part of their able sailors were destroyed on the other side of the country to 
no other purpose but to occasion aloss not so easily repaired and the effects

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of which they at present find so much, that count Osterman two days ago 
was asking me— if I could not allow some of the english sailors in the 
merchant’s service here to enter into theirs on good terms? His excellency 
proposes two or three out of every ship, which they would replace with as 
many of theirs, who, he says, could haul arope and might learn their trade; 
to which I answered that in the present juncture, when His Majesty’s own 
navy required so many seamen and when the merchants with so much diffi- 
culty procured protections for their trading ships, it would be still more

claring for Sweden, besides another so small a trifle as a total revolution or 
at least a civil war here.

I am assured m-r de la Chétardie dispatched his courier chiefly on the 
second point of the ceremonial in dispute here, it having been declared to him, 
that it would be to no purpose to enter on the first without he was instructed 
and would explain how he proposed to behave towards the parents of the 
reigning sovereign, who must be looked upon and expect to be treated as 
the nearest to him in blood. Without the court of France yields on this head, 
I cannot think that m-r de la Chétardie will ever obtain an audience; but 
this dispute once over, and the young sovereign having compleated his first 
year, m-r de la Chétardie delivering his credentials to that young monarch 
will have no farther difficulties.

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The privy counsellor baron Munich was the day before yesterday again 
with m-r de la Chétardie, by which one would judge that the affair of his 
audience was still in negotiation; it will, no doubt, appear very strange to 
your lordship that so great a secret should be made about so indifferent a 
matter as this is, but this mysterious spirit runs through everything trans- 
acted here.

Count Osterman afterwards talked over what I have wrote above re- 
lating to the swedish men-of-war now at sea, adding that they constantly in- 
quire — whether any french men-of-war have been seen or the russian new 
ships from Archangel? At last he let drop — whether I had any news of an 
english squadron arriving soon in the Baltic? — a question he seemed to put 
to me only en passant, and I seemed not to take notice of, nor returned any 
answer to. I only told him that the arrival of a french squadron seemed to 
me to be without the appearance of probability or even of possibility. 

His excellency afterwards inquired—when I expected my messenger back? 
I replied that at least I hoped to-morrow’s post would put me in a condition 
to guess at it. He complained much of a great-sickness and scurvy among 
the sailors at Cronstadt, the last they are very subject to at this time ofthe 
year, and he seemed to confess that as yet they had not their full complement 
of sailors, or of those who are to be called so, necessary to man the squadron 
which is now or will be in a day or two actually out in the road. They are 
also at work at their galleys, of which there will be fourscore at least soon 
ready. There is a report that general Keith may have the command of the

Count Osterman promised me this morning to return me an answer in 
a few days to what the messenger Kuoni brought, which I communicated to 
his excellency by the king’s order, and, if this answer should require it, I 
shall dispatch Kuoni with it.

I have received several of your letters since Ileft England, which have 
been acknowledged to you, except that of the 2°‘ May, which is the last 
that is come to my hands. I have laid them all before the king, who con- 
tinues to be perfectly satisfied with your zeal and diligence. 

The hurry of affairs upon His Majesty’s departure from London was 
so great, that it was impossible to settle entirely, before Icame away, what 
related to the ratification of your treaty. The king therefore was pleased to 
leave the dispatching that business to the care of the lords justices, and I 
am now every minute expecting to receive the ratification itself, together

tion of your representing so strongly the urgent necessity you are under, 
upon the account of your health, to leave that climate, to grant your petition 
therein, and to consent to your coming away, as you desire, whilst you may 
have the benefit of the summer season for your journey. You may therefore 
be preparing yourself accordingly, though, asthe king has not yet absolutely 
fixed upon a person tosucceed you, it will be necessary that you should have 
a little patience till that point be determined. 

I cannot finish this letter without expressing my great concern for the 
ill state of health, which you have fallen into, and my hearty wishes that 
you may meet with a speedy and entire recovery from the methods you pro- 
pose to follow for that purpose.

I inclose in this dispatch to your lordship the answer, which I received 
the 29 of May from count Osterman, of which I immediately had a copy 
taken, for his excellency desired, that the original might be returned. I have 
numbered the paragraphs in order to facilitate the references I may have 
occasion to make to them in the course of this dispatch. 

I shall begin with the secret intelligence, which the king ordered me 
to communicate in the greatest confidence, relating to the intrigues carrying 
on here by the french and swedish ministers. 

Count Osterman solemnly promised me, that no soul except the great- 
duchess and the prince should ever know from what quarter this intelligence 
came, though it might be necessary to communicate the intelligence itself to 
the cabinet. 

As soon as I had opened this matter to his excellency, I could not help 
observing, how much art he employed not to appear to believe one word of 
it, and at the same time to conceal the strongest curiosity to know every 
minute particular. 

But it is easy to account for this behaviour by his very artful and re-

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Your lordship will recollect, how sick he was at the last revolution, 
when sent for to court by the present regent, till her highness let him know 
that the late duke of Courland was actually arrested. 

From these two instances of his conduct it will be easy to judge what 
it will be again, should these intrigues continue, and the effects of them ever 
come to break out. In that case, notwithstanding all that personal affection 
and attachment he braggs of to the great-duchess, most certainly from that 
moment he would be taken too violently ill to meddle with business; for I 
can see him in no other light than that of a fair-weather pilot, whoin storms 
(I mean those which regard the interior of this country) keeps under hatches; 
and how well soever he may serve this government when settled, he will 
always lie by when it is not so. ) 

When I talked to the prince generalissimo on this intelligence, his 
highness acted much fairer and openly with me. He confessed that, anterior 
to it, they had here strong suspicions (as indeed the other well intentioned 
foreign ministers with myself had theirs also), that something was carrying 
on by the french ambassador and m-r Nolken. His highness owned that the 
close connection of the last with the princess Elizabeth’s surgeon under 
pretence of being his physician had been taken notice of. The man’s name 
is Lestock, whose father was formerly from Hanover.

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His highness also told me, that, besides the remarkable assiduity of 
m-r de la Chétardie in what he calls his private visits to the princess Eli- 
zabeth (where he always has a chair) and at a time when his situation 
would not allow him to appear at court, there were strong suspicions that 

he went still oftener to that princess, even of a night, and in disguise, and 
as there was no indication of gallantry in the case, the motives must be po- 
litical. The prince added, that if that princess’ conduct should clearly appear 
equivocal, she would not be the first in Russia who had been shut up in a 
monastery, which of all things in the world would not please her, and might 
be also a dangerous expedient, for she has not one bit of nun’s flesh about 
her and is extremely well beloved and very popular. 

I shall have occasion to return to this subject again; at present, not to 
interrupt the prince’s discourse, I shall go on with that. His highness after- 
wards came to the field-marshal Munich, who had given some suspicion, 
that he had been tampering also with the princess Elizabeth, to whom he 
had made two or three visits without apprising the great-duchess of them. 
His highness told me, that, notwithstanding that gentleman’s pretended merit 
in having seized the late regent, which he would have people attribute en- 
tirely to his attachment to the great-duchess, yet it was easy to see, that a 
restless spirit and insatiable ambition were the true motives of it; for it was

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well known how deeply he was engaged with the late regent, and strongly 
presumed, that, if he had been declared generalissimo or a cabinet minister, he 
had never deserted the regent; but upon finding that the regent neither could, 
nor would trust him with too much power, he then resolved to betray him 
in hopes of succeeding better with the great-duchess, as he had done in the ~ 
beginning and in the first hurry. But when, on reflection, it was found, that 
he was neither equal to the post of prime minister, nor count Osterman’s 
working under him practicable, there was a necessity to make a repartition 
of business, and to allot those distinct shares of it to each cabinet minister, 
as appeared by the declaration which soon followed; that upon this the field- 
marshal finding that his wings were considerably clipped, and that, instead 
of being the factotum, as he proposed, he should only have the affairs of the 
army, and this also under the direction of himself as generalissimo, he soon 
began to shew his discontent, and his secret visits above gave reason to 
suspect, that what he had done in one case, he might endeavour to repeat 
in another, since his motives to both would be the same; and therefore that 
it was high time to put it out of his power by dismissing him from all his 
employments. 

Your lordship will judge to what a degree he must have been suspected, 
when the prince added, that he had given orders for two or three successive

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It is certain, my lord, that, notwithstanding his first grimace and affected 
incredulity, the intelligence made great impression on that minister and he 
has since been forced, at least indirectly, to confess to me the apprehensions 
he is under of the consequences (being better acquainted than anybody else 
with the leaven which may one day ferment in this country), for he soon after 
asked my opinion—whether it would be proper to arrest Lestock? I told him 
that I could not be of that opinion, if built only on the suspicions my intelligence 
might have occasioned, without his excellency might have since discovered 
other circumstances to corroborate and confirm these suspicions, for, as that 
surgeon was so closely attached to the princess Elizabeth, who makes use 
of him as her body physician, such astep must be a very sensible mortifica- 
tion to her highness, and might tend to a too prematurate discovery of the 
motives of it. His excellency was of my opinion. He then asked me—whether 
I had any acquaintance with Lestock? I told him: no other, than that, on my 
first arrival here, he had been with me twice or thrice in the morning, I 
supposed in quality of asubject of the electorate of Hanover, and, as such, I 
had always received him well and given him a dish of chocolate; but that 
as I was not come to intrigue, and knowing that her late Majesty always 
carried it coolly tothe princess Elizabeth, and not thinking that there could 


be any very great cordiality between the great-duchess and her highness,

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I had not thought it prudent to encourage any great intimacy between Lestock 
and myself; or that it should appear that he frequented my house as often, 
as he did those of some other ministers. Upon which the count would have 
had me invited him to my house, and to have made him dine with me, 
saying, that, as he loved aglass of wine, I might possibly fish something out 
of him. To this I gave no answer, for, though we, foreign ministers, may pass 
for our master’s spies, I do not find any inclination in my temper to be so 
for anybody else, and besides my infirm state will not allow me the torquere 
mero. 

To go on: When I have been sometimes pressing count Osterman not 
to give so entire an attention on the swedish side, as to withdraw all from 
that of the empire, and shewing him plainly, that Sweden is not in a condition, 
and, by consequence, has no design to break with this country, but is only 
employed to alarm it, he has often answered: «Without your intelligence we 
should not be in any concern about Sweden; we know too well their force 
and our own». And the prince, in asecond conversation I had with him, told 
me in so many words, that even count Osterman himself owned, that this 
government was not arrived at that consistency and solidity, which was to 
be wished; so that, to make use of his highness’ own «expressions»: «il falloit

people, and perhaps of the soldiery too, that he told me, incase there should 
be anything to do with Sweden, he thought it would be advisable to put 
himself at the head of the army, more especially after the intelligence I had 
given them, to be ready there on any sudden emergency; and that he had 
proposed it to count Osterman, who was absolutely against alledging, that 
his presence would be more necessary and might be more useful in the center. 
But his highness thought one reason, which might induce count Osterman 
to be ofthat opinion, was, that his excellency was afraid, that, during his high- 
ness’ absence, the field-marshal Munich by the favourite might again in- 
sinuate himself into the great-duchess’ favour and confidence, for count Os- 
terman, notwithstanding all his long services and experience, as well as his 
infinitely superior capacity, most certainly thinks, that the prince’s interest 
and presence are absolutely necessary both to secure himself and to barr 
the return of count Munich. 

As to the present situation of this government, no sound judgement 
can be formed of it by what is seen here. The whole body of the nobility, 
none excepted, went plump into the late regency; and when that was set 
aside came plump into this. However it is certain that, when the first regency 
was in agitation, the apprehensions that the great-duchess might inherit

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must necessarily be at an end. This love certainly descends to his posterity, 
and gives a general bent to the minds of the common people and of the 
soldiery too, in their favour, a remarkable instance of which there was 
among the last when the late duke of Courland was seized, and the great- 
duchess was declared regent; for when the three regiments of guards were 
assembled and marching to the palace, a general notion prevailed with 
strong appearances of a general satisfaction, that they were going thither 
in favour of their matzka Elizabeth Petrowna, that is, their good mother 
Elizabeth, the daughter of Peter; for «father» and «mother» are the common 
appellations which the meanest subject employs, when he speaks either to or 
of his sovereign, and are marks of affection, veneration and attachment. The 
same spirit appeared in the garrison regiments in the island called «Wasily 
ostroff, which makes part of the town, and at Cronstadt, at both which places 
a mutiny was feared, for they called out aloud — would nobody set himself 
at their head in favour of their matzka Elizabeth? 

It will not from this follow that any such revolution can be thought 
near, or even certainly foreseen at a distance; but it will show the general 
bent of the country; and by consequence the great necessity there is for the 
present government to conduct itself with the greatest caution and prudence. 
The great-duchess’ having a number of children, as she is likely to have,

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will no doubt fortify her regency, so that if the present young Czar lives 
and strengthened by younger brothers, this line (humanely speaking) will 
subsist, but his death during his infancy might occasion great difficulties, or 
he must (according to the regulation of Peter I*) be supposed to have nomi- 
nated his successor before he could speak. Indeed he has already done some 
things in his own person almost equivalent to that, as appears by his mani- 
fests. In such case, no doubt, the great-duchess would endeavour to seize 
the crown as her own right, upon which there would, as certainly, be a 
struggle, in which, though the princess Elizabeth’s not being married, or, if 
she was, the little probability of her having any children on account of her 
fatness, might be an obstacle in her own way; yet that personal popularity 
of hers would be greatly serviceable to her nephew, the duke of Holstein, who 
at the same time is prior to herself in the natural order of succession, he 
being the son of her eldest sister; and it would appear that her highness 
herself is sensible of this, since immediately upon the demise of the late 
Czarinna she hung up her nephew’s picture in her apartment, and kept it 
there publicly during the late duke of Courland’s regency; though imme- 
diately after the present was settled, she took it down again. 

Having mentioned the young duke of Holstein, give me leave to add, 
that some people have anotion that the swedes may think of him (if France 
will allow them to do so) in order to make use of him to serve their views

I have had of late several speculative conversations on these matters 
with m-r Cram, without letting him know, that I had furnished any secret 
intelligence, or without his giving me the last reason to suspect that he 
knew from whom that intelligence came, our discourse turning entirely on 
appearances of things; and he seems to form the same judgment of them. 
Upon these occasions however, I have constantly recommended to m-r Cram 
(as he will in his turn where it is proper) in the first place carefully to avoid 
giving the princess Elizabeth any unnecessary mortifications or occasioning 
her any chagrin; of both which she has very lately had enough by a law 
suit between her and count Golofkin, the cabinet-minister, which she is likely 
to lose; in the second place not to cramp her in point of money, but to go fe 
on to discharge any debts she may hereafter contract, as the great-duchess 
has already done with her old ones; and then to pay her regularly her pen- 
sion, which the duke of Courland settled on her of fifty thousand crowns a 
year, for as that princess is addicted to her pleasures, she will squander

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all the money she can get upon them, which may not only lessen her cha- 
racter, and of course diminish her popularity, but also, whilst she is not 
pinched in her extravagancies, we may say of her as Shakespeare makes 
Julius Caesar say: «Her highness will be too fat to be in a plot». 

Having mentioned the common people, who seem to be in the same 
general way of thinking, it may be proper to say something of the nobility, 
who are also in an uniform way of thinking, though of a different kind. As 
to the government, they, having something to lose, will always be for that 
which actually is, and go with the stream; therefore what I shall say of 
their general temper relates to other things. Those of them, who frequent 
the court most are all in their hearts as downright errant old russ, as those 
who live far from it upon their estates. The same or perhaps worse may be said 
of those, who have travelled abroad, who return home and at the same time 
to the genius of their nation, for after all the pains which have been taken 
for these last forty years to bring this country out of its ancient state, it is 
only violence and superior force which prevents its falling back into it imme- 
diately, as it will do one day or other, sooner or later, for there is not one 
of them who would not wish St. Petersburgh at the bottom of the sea, and all the 
conquered provinces at the devil, so they could but remove to Moscow, where, 
by being in the neighbourhood oftheir estates, they could all live in greater

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splendor and with less expence. Besides they are persuaded, that it would be 
much better for Russia in general to have nothing more to do with the 
affairs of Europe, than it formerly had, but confine itself to the defense of 
its own ancient territories strictly called so. Your lordship may have lately 
seen a pretty strong example of this way of thinking in count Golofkin, the 
cabinet-minister, in the principles he laid down to the prince, when he was 
insisting on that most extraordinary article, which he proposed to have 
foisted into the treaty. All these gentlemen by consequence are utter enemies to 
the foreigners in their service; for though they may find the use of them in 
time of war, yet would they have them all discarded the moment after a 
peace. The effects of their having ill used the foreigners in their sea service 
may be seen by the state of their navy, of which every russ in the country 
is a mortal enemy, and has so innate an aversion thereto, that he would rather 
be sent to the most desert part of Siberia for life, than on board their best 
ship for one voyage. 

I must not forget the clergy, who in so ignorant and bigotted a country 
as this, cannot fail of having great weight. And I must forget them the less 
because they begin to give some strong, though indirect, indications of their 
dispositions, which at the same time actually creates some uneasiness and 
embarras to the present government.

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he will be, than brag of what he is. And I believe, that he is not yet so 
trained to reasons of state (to which however he has been forced to yield) as 
not to compassionate the unhappy fate of the late regent and his family, 
who, as I am asured, are not yet apprised of their sentence, though they are 
to be carried next week to the place of their perpetual banishment, and 
which at last has not been changed for a better. 

After so long and tedious adispatch I am quite ashamed to desire your 
lordship to indulge me in a few more reflections on this government and on 
some crisisses it may be liable to in the ordinary and natural course of 
things abstracted from the more violent ones, of revolutions etc. 

After all the pains, which have been taken to bring this country into — 
its present shape, by which it issonearly connected with the rest of Europe, 
and has so great a weight in the affairs of it, I must confess that I can yet 
see it in no other light, than as a rough model of something meant to be 
perfected hereafter, in which the several parts do neither fit nor join, nor are 
well glewed together, but have been only kept so first by one great peg and 
now by another driven through the whole, which peg pulled, out the whole 
machine immediately falls to pieces.

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mean Botta, Lynar and myself—under a good deal of uneasiness at present 
on another affair, which, I hope, we may without impropriety call ours, since 
it may very nearly concern the dignity of those crowns, which we have the 
honour to serve, for we are under apprehensions that a distinction may be 
given to the crown of France which was not shown tothat of Great-Britain 
nor to those of any other ministers here. 

This relates to the french ambassador’s approaching audience and will 
be the chief subject of this letter. 

Your lordship has been already informed that the french ambassador 
pretended to deliver his letters into the Czar’s own hand, though all the 
other foreign ministers had delivered theirs to the grand-duchess regent; 
that this court declared, that, according to the etiquette, the young monarch 
could not appear till he had completed his first year. Upon this dispute two 
couriers were successively sent by the ambassador, who upon the return of 
each insisted on his pretension. Since the arrival of the last, a new difficulty 
has started, for it appeared both by m-r Amelot’s billet to prince Cantimir 
and by m-r de la Chétardie’s own declarations, that after his audience of 
the Czar, at which the regent would of course be present, he designs to wait

As the rank of the young Czar’s parents had been solemnly, publicly, 
and very justly settled immediately on the late Czarinna’s demise, this pre- 
tension of the french ambassador looked, as if the court of France thought, 
that it had aright to be consulted onthe etiquette of this and even to change 
it; so that the pretension appeared in itself so ill founded, and at the same 
time so monstrous, that everybody looked upon it to have been artfully 
started with a design to give it up in order to prevail on this court in re- 
turn to yield on the other difficulty relating to the audience of the Czar, 
that thereby the crown of France might obtain a distinction here in its fa- 
your and to the prejudice of other crowns, who had not received the same; 
however upon this a third courier was dispatched. 

In the meantime the negotiation on these points of ceremonial went on 
between count Osterman and m-r de la Chétardie, and, as he among other 
things advanced tothe count, that he was assured that some of the ministers 
plenipotentiaries here had not gone directly from their audience of the re- 
gent to that of the prince, the count desired Lynar, Botta, and myself to

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The other two told him that they had no difficulty in complying with his 
desire, and I had as little, though I could not help observing to count Osterman, 
that I thought his testimony on so public and well known a truth ought to 
be sufficient without being confirmed and corroborated by ours, nay I went 
farther, for I told him, that his assertion, even though the thing was false, would 
be sufficient for all the ambassador’s purposes, and exculpate that minister’s 
taking it for granted and acting in consequence; to which count Osterman 
replied, that he only desired those billets of ours that he might assert on 
still surer grounds, but that he did not mean to make any other use of them. 

Count Lynar’s billet I have seen, and it is much to the same purpose 
as Botta’s and mine, copies of both which I inclose in this dispatch, for as 
he desired mine to form his upon, he sent me his own in return, and, I be- 
lieve, that he will not think, that I betray his confidence in sending his to 
your lordship, no more than I shall think that he betrays my confidence, 
should he send a copy of mine to his court, for we both know, notwithstan- 
ding what I mentioned just above, that all three have been sent to Paris 
and Versailles; but as a man need not be here a year to get over the least 
surprise at little finesses of that sort, Imay let this pass among a number of 
others, which happen every day of the same kind.

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It will perhaps be asked—on what grounds then did m-r de la Chétardie 
make his assertion above? My answer is, that m-r Mardefeld is the only 
remaining minister plenipotentiary at this court, and there is all the reason 
in the world to presume, that this suggestion came from him, for out of his 
unalterable complaisance for m-r de la Chétardie, he has advanced to m-r 
Cram that he thinks the ambassador’s demand of an audience of the Czar 
well founded, and, as to the other point, he lets drop that the princess 
Elizabeth is in the order of succession which the prince can never be. 

When Botta asked count Osterman—whether m-r Mardefeld had not also 
sent him a billet, his excellency with all those gestures he has when he is 
embarrassed with a question, answered, that he had forgotten to mention it 
to that minister, that he had delivered half a dozen letters to the prince, 
and that he had audiences of his highness almost every day. 

The first is very true, and, I believe, it is equally true, that the prince 
would be glad that the last were not so frequent, for his highness knows 
that he has been represented by that minister, as a great enemy of the 
prussian, and as great a stickler for the austrian interest.. The same com- 
plaints have been made by him against m-r Cram. 

But with count Osterman all this passes for nothing, on account of old 
acquaintance with m-r Mardefeld, or rather on account of his excellency’s

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own still more ancient partiality to the court of Berlin, for I am persuaded, 
that if any other minister had on this occasion acted in the same manner, 
he would have been looked on by count Osterman in the same light, as my 
successor, m-r Burnaby, may be at present by count Gyllenborg, whilst m-r 
Mardefeld goes on to have free access to the court every hour of the day, 
évery day of the week, and twice aday, if he pleases, when other ministers, 
I do not speak of myself only, are sending half a dozen days together before 
they can once get admittance. 

To return to m-r de la Chétardie, who was with count Osterman the 
24” past, the morning he went to Cronstadt, and at dinner afterwards at 
Botta’s appeared much more contented than he had been before, which gave 
us reason to suspect that the affair of his audience might turn out more to 
his satisfaction, and that by yielding on the second point he had hopes of 
gaining the first. 

Botta and Lynar upon this took the alarm and immediately agreed to 
speak to count Osterman upon it, which they did separately, but with the 
same success, for neither of them got any plain or intelligible answer; upon 
this they desired me to try my fortune, which my health would not allow me 
to do immediately, but as m-r de la Chétardie was again with count Oster- 


man the 28", I resolved to crawl out the next day, and this was more the

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business of my visit to his excellency than the answer he had sent me that 
morning. 

However after we had talked over the matter of this answer, of which 
I shall give your lordship an account in another letter, I immediately fell on 
the audience, by asking his excellency —if he was satisfied with the billet I 
had wrote to him at his desire; for which he thanked me. 

I then begun to tell his excellency (count Golofkin being present, who 
had not been there for several months before) that I supposed, when it was . 
considered of what house the prince was, nobody would doubt of the plea- 
sure a minister of the king of Great-Britain felt on every occasion, which 
might offer to contribute to his highness’ satisfaction, and that, in my own 
particular, I should think myself very happy, if I had on this occasion any 
ways contributed to it; but that at the same time I must hope, that in doing 
so, I should not have been an instrument of effecting anything, which might 
not prove in the end so perfectly agreeable to the honour, dignity and equality 
of the crown I had the honour to serve; in which light I might appear, 
if my billet, by removing m-r de la Chétardie’s difficulty relating to his 
audience of the prince, should procure him the honour of delivering his letters 
from the crown of France to the young monarch after I had not been allowed

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to deliver mine from the crown of Great-Britain, no more than any other mi- 
nisters had theirs from their respective crowns. 

To this count Osterman answered, that I might depend on it, that the 
«minister plenipotentiary of the crown of France should receive no honours, 
which the minister plenipotentiary of the crown of England had not re- 
ceived». 

I replied, that I must beg leave not to admit his excellency’s distinction, 
which seemed to rest entirely on the minister plenipotentiary, and thereby 
to reserve a liberty to give a certain preference to m-r de la Chétardie as 
long as he retained the character of ambassador; that, though I knew very 
well, that the reception of an ambassador at his audiences was different from 
that of a minister plenipotentiary, yet I thought both characters were out of 
the present case, and that the question would be—whether the letters of one 
crowned head were to be delivered to the sovereign himself, to whom they 
were sent, whilst the letters of another crowned head, in all respects per- 
fectly equal, were not admitted tothe same honour?; that this might appear a 
distinction in favour of one crown and to the prejudice of another, which, I 
am sure, that the crown which I had the honour to serve had never been 
used to, nor would ever admit; that his excellency might remember that, 
when I communicated to him copies of my letters, he let me know the hour

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of my audience, to which I went, believing indeed, that, on account of the 
tender infancy of the young monarch, I was to deliver my letters to the grand- 
duchess, as other ministers had done before; that upon this occasion, having 
no inclination tostart studied difficulties, nor to create incidents to embarrass 
this court, I readily acquiesced in this method, and the step had appeared 
to my court very innocent, as the representations I was actually making to 
his excellency against any preference being given to the crown of France, 
would, I flattered myself, still make that step of mine appear equally inno- 
cent to the king, my master, but that I could not conceal from his excellency 
my very just and well grounded fears, that, any such preference being granted 
here to the crown of France, would not appear indifferent to His Majesty, 
who certainly, after so recent a mark for his regard for Russia in the affair 
of the title, would not expect so sudden a return of a very different nature; 
that I begged his excellency still farther to consider, after the public decla- 
ration here, that the young sovereign could not appear till he had com- 
pleated his first year, whether there would be any dignity in this court’s reced- 
ing from it as publicly, and only because the court of France thought it 
proper and ordered it so. 

I desired him in the second place to consider, whether there was any 
absolute and immediate necessity for it; whether, in the favourable disposi-

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tions of France towards this court, she might have any such advantagious 
propositions to make here, that there would be an evident periculum in 
mora. If there would be none, I was at a loss to know, after the french 
ambassador had by his own delays let above seven months elapse since Her 
late Majesty’s death, what inconveniency there could be for this court to let 
only the remaining ten weeks elapse, till His present Majesty had compleated 
his year, since the day after they might give what audience they pleased to 
m-r de la Chétardie, without exposing the other ministers to any difficulties 
or doing anything which their respective courts might not put a favourable 
construction upon. That this would bea general expedient, which would take 
in all the other ministers; but that if it was not approved of and followed, 
I must then think of myself in particular, and, as his excellency knew that 
I had suppressed the king’s answer to the first notification during the last 
regency on account of the very different situation of this court, when that 
answer arrived, the original of which at their desire I had delivered into the 
cabinet for the regularity of the archives there, but in case m-r de la Ché-

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take it upon me, but in the second I durst not, for if the young monarch 
was in a condition to receive in person a letter from the crown of France, 
he certainly would be equally so to receive another from the crown of Eng- 
land, and his Czarish Majesty would appear to everybody in the usual state, 
as if he had already taken the reins of government into his own hands, and 
was actually reigning in person without a regency; in which case I asked 
his excellency, whether he thought, that, whilst a letter of France was de- 
livered to His Majesty in person, one from England was to be left at the 
door; for—I spoke it with all deference, regard, and respect for the grand- 
duchess regent—if the french letter should be delivered to the Czar himself 
after the english one had been delivered to her highness, it would be leaving 
the last at the door, which was not its’ place, and I am sure in such case, 
when I had the honour to be the bearer of it, it would never be delivered 
at all. I concluded by desiring his excellency to consider of all these reasons, 
which I had represented on a matter, which, as it concerned the honour, 
dignity, and equality of the crown of Great-Britain, must be looked upon as 
one of very great importance, and may be attended with very disagreeable 
consequences, which I believed his excellency would think it more prudent 
at all times, and more especially in the present juncture to avoid.

more invidious light, than he has done; for the first moment of this commu- 
nication he seemed extremely nettled, that it had not been made to this 
court previous to any overtures at that of Berlin, of which your lordship 
will no doubt remark some strokes at the end of the 3" and 4" paragraphs, 
for this court without doing anything, would willingly have the air of being 
at the head of everything. 

Your lordship has already seen in my preceding dispatches, what their 
sentiments were here about the cession of Breslau, and as tothe other parts 
of Silesia, they would always understand it as an alienation absolutely de- 
rogating from the pragmatic sanction, without giving the least attention to 
the expedient of a mortgage, which might remove all those difficulties and 
objections. 

I have also reported from count Osterman, what he told me of the king 
of Prussia’s desiring the mediation and good offices of this court (mentioned 
art. 4) in conjunction with the king’s, but I have never been able to write 
your lordship that they had absolutely declined the mediation, as His Majesty 
did, because I never heard that this court had done so.

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rations (art. 5) I am at aloss to reconcile that assertion with the declaration 
given in writing to Botta on the first alarm of the swedes, which strongly 
insinuated, that on this account this court would not be in a condition to 
march a man to the assistance of the queen of Hungary. Indeed the king’s 
speech and the States’ resolution came here very luckily, just at that time, 
which gave count Osterman a little more courage and an opportunity to 
explain this declaration away, by adding to it, that it should be always 
understood, that, in conjunction with the maritime powers, this court would 
be ready to fulfill all its engagements to the house of Austria. 

This will explain the 6“ art., but your lordship will see by and by that 
the king’s assistance is so fully relied on when the case exists, that it is 
expected even before. 

As to the concert in the 7 art., it has been a shittle cock, which this 
court has been playing backwards and forwards only to amuse and gain time 
with: at first it was to be formed here, then abroad, afterwards here again, 
and we were all asked—-whether our full powers were come; nay count Go- 
lofkin even pressed the States that one should be sent to m-r Swartz, and 
at last, as appears by the 9™ art., it is to be so here.

dominions at the same time that his master orders his electoral troops to 
march to the assistance of the queen of Hungary. To the first they answer 
that it must depend on the swedish motions, to the last that a previous con- 
cert must be formed amongst all the allies. 

As to the 11 and 12“ art., it will plainly appear, that they are entirely 
taken up with the swedes, and have more at heart to secure the assisiance of 
others for themselves, than to furnish any to the house of Austria. As to 
what relates to those who set the swedes on, so far as it may regard France, 
I can only say, that by all the complaisance they are likely to have for the 
ambassador of that crown, it appears that the shortest way for any power 
to be considered at this court, is to be ill disposed towards it. And to the 
last part, relating to the swedish rupture, count Osterman is the only man 
of any weight in the country who pretends to think (for he does not really 
think it) that any such rupture will happen. 

I come now to the demand of the english fleet’s immediate arrival in

Till the negotiations in Silesia and Saxony are settled one way or 
another it will be impossible to think of any here. 

Thirty ships of one sort or another came into Cronstadt yesterday.

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The master of an english ship, who sailed from Gravesend the 20™ past, 
arrived here two days ago with the daily post of the 18“, giving an account 
that captain Laws had brought the evening before the news of vice-admiral 
Vernon’s having taken Carthagena. I am extremely impatient for the arrival 
of the post to-morrow, which, I hope, will confirm this important news, and 
that I may on undoubted authority have the pleasure of congratulating your 
lordship on this great and glorious success of His Majesty’s arms. 

As soon as I received the news paper above, I immediately sent it to 
count Osterman, that he might be informed of this great event as far as I was 
myself, and desired his excellency, if he thought proper, that he would let the 
great-duchess and the prince know it, since I had not as yet sufficient 
authority for me to do it myself; upon which the great-duchess did me the 
honour, when she sent to inquire after my health this morning, to order the 
same person to wish me joy in her name on the good news which her high- 
ness had heard with the greatest satisfaction; to which I answered, that [ 
hoped the letters to-morrow would enable me both to confirm the truth of 
this news and to receive her highness’ compliments upon it, which however 
in the mean time I must with the greatest gratitude look upon as a mark of 
her friendship for the king, and would therefore not fail to inform His Ma- 
jesty of it by the post to-night.

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General Botta, count Lynar, and m-r Backhoff have been to wish me 
joy on this news; m-r Swartz is indisposed; but of m-rs Mardefeld and Nolken 
I have heard nothing; from m-r de la Chétardie I did not expect anything. 

An estafette arrived here three or four days ago from m-r Keiserling 
at Dresden, but as the negotiation there seems very far from being settled, 
besides your lordship must be regularly and better informed of the progress 
of it, it will be needless for me to trouble you upon it, till I shall be able 
to transmit any resolutions which may be taken by this court. 

Several months ago I had the honour to inform your lordship, that 
count Osterman had acquainted me that m-r Backhoff had been making in- 
stances that what was settled last summer in relation to the passeports might 
be converted into a treaty, and upon this occasion I had constantly desired 
that the minister of this court at Copenhague might be instructed to unite 
with m-r Titley in order to procure a modification of the duties now too 
high charged in the Sound tariff on several commodities of the product of 
England, as well as of this country; and [repeated these representations be- 
fore m-r Tchernecheff set out for Copenhague, without any great effect on 
the extraordinary dilatoriness which is sometimes found here. 

This morning count Osterman sent me m-r Shevins, secretary of the

these instances, and that, in consideration of the nice juncture at present, 
and the necessity there was to show a certain regard for the king of Den- 
mark, this matter would be taken into consideration. Upon this occasion I 
recapitulated to m-r Shevins the state of the case, how much the trade ot 
Russia as well as of England was concerned in it, and might be prejudiced 
by it, that moreover, as what was desired by the king of Denmark was founded 
on the strictest equity and perfectly agreeable to the spirit of the tariff, the 
granting everything his danish majesty desired for his advantage and 
waiting for the uncertain effects of his good pleasure to grant what was 
asked in return, might possibly appear to begin at the wrong end, since the 
court of Copenhague might have previously settled all these matters in dis- 
pute in the course of the last winter; so that any arguments which might be 
drawn from the present juncture in order to justify a certain complaisance 
to that court, Idid believe, would appear equally as strong not to precipitate 
any resolutions tothe prejudice of the trade of England, especially since this 
could not be done without exposing that of Russia at the same time to equal 
inconveniencies and hardships. When I am able to go abroad, Ishall talk this 
matter over with count Osterman, and endeavour to prevail on him to delay 
with m-r Backhoff and to instruct m-r Tchernecheff.

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I do not hear that there is yet any express arrived from Mittau with 
the news of the election in Courland; not that the thing itself will meet with 
any difficulty, but the delays are said to be owing to the number of candi- 
dates who aspire to the post of marshal, that they may have the first merit 
in this transaction and reap the emoluments of that service. 

The Biron family, that isthé father and mother with the two sons and 
daughter, are most certainly removed from Slusselburgh and set out for the 
place of their perpetual exil, plunged into all the horrors of that despair, 
which must naturally succeed on seeing those faint hopes frustrated, which 
they had once entertained of a milder fate. The service of plate has been 
with-drawn, and one of pewter furnished in its place. They have a chaplain, 
a surgeon, and two or three servants with them, who are defrayed, exclusive 
of three roubles ahead per diem the five unfortunate persons are to have for 
their own subsistance, which is infinitely more than they can ever have 
either a necessity or opportunity of spending. 

The first column of two regiments of foot are expected here the day

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Five regiments are to be encamped at equal distances on the sides of 
what is called here «perspective», which is a road Peter the I** had projected 
in a streight line from hence to Moscow, and carried on one hundred and 
twenty werst, about eighty english miles, but then dropped it, upon finding, 
that he should not shorten the distance anything nigh what he expected, 
and besides would have been obliged to carry it through almost impenetrable 
woods, morasses, great lakes and very distant from any villages. 

By these small camps the regiments will always be at hand, should 
there be any occasion for them; if not, they will in the mean time be employed 
in the old roman and very useful manner of repairing the roads. 

They will soon have in the neighbourhood, and distributed into con- 
venient quarters, 80 battalions of foot, which make 64.000 men (there are 
of field regiments), 20.000 horse or dragoons; and of garrison regiments 5 
at Riga, 3 at Reval, 1 at Narva, 5 here, 3 at Cronstadt, 3 at Wiburgh, 1 
at Kexholm; which amount to 25.000 men; besides the three regiments of 
foot guards and one of horse, which make nigh 10.000 more, so that they 
seem here to be perfectly at ease by land. It is not the same by sea, for 
count Osterman told me that they have undoubted intelligence that a french 
squadron of ten ships of the line, and one or two frigates are actually mak- 
ing ready to sail for the Baltic. His excellency promised to communicate

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to me an extract of these advices, I believe from prince Cantemir. If he does 
so in time, I shall transmit it. It is also said that the letters from the Sound 
assure, that the french consul there has received orders to buy up brandy 
and other things necessary for the use of this squadron. On the side they 
are informed from Finland, that the dearth there is so great, that they are 
obliged to make the ammunition bread half flower and half bark; and that 
an order is come from Stockolm, directing the commissaries of the army to 
take care that no more than one third of bark shall be mixed with the 
flower; whilst the swedish soldiers on their advanced part beg for God’s 
sake of the russ to sell them some of theirs. 

Count Wilcheck set out sunday evening, and m-r Nolken early this 
morning. He had the honour of paying his court and taking leave of the 
great-duchess sunday morning in m-lle Mengden’s apartment; and her 
highness very graciously brought out the young sovereign in her arms to 
show His little Majesty to him, and made him make two inclinations of his 
head, which, she said, were so many compliments to the king and queen 
of Sweden. 

As I am in hopes that, by your lordship next letters, or at least when 
the messenger arrives, I shall be able to guess when I may be at liberty to 
set out, I mentioned to count Osterman—whether it might not be proper to

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have some minister from hence at Hanover? His excellency was of my mind, 
and seemed at first to think of count Golofkin at the Hague, but, on reflection, 
found that this minister’s presence would be necessary there, and so asked 
me, who I thought would be a proper person, but I fairly confessed to him 
that I knew none here. When I was with him yesterday, he pressed me again 
on the same subject, so I told him that, if m-r Bestuchef’s presence was no 
longer necessary at Stockholm, which I hardly thought it was, I believed 
that he might be a proper person. His excellency answered, that he had 
himself thought ofhim, since he had the character of actual privy counsellor, 
as well as count Golofkin. His excellency said therefore, that he would pro- 
pose m-r Bestuchef, though he seemed to reflect, that his leaving Stockholm 
just at this time might appear to be a sort of retaliation for m-r Nolken’s 
leaving them, and that he equally desired to avoid giving the swedish mi- 
nistry any reason of complaint, or to appear to take notice of the many they 
had to complain on this side, so that I do not yet know what will be re- 
solved; if anything in favour of m-r Bestuchef, I hope and doubt not but his 
person, conduct and dispositions will be all agreeable to the king.

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upon which he plagues me every time I see him, and yesterday he told me, 
to put the matter short. He supposed that the king, in the present critical 
conjuncture, would be glad to preserve the peace of the north, and owned, 
that, for the same reasons, Russia would be very sorry to be forced into a 
war with Sweden at this time, since it would employ their attention on that 
side, and render them utterly incapable of furnishing the least assistance on 
the other, but a rupture was unavoidable with Sweden; the chief object here 
would be to finish it as soon as possible, to which nothing could so much 
contribute as the desired squadron; that, if the king would send one, they 
should be infinitely obliged; if His Majesty could not, they must be satisfied 
: and place it to the account of an impossibility, which would have no influ- 
: ence on the mutual friendship between the two crowns; in that case, they 
must do as well as they could, but whatsoever the king might resolve, it 
would be absolutely necessary for them to be acquainted with it, that they 
might know what they could, or could not depend upon, thereby to regu- 


late their measures and fix their plan. I must not omit, that, on these occa- 

sions, count Osterman constantly and artfully insinuates, that if this court

with open arms, for he had the greatest reason to believe, that at Versailles 


the differences between the russian and the swedish friendship is perfectly 
well understood.

The duke of Newcastle’s dispatch of the 29" May arrived here the 18" 
instant whilst I was at Cronstadt, for which place I set out the day before, 
and returned hither yesterday. The fatigue of this small journey, and the 
great-duchess’s orders to be of her party at cards this afternoon, will pre- 
vent my waiting on count Osterman before to-morrow, when I shall endea- 
vour, previously to the messenger’s arrival, to prepare his excellency on 
the impossibility of sending an english squadron, of which, I am afraid, it 
will be much harder to convince him, than it has been to make prince Scher- 
batow sensible of it; nor have I better hopes that the equivalent proposed 
to be furnished in money will be more relished by the count. It is not this 
last which they want, for it must appear from the whole tenour of my dis- 
patches, that it is the actual succour which they have so much at heart, that

As the great-duchess’ term will be up the latter end of next month, I 
hope your lordship will forgive my mentioning, that if I do not receive my 
letters of revocation time enough to take my audiences of leave before her 
highness lies in, it will be impossible for me to have them before the middle 
of September, by which means I shall be deprived both of the advantage of 
the summer for my journey, and of season for the Spaa and Aix-la-Chappelle 
waters.

I told count Osterman this evening, that, though the reasons 
and arguments he alledges were ofanature to remove any studied difficulties, 
of which kind he could not suspect the king’s were from the expedient and 
equivalent proposed, yet, that I was afraid that utter impossibilities were 
not to be surmounted by arguments. Upon that he answered, as to the money, 
I might depend on it, that it would never be received here, and that he 
himself should be a traitor to Russia, if ever he advised the great-duchess 
to accept it. «So», continued his excellency: «if we cannot have the squadron, 
on which we so fully relied, we must do as well as wecan without it. If that 
comes, our swedish war will be short; if it does not come, the war may be

they are required. The king doubts not, but his excellency will see the strength 
of these reasons, and by agreeing to, and signing this additional separate 
article, enable you to exchange the ratifications and put the last hand to 
this affair, which has been so long depending. 

As to the other variations made in the several articles of the treaty, 
or in any of the separate articles, the lords justices do not look upon any of 
them to be material enough to retard the exchange of the ratifications. There 
is one point, which I am to recommend to you in a particular manner from 
the lords justices, which is, that as the king has gone so far, as to oblige 
himself, in all events, notwithstanding the war with Spain, either to furnish 
a squadron of ships or an equivalent in money to Russia, and as one great

more strongly to perform their engagements to.the queen of Hungary, and 
to act in conjunction with His Majesty in support of the pragmatic sanction 
and the common cause, you should endeavour to make count Osterman explain 
himself, when, and in what manner they propose to act in support of the 
queen of Hungary; and you will let him know, that you are directed by the 
king to declare to him, that His Majesty does not doubt but they will shew 
the same regard tothe common cause, that the king has done, and that, from 
the king’s example, they will not be diverted from performing their engage- 
ments for the maintenance of the pragmatic sanction, notwithstanding any 
attempt, that may be threatened or made from Sweden upon Russia. 

As to what count Osterman said relating to the communicating this 
treaty to the several powers therein mentioned, and desiring their concurrence 
in it, the lords justices apprehend, that the russian ministers, in the several 
courts, have in a great measure already done it; however their excellencies 
desired me to acquaint m-r Trevor with all that has passed, for the infor- 
mation of our friends in Holland. And they have submitted it to His Ma- 
jesty, whether lord Harrington may not be directed to acquaint count Ostein 
with the orders given for exchanging the ratifications; and that the court of 
Russia had made a material alteration in the project sent from hence, to 
which it was thought necessary to make an amendment; and upon those terms 
to exchange the ratifications.

absolutely fixed on. I have therefore nothing to add upon that head, but my 
hearty wishes for your good journey to England and for the perfect reco- 
very of your health.

I was sunday last at the galley haven tosee the galleys, of which hers 
are upwards of 70 lying in two lines within the port, besides 10 or 12 at 
Cronstadt, all completely rigged, and in order to go to sea at a moment’s 
warning.

The horses are commodiously stowed 
below, and these galleys have the same complement of men above; the only

M-r Swartz has presented here last week, as m-r Rumpff has done also 
at Stockholm, a memorial, by order of the States General, representing the 
uneasiness their high mightinesses are under at the present appearances, 
both here and in Sweden, with how much concern they hear of the military 
preparations making on both sides, the great affliction they should be under 
to see the peace and tranquillity of the north disturbed, and the great plea- 
sure they should have to employ their good offices to prevent anything of 
that kind, which might be so very fatal in the present juncture of affairs in 
Europe. 

M-r Swartz, knowing very well, that the preparations making here are 
only defensive, was alittle surprised at the receipt of this memorial; the se- 
cret history of which is, that count Golofkin having pressed the States to 
take this step in Sweden, in order tocolour itthe better there, the same has 
been made here.

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most gracious goodness in allowing me to expect so suddenly my letters of 
revocation by the messenger, which Imay hope to see soon here, and I most

of the young Czar in person to be entirely at an end, it is unnecessary for 
me to send you any instructions upon that subject. 

I see by your late dispatches, that you have had a general information 
of the negociation, which His Majesty has been of late engaged in for recon- 
ciling the two courts of Vienna and Berlin. It has appeared to the king to 
be a matter of so great importance to the preservation of the protestant re- 
ligion, of the constitution of the empire, and of the common liberties of Europe, 
as well as so essential to the real interests of the house of Austria itself, 
that His Majesty has laboured that point with the utmost zeal and earnest- 
ness. The certain advices that His Majesty received and communicated from 
time to time to the court of Vienna, and which are now fully verified, of the 
elector of Bavaria’s resolution to attack the queen of Hungary, of his being 
encouraged therein by an actual subsidy from Spain, and of the promise of 
France to support him with an army of thirty thousand men, as also of the 
intended invasion by the spanish and neapolitan forces of the austrian do- 
minions in Italy, determined His Majesty to use his utmost efforts for putting 
an end to the present unnatural war with the king of Prussia. For this pur- 
pose, when both those courts, who equally professed to the king the strongest 
desire of a reconciliation, had been in vain pressed by His Majesty’s mi- 
nisters toentrust him with their respective ultimatum, m-r Robinson having 
transmitted some secret assurances, which he had received, though not di-

from them, in the same manner, the answer of her hungarian majesty 
(copies of both of which I send you inclosed that you may read them to 
count Osterman), by which His Majesty saw with infinite surprise a positive 
declaration of the resolution of that court not to yield anything at all in 
Silesia, and a loose offer, instead thereof, of some territory in Flanders, or 
upon the Rhine, and of asum of money, the quantum of which is unspecified, 
the austrian ministers referring m-r Robinson to explanations, which would 
be given here by count Ostein, who appears to have no particular instructions 
at all concerning it. 

You will therefore acquaint count Osterman with this detail of what 
has passed, and that minister will judge by it of the great difficulties, into 
which His Majesty is thrown by this unaccountable behaviour towards him 
of the court of Vienna. 

You will let him know at the same time that the king is endeavouring 
to make the most of these new proposals, such asthey are, with the king of 
Prussia, but that it is impossible, till such time as we shall be acquainted 
with the final resolutions of that prince, for His Majesty to declare abso- 
Jutely, what plan he shall fix upon for his future conduct; though you may 
assure him, that, in general, the king is still in the same principles of per- 
forming his engagements, and will not fail to do everything towards it, that 
may be consistent with the general good of Europe and with his own safety

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and that of his allies. And you will at the same time use your utmost en- 
deavours to keep up and cultivate in the court where you are, that spirit, 
which at first shewed itself in them for the support of the house of Austria, 
and you will exhort them most earnestly in the king’s name to do all that 
is possible on their part for the execution of those engagements, whereby 
they have undertaken the guaranty of the late emperor’s succession. And 
you will observe to count Osterman at the same time, as a confirmation of 
what is said above of the king’s own dispositions in favour of the queen of 
Hungary, that, though His Majesty has not indeed himself yet yielded to the 
pressing and repeated instances of the austrian court, to begin hostilities 
against the king of Prussia in particular, nor indeed could with any justice 
be expected to do it, whilst the negociation for gaining that prince was de- 
pending, even though the said court had behaved better on their part, than 
they have done towards His Majesty, yet, that what the king has actually 
done for them, during this interval, has been very considerable, His Majesty 
having not only given to the queen of Hungary by treaty the three hundred 
thousand pounds granted by parliament, but having likewise taken care to 
post the danish and hessian troops in the pay of Great-Britain, in so 
advantageous a manner for the interest of that princess, and held them in 
such a readiness, as has obliged the king of Prussia to keep, during this 
whole season, a body of twenty seven thousand men encamped upon His

My other dispatch, as also that from the duke of Newcastle, are witten, 
as you will observe, upon the supposition of our being obliged to give the 
equivalent, in case of a swedish invasion, for the squadron stipulated in the 
treaty.

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force he has left at home, united, for the security of his own dominions, to 
which may be added, that Spain has likewise avery strong squadron in rea- 
diness for any undertaking, the junction of which with the french, would 
make a very formidable fleet, so that the king hopes the russian court will 
acknowledge the utter impossibility of his complying at present with that 
demand, and, considering the vast expences His Majesty is engaged in on all 
sides, will accept of the declaration of his intentions to answer it, as soon 
as it shall be in his power, without insisting upon the equivalent above- 
mentioned, which however, if the treaty cannot be otherwise ratified, the 
king leaves you at liberty to submit to. 

As to the hint which count Osterman flung out to you of the readiness, 
with which he imagined the french would embrace their friendship, if they 
were disposed to change their system, as his excellency seems not to have 
a very right notion of the present dispositions of France towards them, the 
king would have you let him know in confidence, that His Majesty has had 
the most certain intelligence not only that all the present preparations of 
Sweden for attacking the Czar have been fomented by the french intrigues 
and supported by french gold, but that the ministers of that crown have been 
most earnestly labouring to procure a subsidy to be given by the king of

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Prussia to the swedes expressly for the sake of assisting them to carry on 
the invasion; that the treaty for that purpose is not as yet indeed brought 
to perfection, because his prussian majesty insists that they shall oblige 
themselves to act, for his subsidy of one million of crowns, in Livonia as 
well as Finland, whereas the secret committee would have the money, for 
what they shall do in the latter only. But in all this negociation the french 
ministers have done their utmost to bring the parties to an agreement, and 
would have persuaded the king of Prussia to comply so far with Sweden, as 
to content himself with her making the main attack in Finland, and holding 
forth some such shew of falling upon Livonia, as might be sufficient to alarm 
and divide the russian forces. Besides all which, your court may be assured, 
that the french will not be wanting to second the intrigues of the swedish 
ministers to their prejudice at the Porte, as they are also at this time exert- 
ing their credit at Copenhagen for dissuading the king of Denmark from the 
performance of his defensive alliance in favour of Muscovy, so that it is 
high time they should undeceive themselves as tothe notion abovementioned 
of the predilection of the french court towards them, it being certain that 
no maxim of that crown is more fixed and settled, than that of the necessity 
of breaking the present power and influence of Russia; in consequence of 
which they have undertaken so many difficult negociations, and submitted 
to load themselves with such immense expences.

As this transport of cavalry to Finland can possibly have but one 
object, this court seems to think a war even this year with Sweden absolu- 
tely inevitable. On the other hand, the austrian minister and resident have 
lately presented a memorial to this court, signed by them both, to claim the 
full and immediate execution of the russian engagements to the house of 
Austria antecedent to, and independent of those, which other powers have 
contracted by subsequent guaranties of the pragmatic sanction; moreover 
count Lynar, by his last letters from his court, seems authorized to support 
the austrian demands, in consequence, as he says, of resolutions taken, and

Though general Botta is sanguine enough to persuade himself, that, 
notwithstanding arupture with Sweden, which he thinks also now inevitable, 
Russia will furnish those succours to the queen of Hungary, which, in such 
a conjuncture, can be reasonably expected. Provided my instructions authorize 
me to corroborate his instances by others in the king’s name, yet, my lord, 
for my part, however I may join with him in my wishes, yet I dare not 
build assurances of succeeding on this head, unless this court can be previously 
assured of an assistance from England in ships, instead of an equivalent for 
them in money. 

General Keith will, I believe, go to-morrow to Wyburgh, to review the 
troops encamped on that side, amounting to about 18.000 foot and 4000 
dragoons, and to take upon him the command of that body, which, in case of 
necessity, may be soon reinforced by detachments from another camp on the 
Narva side, of about the same number, under the command of the prince of 
Hesse-Homburg, for these troops are so cantoned and encamped, that a body 
of 50.000 to 60.000 men may in a very few days be drawn together in 
case the swedes should resolve on an attack, on which ever side they may 
make it.

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The great guns of the citadel and admiralty were fired on this occasion, 
which carried the news to the prince generalissimo much sooner than the 
express sent after him, for his highness went that morning about two, with 
the prince his brother and field-marshal Lacy, to review, about 18 english 
miles off on the Wiburgh side, the nearest camp of about 8 or 9000 men 
under general Keith’s division. Upon the first gun the prince got on horse- 
back, and returned hither full speed before one. He had left the great- 
duchess that morning without the least symptom of so near a labour, and 
her highness was in effect so well till towards eight, that she appeared in 
her anti-chamber. 

As there are seven companies of grenadiers detached from the prince 
of Hess-Homberg’s command, and a draught offour battalions out of as many 
regiments at Cronstadt, ordered to join general Keith about 10 werst off, 
with this reinforcement and a regiment of dragoons, which is to join him also, 
his whole command will be nigh 30.000 men: 25.000 foot, and 5.000 horse, 
which according to the nature of the country in Finland, are full as many 
as either he can employ, or does desire; provided there are in reality that 
number or even 25.000 men complete.

Business prevented count Osterman’s seeing me, as he promised, last 
night. I was with him this morning, and opened to him, as well as I could, 
the separate article proposed, agreeable to the instructions I had received from 
your lordship and the duke of Newcastle, but chiefly on the first, because I 
had new modelled the article, as your lordship directed, without mentioning 
anything of the equivalent instead of the effective succours, This occasioned 
a great deal of conversation, and gave me an opportunity to go through the 
greatest part of the reasons, alleged by his grace and your lordship’s dis- 
patches, which his excellency disputed closely, but it will be impossible to 
transmit in cypher a minute detail of the whole. At last I read to him the

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article in question, which, he said, was drawn up in very general terms, and 
made no mention of the equivalent, which their minister had informed them 
was to be offered. 

I replied that the article was very explicit and formally declared that 
the king would send them the squadron, except in case of the greatest ne- 
cessity, or rather of an utter impossibility, and when it did not expose his 
dominions to the most manifest dangers, or as soon as all difficulties were 
removed. As to the equivalent, Isupposed that ithad been omitted upon the 
late very explicit declaration his excellency made to me, that he would never 
advise this court to accept it; however if his sentiments were different at 
present, I did believe that the exchange of the ratifications would not be 
stopped on this head, though I was sure that they never could be exchanged 
without this separate article, either with or without an equivalent to correct 
the clause his excellency had forced upon me at the end of the sixth article, 

But, as this is not a difficulty on which the whole treaty will turn, I stay 
no longer upon it, to hasten to the true one, which I shall explain as briefly 
as possible. After having expressed, in the strongest manner, the dangers, 
the difficulties, and the impossibility there was for the king to send this 
squadron at present, which were cases always excepted in treaties of this

a sufficient excuse, I observed moreover that even those considerations apart, 
if cardinal Fleury’s known declaration, that the french squadron’s sailing to 
the Baltic depended on the english one’s coming here, was as sure, as I 
believe it, I must submit it to his excellency— whether, in that case, the swe- 
dish fleet would not be reinforced by the junction of the french squadron in 
the same proportion as theirs would be by ours, so that the russian and 
swedish fleets must remain in the same degree of force respectively to each 
other, as they are at present, whereas, if, by the english squadron’s not arriving, 
the french one was left at home or at least out of the Baltic, according to the 
strongest probability it would be, whether this ought not to be looked upon 
by the russ, as it really was, a considerable diversion of such a french force, and 
that the king, even now, inthe present circumstances, which prevented him 
from sending so immediately that succour, which he declared, even now, 
that he would do, as soon as he could with safety, was actually rendering 
an effectual service and assistance to his ally. 

His excellency upon that run over his usual discourse of their not 
fearing the swedes, but of their desire only to dispatch the matters on

rest of Europe, in which the interest of England was equally concerned. 
He added that in case of the english squadron’s arrival, they might also 
hope for and expect a danish one into the bargain, and that the three 
combined would be superior to the other two. This gave me an oppor- 
tunity to open to him the french intrigues at Copenhagen, of which, 
he said, he was fully apprised, but endeavoured to place this, as well 
as the swedish motions, to our account, as if they rose purely in hatred of 
this negociation. I answered that I would allow this to be true, if Russia 
had no other marks of the french ill dispositions towards it, anterior to this 
negociation, which had been rendered more public than the king could have 
wished, and, as I was afraid, something prematurely, since if this court 
should not think proper to accept the separate article in my hands, to correct 
a little the last clause of the sixth in the treaty, I could not see how the 
negociation could be perfected or the ratifications of it exchanged. After 
his excellency had disposed every point, he said, that allowing the first part 
of my argument to be strictly true, that the arrival of an english squadron 
would infallibly draw the french one after it, yet he could not observe any- 
thing in the separate article, engaging if the french squadron should come 
first, which might be the case, that it should be accompanied, or at least 
very closely followed, by an english one, which was so essential a point,

To this I could only 
answer, that as hitherto this court had always talked of and pressed the 
arrival of an english squadron the first, I could not be supposed to be in- 
structed on this second point, which was perfectly new. 

Here, my lord, is, and will be the great difficulty. If the king shall 
judge proper to remove it, the negotiation may, I hope, be finished; without 
that, I think I may assure you, it never will. It is therefore upon this point 
I must beg the king’s instructions, and if His Majesty shall think proper to 
agree to what is so plainly desired and will be absolutely insisted on here, 
I humbly hope that an article to this purpose may be transmitted to me 
without loss of time, such as may be agreed to without changing a syllable; 
and of which however I shall make no use but in case of the last necessity. 
Though the affair of an equivalent will not be so material a point, whether 
inserted or omitted, yet as their minister has already mentioned such an 
offer and I had talked of it in general terms to count Osterman, I submit 
it, how far it may be proper to chicane on it. 

So far I got this morning, and till I shall receive your lordship’s 
answer to this letter and the king’s instructions, I cannot hope to get much

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courier, the french ambassador seems to have been the dupe of the turkish 
one, and to have had a sort of audience of him rather than to have made a 
visit to him. 

The turk made his entry the 29” of last month o. s., and the same 
evening m-r de la Chétardie sent his secretary to him, upon a pretext of 
getting those dispatches, with which m-r de Villeneuve had charged him, 
but, as it is said, in reality to have an opportunity of sending the turk a 
billet, by which the french ambassador would have insinuated to the turk not 
to precipitate anything either relating to his audiences or negotiations, till 
they could have some discourse together upon both. However, the secretary 
did not get admittance that evening, and the next morning, being the 30", 
the turk waited on the prince and the same afternoon on count Osterman. 
The first instant he had his audience of the great-duchess; the 2° the turk 
sent by an ordinary servant m-r Villeneuve’s letters to m-r de la Chétardie; 
the 3" m-r de la Chétardie sent m-r Dalion in his coach and six to the turk, 
who, being that afternoon and late in the evening in conference with count 
Osterman, m-r Dalion came back without seeing him, but returned thither 
next morning to regulate both the time and ceremonial of the two ambassa- 
dors’ visits, when, as it is given out by the french, the turkish ambassador 
was so polite as to say, that, as soon as he was a little reposed from the 
fatigue of his journey, he would wait on the french ambassador first. The

M-r Dalion, seeing that he could obtain no- 
thing better, agreed to this; and then fixed the monday morning following 
(the 6“ inst.) for the french ambassador’s first visit, which on the french side 
was to be incognito, on account of the situation he is in at present. In effect 
m-r de la Chétardie went thither in his vis-a-vis with six horses, accom- 
panied with m-r Dalion. He was carried up and introduced into the turkish 
ambassador’s closet, who was sitting on his sopha, raised two steps, and 
looking out of the window at m-r de la Chétardie’s coach with his head 
turned from the door. Upon telling him that the french ambassador was com- 
ing, he just raised himself from his sopha, came down one of the steps and 
then made a sign with his hand for m-r de la Chétardie and m-r Dalion to 
sit down by him. And when m-r de la Chétardie retired, the turk only raised 
himself a little on his sopha, without accompanying the french to the door 
or even coming down. M-r de la Chétardie afterwards staid in the anti- 
chamber above half an hour, talking with the chiaja, and then returned; but

transmitted the twenty third past, that he would never advise, nor would 
the russian ministers ever accept of money instead of the squadron; but that, 
if his excellency’s sentiments were altered on this head, I could not imagine, 
that the treaty would miscarry from a circumstance of this kind. However,

exchange the ratifications, in the last I should have nothing more to do but 
to take my audience of leave, and that I hoped his excellency would not 
expect, after my ministry was become useless, that, by delaying my departure 
unnecessarily, I should expose myself to all the hardships of a long winter 
journey, which in my state of health [could not go through with. Upon this

Count Lynar received the 21 instant o. s. an estafette from his court 
with a copy of the king of Poland’s letter to His Majesty of the 19 July 
n. s. upon the contents of m-r Utterodt’s dispatches of the 15", relating, 
that the russian troops, marching to the assistance of the queen of Hungary, 
depended entirely on the arrival of the english squadron here. Count Lynar 
and myself, after having compared our respective dispatches, find that the 
only difference in our accounts to our respective courts, is, that his are in 
german, and mine in english. He received atthe same time instructions from 
his court of the 22™ July n. s. to press this, to explicite and categorical 
declarations—when, where, and how it will assist the house of Austria, and 
he has prepared a pro memoria for this purpose, which he proposed to 
deliver to count Osterman last night, but could not gain admittance. No 
more could I upon my visit this morning.

I was with count Osterman this morning to enquire for an answer to 
my late promemoria, when his excellency only pointed to some papers on 
the table, which, he said, contained the sentiments of the cabinet ministers, 
but that he had not time to enter into the matter. I told him that I only 
waited for his answer, which I supposed would be in writing, that I might 
transmit it to my court, and then proceed to exchange the ratifications or 
deliver my letters of revocation, for that the moment the king’s business was 
finished either one way or other, I would endeavour to set out to avoid a 
winter journey, which I was not able to bear. 

Upon this, he said, that it would be, however, necessary for us to have 
some conversation on the negociation before I received my final answer. I 
desired that both might be dispatched as soon as possible. Count Lynar went

so full an explanation that I need not trouble him with repetitions. 

He then said, that his colleagues (who, by the way, do not meddle with 
things of this kind) had taken notice of the omission of the subsidy once 
talked of, in lieu of the squadron; and when I told him, that this was owing 
to his formal declaration to me against anything of this kind, which he 
would now fain distinguish away by saying, that this had been only the 
private opinion of count Osterman, insinuated to m-r Finch, and not any 
formal resolution of this court, declared to the king’s minister, so it plainly 
appears, that, in case they cannot obtain the squadron, their great spirits 
will then come down, and that they will jump at the subsidy, nay abso- 
lutely insist on it, but I do not yet tell them that I can agree to this point.

I shall have little to trouble your lordship with to-day, having neither 
seen nor heard of count Osterman since the 31" o.s. and, after what had 
passed that day between his excellency and me, of which I informed your 
lordship the 1“ inst., I believe that any importunities on my side would be 
equally useless to the king’s service, and contrary tothe dignity of his crown, 
for this might make people here think, that I was solliciting as a favour a 
measure, in which the interest of this crown most certainly is equally, and 
perhaps will very soon appear to be more nearly concerned; so that after 
having exposed, as I have done in my pro memoria, all the king’s reasons, 
I shall follow at present the instruction His Majesty formerly gave me, and 
leave count Osterman to resume the affair, if he thinks it proper, and at his 
own leisure; at least I shall wait a decent time, till I hear whether s-r Cyril 
Wich will be here soon enough to make my waiting his arrival possible; for, 
as soon as I know that this cannot be, and that in the intermediate time no 
notice has been taken of the affair in hand, I shall then desire my audiences 
of leave, and set out forwith, at latest the 1" of next month, without your 
lordship should send me the king’s positive orders to the contrary.

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‘ I know that count Ostermen has endeavoured to give the prince ill 
impressions of this negociation, and with success. As he has him in leading 
strings, my friends would therefore have me undeceive his highness, but I 
defer it till I see the fate of the treaty; if that is dropped, it will be time enough 
and much easier for me to lay open the whole transaction both to the re- 
gent and generalissimo, in order to justify the king’s conduct towards this 
crown, for as to the affair itself, if count Osterman will not have it done, it 
never will be so. 

The russian squadron, which has been some time lying in a line out 
in the road at Cronstadt, is now actually, and on a sudden resolution, 
hawling within the port; and the sailors, as many as they have, and suchas 
they are, to be turned over from the ships to the works, on which they are 
to be posted and be upon guard.

greatly surprise Peter the first, was he to return again.

tbat either they are heartily frightened, or affect to be so, even to prostitute 
this crown. Perhaps count Osterman’s meaning is only to have an excuse 
for postponing the succours, stipulated to the house of Austria, till the assist- 
ance other powers may furnish, shall render theirs in no manner hazardous 
to themselves, but from thence entitle them, by coming in at the eleventh 
hour, to a share in the merit and honour of it. 

In the meanwhile, as this minister will do everything, and in every 
branch of the government, himself, several things are neglected, which ought 
to be done, and others done, which are not approved of by the regent, which 
she has lately let him know by several messages, and of which, I believe, he 
heard yesterday morning more from herself, having sent for him to court on 
purpose. It is certain that neither the favourite family, nor count Lynar, the 
rival by his approaching alliance with that family, are his friends, at least 
do not design that he shall be so absolute and independent, as he seems to 
aim at by the prince’s interest and protection; but it is impossible to par- 
ticularise such anecdotes as these in cypher. 

Count Osterman treated yesterday at dinner the prince of Brunswick 
and the other knights of S-t Andrew; count Lynar, the new one, was there, 
and general Botta also.

Since my last of the 4“ inst. o. s. I have neither seen nor heard any- 
thing of count Osterman. Count Lynar was with his excellency the 6", but 
to as little purpose; however he took that occasion to press and insist on a 
categorical answer to his late memorial, and declared, that, if he did not 
receive it by to-morrow, he would immediately dispatch either a messenger 
or estafette to his court, that nothing was to be expected or relied on from . 
this; and he proposes to go to count Osterman to-morrow morning to know 
what has been determined here. 

Besides the courier, which m-r de la Chétardie received from Stockholm 
the 26 past o. s., he has since had another from the same place, and has 
been in frequent conferences with count Osterman, no doubt to communicate 
to him some part at least of his dispatches, so that it will appear surprising 
to your lordship, that his excellency should be enquiring of the foreign mi- 
nisters—what m-r de la Chetardie has received by these couriers, and to de- 
sire them to endeavour to fish it out. 

However it is generally believed, that the french audience is again on 
the carpet, and there is great reason to suspect, that it has been proposed

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to be granted even before the Czar’s birthday, though only four days off; 
which would be giving the french ambassador so complete a victory and 
allowing the court of Versailles to dictate to this in so ample a manner, that 
I can hardly believe that the great-duchess regent will consent to it, not- 
withstanding the prevailing maxim here of shewing all manner of deference 
to those who will ill to this court, and of neglecting its best friends. 

The cabinet ministers were assembled yesterday at count Osterman’s; 
but whether their deliberations turned on the french or saxon affair, I cannot 
pretend to say. Prince Czerkasky, who assisted at this council, was struck 
with an apoplexy, and was with great difficulty brought to himself after hav- 
ing been two hours senseless. 

I could almost believe myself at Stockholm again by the frequent re- 
ports we have here, and from the most authentic hands, of the arrival of 
the french fleet, which, as your lordship must know better than I, are 
published on as bad grounds, and with as little probability now, as they were 
in Sweden in the year 1738. But we seem to take false alarms here even 
to affectation, .and by doing so to endeavour, if the swedes are bullies only, 
to inspire them with that courage, which they could only have from our own 
fears.

A person who had avery quick passage from Stockholm, on his arrival 
the beginning of last week at Riga, reported to the captain of that port, 
that he himself had heard the declaration of war against Russia published 
by sound of trumpet at Stockholm; upon which he was immediately sent up 
hither, and confirmed this intelligence to count Osterman, who immediately 
communicated it to the regent. A great mystery was made of this, and it 
was at first looked upon by her highness to be ship news at best, or perhaps 
an artifice of count Osterman’s to alarm her and to defer the answer so 
strongly insisted on by the court of Dresden, and the other as pressing in- 
stances of general Botta.

A person from the swedish chancery had been sent from count Gyllem- 
berg to communicate this resolution to m-r Bestuchef and at the same time

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after came out again with a face as pale as ashes, and told count Osterman’s 
secretary that he had a packet for his excellency with orders to deliver it 
into his own hands. The secretary replied, that the count was very busy; 
and therefore, if m-r Lagerflycht pleased, he would charge himself with the 
delivery of the packet. But the swede answered, that his orders were to do 
it himself, and therefore he would immediately wait on the count; and if he 
could not see him the first time, he would return again till he could. He did 
so, and count Osterman immediately admitted him, received the packet, and 
after some short discourse the suede retired. 

As m-r Bestuchef writes word, that for the greater safety of his person, 
and to prevent any insults, a guard of a sergeant and eight men had been 
sent to him, m-r Lagerflycht’s ordinary guard of marching regiments were 
changed the same evening and relieved by another of the Simonowsky guards, 

The next day, the 9" (I specify the dates as I go along, not knowing 
exactly when I shall be able to dispatch Brettel), m-r Lagerflycht sent to 
acquaint count Osterman that he was engaged to dine that day with m-r de 
la Chétardie, and to know whether his going thither would admit of any 
difficulty? His excellency answered, that, though there was really none, yet 
he believed, that it would be more prudent in m-r Lagerflycht not to expose 
himself unnecessarily, and that he would do better to observe the same

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conduct here, which m-r Bestuchef no doubt did at Stockholm; however that 
he would be at full liberty to receive any visits, which the foreign ministers 
or his other friends might make him. 

When your lordship recollects that the first alarm here, occasioned the 
signing of the treaty, you will not be surprised that the second, after count 
Osterman’s three weeks silence since the arrival of Brettel, should determine 
him to-send for me in all hast, as he did the 9 in the afternoon; and I 
immediately went to him. Assoon as Icame in, he told me of the war being 
declared; and upon my asking him the points of the swedish manifest, he 
replied that the first was some haughty and insulting expressions of this 
court (of which he was perfectly ignorant) to that of Sweden, the russians 
having meddled with the internal affairs of that crown, and even pretending 
to regulate the succession of it; the 2°*—the infraction of the treaty at Nystadt 
by the refusal of the free exportation of the stipulated quantity of corn, 
whilst it was allowed to other nations; the 3"—the assassination of Sinclair, 
which is now insomany words laid tothe charge of this court, and the 4"°— 
to restore the ancient ballance of power in the north. Upon which his ex- 
cellency observed, that this equally related to all the swedish dismembered 
provinces, and why he did so, will appear in the 6™ art. of the observations 
list, to which I shall come immediately, for it would be to no purpose

Upon my perusing them, I observed to him, that I could 
not understand his distinction in the 1" or that in whatever part of the: 
treaty the spanish war had been excluded, the nature of the king’s facility 
in excluding it could be changed; 

That, as his excellency agreed in the 2™ to what my pro memorid had 
advanced, relating to their present juncture with Sweden, I would not dis- 
pute the principle he laid down in the 3", that the king also allowed it in 
the separate, and was ready to act in pursuance of it when it was possible, 
but only desired not to be obliged to impossibilities; 

That the 4" and 5“ articles surprised me extremely, but that I believed, 
if his excellency would recollect to how great a length the treaty had been 
drawn out, and to what motives the sudden conclusion of it was at last owing, 
he would perceive that the treaty on this side was the effect of a sudden 
conjuncture, at least my court saw it in that light; instead of the instigations 
he talked of being the consequence ofthe treaty; that for my part I believed

That as to the pretended service at the end of the 6“ article, it could 
not but surprise one who had been so long in Sweden, and who must know 
that the first object of that country was constantly directed towards this; 

That I was as ready to agree, that the alliance in the 7“ article ought 
to have been founded on the natural and general interests of both parties, as 
sorry to find by my own experience, that a particular juncture had had so 
great a share in determining it on one side; for I must remember when it 
was signed such as it is, and what gave occasion to it; and I must see, after 
these three last weeks silence, what occasioned the honour I had to be with 
his excellency at that time; 

But that, before I quitted this article, I must take notice that his ex- 
cellency seemed all along to refer to the clause «bien entendw as if it had 
been transmitted from my court; whereas he must be sensible, that it was 
forced upon me whether I would or no, and foisted into the 6™ article without 
the knowledge or consent of my court; and that there was a wide difference 
between excluding the spanish war, so as not to be entitled to russian 
succours, and excluding so as to be obliged, notwithstanding that war, to

That, as to the 8" and last article, since his excellency allowed that 
each of the contracting parties must be judge in their own case, what was 
necessary for their own safety, and what was possible for them todo, it was 
this only that the king desired in the separate article; by which at the same 
time however His Majesty declared both his willingness and intention to 
furnish the stipulated squadron to Russia, as soon as his own affairs and 
safety would permit it; but that his excellency had delayed so long explain- 
ing himself, whether this article would be accepted or not, that I had wrote 
to my court, that [looked upon the negociation to be dropped, and was there- 
fore only waiting for these gala days to be over, that I might desire my 
audiences of leave and return home. 

It would be to no purpose to trouble your lordship with all the wrangl- 
ings we had, as I observed, on his observations; but upon my finishing, as 
I did at the end of the last, after a pause, his excellency replied, that he 
hoped however that I would not be in such haste, nor set out before the ne- 
gociation was completed; for he had in his hand a clause, which he pro- 
posed to insert in the new separate, as your lordship will see done in the 
copy I transmit lit. B with the asterisks.

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His Majesty be attacked, as there was great probability he would be very 
soon, and to pretend to be formally exempted from sending these succours 
during the whole swedish war; which most unequal stipulation could not be 
reconciled to the 6" article in any shape which I could comprehend.

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points in as many different shapes, which I could not accept, he went on to 
propose the same things in a third shape, which made no alteration in the 
essence of the things; for, if I understood him right, these declarations, which 
I was to transmit and support, did not differ in their nature from articles 
signed, since, though the ratifications might be, as he said, by that means 
exchanged, yet the validity of the treaty must depend entirely on the king’s 
acceptance of these declarations, and adopting as so many obligatory en- 
gagements and essential parts of the treaty, whereby they might be so newa 
phaenomenon as a treaty actually signed and ratified, which in effect might 
be no treaty at all; for that must inevitably be the issue, if these two new 
articles were to be the condition sine qué non; for as to the first, I must re- 
peat it to his excellency, that the king had too much regard for his honour 
and his faith to charge himself with any engagement which might be im- 
possible for him to fulfil immediately; and that, as to the sekond, it could ne- 
ver be expected with any colour of reason or justice, that His Majesty, whilst 
he was engaged in an important naval war, which every day grew more se- 
rious, should promise to furnish a squadron to Russia, and at the same time 
renounce the assistance of the russian corps, should His Majesty be attacked 
by land, which might probably be the case very soon. So that all I could do 
would be to transmit these new propositions to the king by a special

Towards the end of our conversation, count Osterman flung out a sort 
of complaint of a want of communication of the king’s negotiations both 
with the queen of Hungary and king of Prussia, as well as of the concert 
and plan of operations so long talked of. 

To the first I replied, that I was in a condition to communicate these 
negociations to him, but that I had thought it natural to begin with our own 
treaty; and as his excellency had told me that he was too busy to think of 
the one, I imagined that he was likewise so to hearken to the other. But 
since he had mentioned the negociations, I had the papers relating to them 
in my pocket, which I would read to him immediately, but he as soon re- 
plied, that he was too busy. — «Why then, sim, said I, «Lf hope you will 
complain no more of any want of communication». 

To the 2" point, relating to the concert, I represented to him the 
difficulties of forming, till this court had explained itself categorically on

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this court would concur in the general views of those powers, who had the 
ballance of Europe at heart? To this I could get nothing but general 
answers, which made me no wiser, than I was before; and which confirms me 
in my opinion, that Russia will find work enough on its hands on the swe- 
dish side, to have leasure to think of, or the means of concurring in what 
passes anywhere else. 

Indeed general Botta, notwithstanding all this, is still sanguine enough 
to believe, that this court will actually concur and cooperate; because he 
thinks it would be the greatest imprudence to separate itself from all its 
friends and allies, and stand alone, since this would be the high road to 
Moscow and the old russian system; and he judges, that they will be obliged 
to act on the side of Prussia from a suspicion there is of a swedish descent 
in Livonia, and perhaps an invasion of Courland. 

Though I may agree with him in his reflections and what would be 
right for this country to do, and what must be the consequences of its not 
doing it, yet I must distinguish between an apparent concert of this court, 
which no doubt it will not decline, and an actual cooperation, in which Iam 
afraid it never will concur, at least on the principle of the general interest. 
If the invasion of Livonia and Courland may determine them, is another 
point; but in the main I must still differ from general Botta, though I should

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at the end of the letter in alike case, I could not reconcile them to the new 
secret article he had proposed; which plainly declared, that Russia could not 
send their succours to the king, in case His Majesty should be attacked;

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Baltic, to send anenglish one, how far might the king depend on the russian 
corps marching to his assistance? He replied, that «They must answer then 
as we do now, if it was possible»; by which it will plainly appear, how far 
the assistance of Russia is to be depended on. 

Upon the whole, my lord, I can only say, that their fleet in the situ- 
ation it is, and with the sailors they have, is not in a condition to go to sea; 
nor if it did, to be of any service, which can be relied on; and since the 
conjuncture is so vastly altered since your lordship dispatched Brettel, I am 
glad that they did not choose to accept immediately the new separate article 
and exchange the ratifications upon it, which I could not have avoided. At 
least I can now receive the king’s subsequent instructions after His Majesty 
has heard of the war being declared by Sweden, which he will have known 
before my letter of the 21" 0. s. could get to Hanover. Your lordship’s answer 
upon that, which I may expect in ten days, will let me see how far the king 
may care to engage to send his squadron into the Baltic, in case France 
sends hers; by which I shall plainly judge, whether there may be a possi- 
bility of putting the last hand to this treaty, or whether it be, as I look 
upon it, actually broke off; in which case, my longer stay here can be of no 
use, and I hope your lordship’s answer to my said dispatch of the 21 will 
put me in a condition to take my audiences of leave.

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The cabinet ministers sent a circular message to all foreign ministers 
to-day, to inform them of the swedish declaration of war, and notwithstand- 
ing m-r Lagerflycht had no credential to this court, yet that a guard had 
been sent him for his security; that his person and effects should be invio- 
lable, and that he would be at full liberty to receive the visits of his friends. 
His french one was with him two hours on sunday evening. 

I have already informed your lordship of m-r de la Chétardie’s audiences 
being in agitation since the arrival of his two couriers from Stockholm; and 
people here are much surprised at the facility he now shews, after so many 
difficulties; and at his present declaration, that he is ready to take his au- 
dience of the prince generalissimo in the way this court may desire and 
direct, after his late declaration, that he would sooner go to the Bastille than 
ever take his audience at all of his highness. 

People are not less surprised that the regent was pressed in the strong- 
est manner to admit of this audience, even before the birthday to-morrow, 
which however she absolutely refused; and has fixed, as I hear, friday next, 
the 14" inst.. 

This sudden and unexpected turn in the french ambassador’s 
conduct must certainly proceed from very strong motives, on which count 
Osterman is remarkably silent, and, as he says, perfectly ignorant. General

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Botta, count Lynar and myself cannot account for this sudden change, but 
two ways, either that m-r de la Chétardie, for the dignity of the crown of 
France, is glad to have his audience at any rate, in order to take leave 
immediately, and repair in the same character to Stockholm; or that he pro- 
poses to stay here with a view to a mediation. I hinted this to count Oster- 
man yesterday, who seemed to study an answer equally calculated to alarm 
and quiet me at the same time on this head. Upon my finding that I could 
get no real lights from him, I told him, that since all we, foreign ministers, 
called him, as he knew, our confessor, I hoped that he would be prudent 
enough, after the former experience, not to (according to the french expression) 
se confesser au loup a second time. To which his excellency replied, that 
this must depend on Russia’s being assisted or abandoned by all its other 
friends and allies. 

Your lordship will nodoubt make your own reflections on this answer, 
and the difficulties made here on our treaty in such a juncture as this. 

As to the plan of operations against the swedes, it is yet a great secret; 
a mystery is even made when the field-marshal Lacy will join the army, though 
it is supposed, that he will set out immediately after the birthday tomorrow.

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He then retired, and a few minutes afterwards he was introduced to 
the audience of the great-duchess in the room before her bed chamber, the 
same in which other foreign ministers have had their audiences.

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call them here, black calmucks, who are a very considerable independant 
people. Their country lies between Siberia and India, and borders on the 
Mogul country, China and Russia. With the two last they had about twenty- 
five years ago war at the same time. The donsky calmucks, commanded by 
the late famous Donduc Ombo, was a colony detached from these people 
about 100 years ago, and settled upon the Don under the protection of 
Russia, without paying any taxes or contributions.

for. Besides that Icould not see the danger greater than his ‘excellency did; 
notwithstanding this, some of the naturalized members of the factory, by 
application to the college of commerce, have obtained a silent, and, as it is 
said temporary embargo, upon which all the masters of ships made heavy 
complaints; and the natural born subjects delivered me a signed memorial, 
setting forth the detriment this would be of both to them and their princi- 
pals, and desiring that those who had amind tosend away their ships might 
be at liberty to do it immediately, since, if the danger was imaginary, there 
could be no reason to stop them; if real, it must become greater by delay. 
I immediately sent their memorial to count Osterman, and I represented the 
hardships of this tothe president of the college of commerce three days ago, 
when he did me the honour of a visit. 

I have sent my secretary twice or thrice to count Osterman, who is 
always busy; I would have gone myself this afternoon, but the same answer;

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He replied, that this would depend upon the nature of that answer, when he 
saw it.

I took this opportunity to sound his highness on his thoughts of a french 
mediation, which no doubt that court, by its minister’s stay here, has in 
view, and I told the prince that this would unavoidably be the high road to 
Moscow. He answered, that he saw it in the same light and would therefore 
never hear of it. I believe the great-duchess is of the same opinion, but, if

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things should go wrong on this side with Sweden, I shall always fear the 
proverb of catching at a straw. In such a case, I am afraid, they will ratify 
without an english squadron, because, I fear, they must. The prince afterwards 
told me that the horse guards would be kept here to patrol of a night, for 
combustable matter had been discovered the evening before near the arsenal. 
He added, that he should be glad to be at the army, yet his presence was 
necessary, since so many intrigues, even against himself, were carrying on 
whilst he was on the place, and which would increase in his absence. He 
has many subjects of uneasiness. At last he seemed to hint to me, that there 
would soon be an action with the swedes, if they did not decline it. 

I hope that I have last prevailed on count Osterman to allow the eng- 
lish ships to depart without any farther hindrance, at least his excellency 
promised me this afternoon, that orders should be given either to-night or 
to-morrow to the admiralty to deliver them their passeports; and to the 
custom house officers, both here and at Cronstadt, to dispatch them. His 
excellency however told me, that they have advice here, that the swedes had 
chased some english ships steering to this port, and had forced them into 
Revel, of which I shall inform the several masters of ships and merchants, 
to whom they are addressed, leaving them entirely at liberty to take, and 
without pretending to direct, their resolutions.

As my health has not allowed me to stir out of my house since the 
generalissimo’s birthday, but one moment to count Osterman the day before 
yesterday, I shall have little to transmit to your lordship this post but the 
ordinary occurences. 

The generalissimo, with his brother prince Lewis, went two days ago 
to Cronstadt, and returned the same evening. The turkish ambassador went 
also this week to see Peterhoff, and is expected back to night. By what I 
can find from the reserved discourse of count Osterman, the turkish affairs 
have not been so finally settled, as was given out here; however they have 
been set so forward by what count Osterman and the ambassador have 
agreed upon here, that there is a great probability of their being concluded 
on the return of the ambassador’s brother, who set out two or three days ago. 

I do not hear that any dispatches are come from general Keith’s army 
since the field-marshal Lacy went thither; at least nothing is made public. 
There have been however flying reports, that the swedes had surprised and 
taken prisoners an advanced party of sixty russian dragoons; and that ge-

neral Keith had made himself master of a little village, which lay conve- 
niently for him, and had beat out of it about 600 swedes, which were posted 
in it. But as a mystery is made of everything here, without distinguishing 
what ought or ought not to be told, or to whom, I cannot take upon me to 
assure anything from hence. 

Six galleys are lying before my door, and as many up higher on the 
river before the summer palace, in which some regiments are to be em- 
barked in a day or two, but where they are to go, the officers themselves neither 
know, nor dare ask. However m-r Brown is placed captain in one of them, 
and has received orders to keep himself ready at a moment’s warning. 

The swedish secretary, Lagerflycht, is still here, and solliciting every 
day his passport, which is as often promised him for the next, though pro- 
bably he will not get it till they have certain news here that m-r Bestuchef 
is out of Sweden. 

I hear that m-r de la Chétardie would have had a passport to dispatch 
back to Stockholm one of the couriers he lately received from thence, but 
that this has been excused. People have been a little surprised what dis- 
patches he could have to send to Sweden, since m-r St. Severin has left it; 
but they do not consider that he remains here to be equally the swedish and

I had a letter this week from s-r Everard Fawkener by a courier from 
Constantinople. Count Osterman expressed to me since great satisfaction on 
that minister’s behaviour and conduct; by consequence, he must be as little 
edified with the new french ambassador, who, instead of behaving like a 
mediator between both parties, is become the declared advocate for one. 

I find myself mistaken in what I mentioned lately about the calmuck 
embassy, though such a one is on the road; but I am told, that the person 
I took for the ambassador, is a descendent of Ayaka khan, who first settled 
the colony, of which Donduc Ombo was lately chief, whose death has been 
followed by several intestine disputes about his successor, and that this is 
the person which this court intends to support, for which purpose m-r Ta- 
tishoff, who set out this week for Samara and Orenburg, in the government 
of which he is to succeed the late Oroussoff, it is thought, will go to Sara- 
toff on the Wolga.

brandy. He did good service against the tartars in the late war. I hear that 
his cossacks are following him, and may be soon expected, and if the country 
of Finland will admit of his kind of war, he will no doubt harrass the swe- 
des. He already declares, that the shortest way to destroy game, is by killing 
the young ones, and his method is, wherever he comes, to put women and 
children to the sword. 

The detachment of the guards marched three or four days ago, and the 
generalissimo was present when they passed the river; the fellows were most 
of them drunk, and told his highness, that as they were going to fight for 
him and his son, they hoped he would treat them well. Upon which the 
prince told them, that the Czar made them a present of 1000 roubles, as he 
himself did of 500, to which they replied: «God bless you, sir; we desire no 
better than to meet with your enemies!»

General 
Lowendahl, who is a good officer and commands at Revel, will no doubt be 
on his guard on that side, and the prince of Hesse-Homburg went yesterday 
to take on him the command of his division, encamped about 70 versts off 
on the Narva side. 

Since my first communication of the king’s secret intelligence relating 
to the french and swedish intrigues, nobody has ever taken any notice of it 
to me, except the prince once, of which Linformed your lordship, but, upon 
m-r Weston’s last letter, I took an opportunity from what I mentioned above

I am also infinitely obliged to 
your lordship for transmitting to me this leave, though not at all so to count 
Osterman, for preventing me from making use of it so soon, as I could have 
wished. 

I was with his excellency the same evening to communicate to him the 
substance of your lordship’s letter, and the impossibility there was for His . 
Majesty, in the present conjuncture, either to agree to their demands or to | 
enter into any other engagements than what I had proposed in the separate 
article, as I transmitted it to your lordship by Brettel, leaving out the clause 
inserted here and which was marked with asterisks. So that, if his ex- 
‘cellency, on second thoughts, should not be disposed to accept and sign that 
article with me, on which the exchange of the ratifications entirely depended, . 
my ministry here would become so perfectly useless, that I must beg the 
favour of his excellency, in consideration of the advanced season and my own

Lacy; that, after a most bloody and obstinate battle, he had obtained a most 
compleat victory over a considerable body of the swedes, commanded by 
general Wrangel. 

The action begun the 23" about two in the afternoon, and was not 
entirely over till nine that evening. The field-marshal had with him about 
14,000 men, and general Wrangel 11,000, whose right was posted under 
the fortress of Wilmanstrand, and his left ona hill, so that, when the attack 
began, the russian grenadiers were equally exposed to the field-pieces on

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one side, and the cannon on the other; however they went on with so much 
resolution and bravery, that they dislodged the swedes from their post on 
the right; but things were more disputed and went worse on the left, till the 
field-marshal flew thither in person, and ordered his troops to attack the 
swedes in front, whilst he posted himself at the head of a party of dragoons, 
which from the beginning he had hid in a wood, and with them he took the 
swedes in flank, and so entirely broke them. That what remained of their 
army threw itself into the fortress of Wilmanstrand, which, after two hours 
defense, hung out a white flag; but the russian grenadiers declared absolutely 
against alledging a capitulation or giving any quarter, and immediately 
forced it sword in hand. As the swedes had fought bravely before, they did 
so desperately then; and great execution was done on both sides. The swedes 
also sprung a mine, but it did no great execution. At last the field-marshal 
prevailed on them to save those who laid down their arms, by which means 
upwards of 2,000 prisoners have been taken, among the rest the general 
Wrangel, who is also very ill wounded, the under-general of the town Funck, 
who is a near relation of the field-marshal Lacy’s lady, and as such desired 
his excellency to save him, who answered very coolly, that he wanted to 
save another relation also, which was the general Wrangel, and who, I be- 
lieve, was only so for that day, and as he commanded the swedish army.

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The swedes have lost, as it is said, between 7 and 8,000 men; nor is it 
known that any more of this corps than two squadrons of horse saved them- 
selves. Lieutenant-general Bodenbrock was marching up with a succour of 
5,000 men, but finding the affair was over, he returned with still greater 
diligence, for, when a party of horse was detached to observe his motion, 
they could find no more of them. 

This action has certainly been as obstinate a one, and, in proportion 
to the numbers, as bloody a one, as was ever known. The loss on this side 
has also been very considerable, it is said upwards of 3,000 men. The follow- 
ing is a list of the persons of distinction only from my memory:

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The russian army cannot have more convincing proofs of a compleat 
victory, since they remained masters of the field of battle, of the enemy’s 
cannon (which they also turned against Wilmanstrand), and afterwards of 
the fortress, the swedish general who commanded, and upwards of 2,000 
prisoners. 

As the swedish corps was formed by several draughts out of other re- 
giments and the greatest part of the slain appear elderly men, it is thought 
that this was the choice of their army. 

The cannon of the admiralty and citadel were fired to-day on this 
occasion, and Te Deum sung inthe chapel. All the foreign ministers, except 
m-r dela Chétardie, were at court this morning to wish joy. M-r Mardefeld 
was there, but made but a sorry appearance. 

I beg your lordship’s pardon for the hurry of this dispatch, but I am 
ordered by the great-duchess to be of her party at cards this afternoon; 
from whence I am just come, and found that her highness had helped a 
little m-r de la Chétardie’s politeness by inviting him to cards, where I 
found him, and thereby giving him an opportunity, or rather putting him 
under the necessity, of wishing joy on this occasion; which I heard him do, 
though awkwardly enough, when the prince generalissimo came in, with 
whom I had afterwards the honour to talk over the whole affair, more in 
m-r de la Chétardie’s hearing, than to his liking.

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The turkish ambassador sent his first officer to count Osterman to wish 
him joy with avery handsome compliment, and atthe same time maliciously 
enquired-—whether m-r de la Chétardie had not been at court on this occasion? 
When we, foreign ministers, were on the same occasion with count Osterman 
this morning, his excellency, addressing himself to me and the danish mi- 
nister, said: «After this success, if they could but have the english and danish 
squadron to join their fleet, the war would soon be at an end». There was 
too much company for me to reply. 

But by what I can find, were such squadrons to come, his scheme is 
thereby to have round from Archangel the nine men of war or frigates now 
ready there with 2,500 of their best sailors, and good ones also, as he says, 
and that, then their force being superior at sea to the swedes, their galleys 
might visit the coasts, as they did in 1719; which would raise too great a 
clamour against the present ministers for them to support themselves, and 
cause too great a desolation for them not to beg for a peace.

too full a court this morning on account of the young monarch’s name’s 
day, who also appeared in person after the chapel was over. 

When I delivered the translation of this letter to count Osterman, he 
took notice of the ancient stile. immediately told him the reason, and took 
that opportunity to press him either to finish what must be previous to the 
new title, or to procure me my audiences of leave; but I got no other answer 
than that, which I transmitted to your lordship the 25", when I dispatched 
m-r Meggot express to Hanover with the news that field-marshal Lacy had 
entirely defeated a body of the swedish troops at Wilmanstrand. 

We are still expecting an authentic relation of that action. Colonel 
Manstein, who was shot through the fleshy part of his thigh, left the army 
the day after the affair, and came here the night before last to be cured of 
his wound. 

A colonel, whose name I have forgot, arrived here yesterday morning 
with thirteen pair of colours and four standards taken from the swedes, 
which I saw to-day in the gallery at court. 

Major Keith, a cousin ofthe general, arrived here last night also from

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the army, and the best account which I could collect to-day at court was, 
that the numbers on each side were pretty near the same. Of the russ 528 
were killed, and upwards of 1,900 wounded. Of the swedes there are about 
1,600 already prisoners and more every moment coming in of those who 
escaped into the wood, where, finding no means of either getting off or sub- 
sisting, they came out and surrendered. In the attack on the town upwards 
of 700 swedes were killed; but what is surprising—the number of those who 
fell in the battle on that side is not mentioned. It is however assured that 
not 2,000 of the swedes can have saved themselves, and these did so in 
boats to the island in the great lake, which lies behind the town. A great 
many however perished in attempting this only retreat they had, and a 
number oftheir bodies are seen floating on the water. General Wrangel, who 
is wounded in the arm and in the body, has been brought to Wibourg, and, 
as I know him to be a brave and honest man, I have endeavoured, by doing 
justice to his character, to render him all the service in my power. 

I find, upon inguiry, that he is really a cousin of the field-marshal’s, 
and I heard that he told him, that this was a war of the young nobility and 
not of the old officers, that he had also expected general Bodenbrock with 
a reinforcement of 5,000 men, but that he never thought, posted so advan- 
tagiously as he was, that the field-marshal either could or would have

The fortifications of Wilmanstrand have been razed, and the town de- 
stroyed, and all the inhabitants, who had not saved themselves before this 
action, been made prisoners and sent towards Wibourg. 

General Stoffel is not so dangerously wounded as was at first thought, 
and it is hoped that major-general Albereit may be saved without cutting of 
his leg. Major Douglass, who received a musket shot just above his knee, 
about the same place where general Keith was wounded at Oczakoff, is, ac- 
cording to the opinion of the surgeon neither in danger of his life, nor leg, 
though they have not yet been able to cut out the ball. Another scotch 
gentleman, whose name is Fullerton, received three wounds in this action, but 
none of them mortal. 

The irregular troops begin to arrive: 600 hussars are already here, and 
I heard to-day at court that 1,500 cossacks were gone forward to Wibourg; 
no doubt they will be followed by more. 

General Stockman, who was made prisoner at Choczhim, and general 
Brown, field-marshal Lacy’s son-in-law, have been sent for from their 
commands on the other side of the country and will probably serve in Fin- 
land. They are both very good officers; and it is both prudent and necessary

According to the report of the frigate which cruizes off Hogland, be- 
tween 30 and 40 sail of merchant men, who departed from Cronstadt about 
a week ago, were got past the swedish fleet without any molestation. 

The field-marshal Munich is so surprisingly recovered, as to be returned 
from his country house and to be at court this morning.

great surprise and complained very loudly that this court should pretend to 
cut off all communication between him and Sweden, and after having in vain 
proposed that his courier (which by the way was a swedish officer) should 
be conducted through the Russian camp blind fold, he at last dispatched 
three or four days ago his courier by Riga. This same minister also affects 
in his public conversation to say, that this affair of Wilmanstrand will only 
animate the swedes still more to repair their loss and take their revenge;

advanced so far, that he obliged the others to sustain him and thereby made 
them all lose the advantage of their ground. 

All the officers are treated with the greatest humanity and care. They 
are upon their parole, and the field ones have received their swords. As they 
say that there are a great many of the nobility among the inferior officers, 
they have begged, that they may be treated rather with regard to their 
birth, than their rank; and I took an opportunity last night at court to re- 
commend so reasonable a desire. 

General Wrangel’s wounds have prevented his arrival, but he is ex- 
pected in afew days. He will be lodged at the grand-marshal’s, count Leven- 
wold’s, and he cannot be better.

time I can be of no service to the king, and am forced, with great prejudice 
to my health, to defer my journey, and shall be at last obliged to undertake 
it in the very worst season of the year and through the worst roads in 
Europe. 

The great-duchess has made a present to the field-marshal Lacy of 30 me- 
asures of land in Livonia, which are worth above 300 # sterling a piece; so 
that the whole value will be about 10,000 pounds. General Keith has received 
a pension of 4,000 roubles a year; the lieutenant-generals Backmetoff and 
Stoffle a year’s pay; the last has also received the order of St. Alexander,

Yesterday an express arrived from general Keith with the news, that 
he had caused a swedish advanced post of about 300 men to be attacked, 
which had succeeded to his wish. According to the best accounts I can hear, 
this general sent out a party of dragoons on pretext of a forage, but really 
to support several small detachments of hussars and cossacks, which were 
commanded to advance, that they might reconnoitre the swedish post; and 
when they were assembled at one particular place, if they found an oppor- 
tunity, to attack it. The irregulars accordingly marched in small parties, till 
they met on the banks of ariver, called Willajocki (in finish «ocki» is river),

the swedes were posted. The irregulars began to fire on the enemy, who 
immediately retired after having broke the bridge over the river; but the 
irregulars soon found means to pass it, and fell in with the swedes, of which 
some were cut off, and others taken prisoners; part of them however retired 
to a thick wood, where the dragoons came up and attacked them, so that 
upon the whole upwards of 100 of the swedes were killed, and 45 taken 
prisoners, besides the lieutenant Amorine, ensign Ugla, and another, whose 
name I have not heard, and several under-officers, with only the loss of two 
or three of the irregulars. 

Though this action is not considerable in itself, yet it is a second ad- 
vantage, and gives here the more pleasure, as it is the first trial they have 
had of their irregulars against the swedes; from which they can judge of the 
service they may expect from them, when their number is increased, as it 
will soon be, for as yet I do not hear that they have above 400 hussars 
and about 500 cossacks. 

The persian ambassador is arrived at the monastery above the town, 
where he is to stay till his entry, which, I suppose, will be in a very few 
days. Some of his people were with count Osterman last night.

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Count Lynar met at Memel a french gentleman in a post-chaise, who 
told him, that his name was Delmene, and that he was an old and intimate 
acquaintance of m-r de la Chétardie, and going to St. Petersburgh to make 
him a visit. He arrived here since my last, alighted at m-r de la Chétardie’s, 
but I do not find that he is lodged with him. His passport is dated at Ver- 
sailles the beginning of last month, which makes people suspect, that’the 
business of his court, rather than his private friendship, has determined him 
to undertake so long a journey. 

All the swedish prisoners set out the day before yesterday for Moscow, 
except colonel Bilstein, Grievenhjelm, and another lodged at count Golofkin’s, 
for whom that minister goes caution, as count Osterman and prince Czirkaski 
do for the other two. Count Oxenstiern also remains here with prince Kou- 
rakin, being not yet recovered of his wounds. 

I hope by to-morrow’s post to hear of m-r Meggot’s arrival at Hanover; 
and if your lordship should only add in two lines, that the king cannot de- 
part from the orders which your lordship sent me by Brettel, I shall then 
be able to get away, for this court seems to wait for a positive answer, and 
will not be contented with a tacit one, though equally explicit.

I was in hopes of receiving one line from your lordship, which might 
put an end to my correspondence of any kind, especially since I had had the 
honour to acquaint your lordship in my letters of the 25 August by the 
post, and of the 5" September by m-r Meggot, with what count Osterman 
had told me first from himself, and afterwards from the great-duchess re- 
gent, relating to my audiences of leave and putting the last hand to the 
king’s business here. 

Though your lordship’s dispatch of the 9* August in answer to mine 
of the 21" July was a sufficient one on my dispatches by Brettel, at least 
to me, and at that time, yet, my lord, in the present juncture of affairs and 
in the new turn, which, according to the report here, they are likely to take, 
something further might have been very useful for the regulation even of 
my own conduct, and will appear from my dispatches of the 25 August 
and 5“ September to have been absolutely necessary for the satisfaction of 
this court and in order to determine its final resolutions.

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Your lordship will observe the difference in the conduct of this am- 
bassador from that of the turk, who waited on the generalissimo and count 
Osterman before his audience of the great-duchess. 

Everybody observed that at the persian audience of the regent some- 
thing went wrong, which was occasioned by a mistake of prince Czircasky, 
who at the end of the audience let the ambassador know that he might kiss 
the regent’s hand. As this ceremony was contrary to his character, and had 
never been mentioned to him, it struck him, and he immediately expressed 
his surprise, looking round, as if he apprehended that force would have been 
employed to oblige him to it; which the grand-marshal taking notice of, set 
right immediately, by making him a sign to retire, which he did; and this 
mistake of prince Czircasky has afterwards been explained and excused to 
the ambassador, as a thing owing to the prince’s forgetfulness of the am- 
bassador’s character and to his remembering only the usual formality at the 
audiences of the ministers of a second order. 

Major-general Wrangel arrived here the 7“ on a brancard from Wi- 
bourg. I waited on him the next day, and found him neither so well of his 
wounds, as I could have wished, nor with any hopes of recovering the use of 
his arm. It was said at first, that he was lodged at the grand-marshal Lé-

sudden, and for what reason nobody knows, that resolution was altered, and 
other quarters assigned; which, when the field-marshal Lacy sent his adjutant 
to see, were so bad, that his excellency desired him to lodge at his house, 
where he is at present; though captain Diedron, aswedish prisoner, who has 
constantly attended on general Wrangel, and came with him from Wibourg, 
told me yesterday that they are soon to remove into quarters not far from 
me, in which case everything in my house will be at their service as long 
as I stay. 

The prisoners had leave to write to their friends in Finland before they 
set out for Moscow; and the trumpet, which was sent with their letters to 
the swedish army, brought back the answers and a letter from general Li- 
wenhaupt to general Wrangel with a bill of exchange for 2,400 rix dollars 
and a promise of more, as soon as other bills could be procured.

The 
order, which was published for people to attend at court when the turkish 
ambassador had his audience of the prince, was in his highness’ name, but 
the late one, when the persian had his audience of the prince, was issued in 
the name of the senate, by the regent’s special command. These two instances 
plainly shew how jealous her highness is of her power and indisposed to 
share it with, or communicate any part of it to her husband. It is probably 
owing to this, and to avoid giving any jealousy, that his highness is less 
assiduous at count Osterman’s than formerly, and that his excellency seems 
of late to employ the grand-marshal, as his channel, to convey and inspire 
those insinuations and sentiments, which he would have the great-duchess 
receive and adopt, in which, if he often does, he sometimes does not succeed. 
On the other hand, a russ party is actually formed, and seems to gain 
ground, at the head of which is count Golofkin, who has declared openly 
against count Osterman, and he has been able lately to carry the nomina- 
tion of sever*l senators, all his creatures, in spite of count Osterman, and 
I may say, the prince’s teeth. Though this is plainly aimed against all fo- 
reigners, yet, the favourite ladies (who are such), by their attachment to

‘ the suggestions of count Golofkin and his prompter Botta, who seems to be 
erecting himself into a minister of this court, and employs all his credit, 
dexterity, malice and revenge tothwart the duke and count Osterman, whose 
professed enemy m-r Bestuchef is, and who has been brought back to support 
the russian faction, which aims at reducing this country to the old system 
before Peter the first, the same people having newly taken another most 
extraordinary step in sending the general Lacy’s projects for next campaign 
(already approved and signed by the regent, which should have been suffi- 
cient) to be confirmed by the senate, which is in effect making its power 
superior to that of the great-duchess. It is therefore surprising, that a prin- 
cess of her penetration could have been brought into measures, which are so 
visibly tending to establish a swedish senate and that limited government, 
set on foot by the Dolgoruckys at the beginning of the late reign; but this 

princess has been made to believe by the two gentlemen abovementioned,

is so entirely under this minister’s direction, that his opinion must always 
appear both partial and prompted. However she begins within these few 
days to have her doubts, and therefore after the hurry of the balls, the duke 
will make one effort more to undeceive her, and, if he does not succeed, will 
absolutely renounce medling in her affairs. No doubt her son’s and her own 
situation, with a foreign war, must render false measures and wrong poli- 
tics more fatal now than at any other time, especially when they suspect 
here that France designs to send king Stanislaus back to Poland, and fix 
the count de Saxe in the duchy of Courland, which, with the swedes on the 
other side, may probably send this court back to Moscow, after depriving it 
of the conquered provinces, of both which the russian faction would be in 
their hearts glad. This, however, would not be the worst which could happen 
to the regent and her son, for the french gentleman I mentioned last post, 
who certainly had no secret commission to this court, asthe duke positively 
assures me, has, however, in all probability, been introduced once to the 
princess Elizabeth, whom he saw, according to his highness’ intelligence. 
Though I could not expect that business would‘ be much thought of in 
this sort of short carnival, which begun with a ball and ends to night with

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an onerous one also; so that I was persuaded that count Osterman, when he 
had reflected, would not insist on a thing perfectly unnecessary, and which 
might at the same time embarrass the ministers of a court, with which his 
own desired to contract so close an union; that for these reasons I must de- 
cline accepting this addition, which m-r Brevern would have left with me, 
and told him that I would myself wait on count Osterman. As soon as I 
could get dressed, I did so. 

A repetition of the same conversation with count Osterman would be 
useless, so I shall only trouble your lordship with what is new. After a good 
deal of debate, his excellency said that it was hard, that I would have so 
little complaisance and would do nothing out of regard to him. I replied, 
that, on the contrary, on such a motive I would do everything in my power, 
but that I could do nothing beyond my instructions. 

— «Well», said he; «if your hands are so tied up, cannot we fall on some 
expedient?» And he proposed to me four: the first was a declaratory letter 
from me to him; the second—one from him to me; the third—an adjusted and 
signed protocol, and the fourth—a letter from the Czar to the king. The pur- 
port of all or any of these to establish this court’s expectation of the subsidy, 
and secure the payment of it from ours. I still stuck to it, how unnecessary

I mentioned 
the instance of His Majesty’s being hereafter engaged in a more extensive 
war, for, as that would dispense with the king’s sending them an actual 
succour, it must equally do so with His Majesty’s furnishing the equivalent. 
To this his excellency replied, that the treaty itself had sufficiently provided 
for that.—«No more», said I, «than for the equivalent», but the misfortune 
is, that everything in the king’s favour was always plain enough, but in 
theirs never so; that therefore it would be better to leave both on the foot 
of the treaty, and accede to the new article, as I had proposed it, for, if their 
demand was to be more fully ascertained, my proviso must be so too, since 
he must remember, that his addition to the 6" article had retarded now se- 
ven months the final conclusion of this negotiation, and therefore, when this 
new article had been proposed to elucidate and remove that difficulty, I 
should be unpardonable, if I, through an unwarrantable complaisance and

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without authority, admitted of another addition, which might still create 
more obstacles, and thereby annihilate a negociation prematurely published 
to the world, as a thing actually settled, though his excellency must know, 
that it was not his and my signingit, but our respective masters ratification 
which alone gave it existence. 

He pretended to be extremely busy, and desired me to consider his 
expedients, and to return to him next day. 

What embarrasses me the most in this affair, is the declaration made to 
prince Czerbatow, and transmitted by him, that the equivalent should be 
given. Had that secret been intrusted only tome, I might have been able to 
have drove a nearer bargain, but, under the present circumstances, to deny 
it isimpossible, and to get over itis extremely difficult, so, if count Osterman 
positively insists on my accepting one of his four expedients above, which 
will amount to a formal agreement to the equivalent and the payment of it 
(as soon as the ratifications are exchanged, it will infallibly be applied for), I 
believe it will be better for me to produce the article as it was originally 
sent me (by which the stipulation will be fixed in the very words the king 
approved of), than to adopt any other clause or expedient which may be 
proposed here with the uncertainty of their being equally relished at London;

I am just come from count Osterman this morning, and I hope I may 
now wish your lordship of the conclusion of this long negociation, for his 
excellency told me, that he would send me before dinner the new article 
signed on their side, that I might sign mine also. It is word for word the 
same with that I received from his grace the duke of Newcastle, except some 
unavoidable alterations at the end, relating to the ratifications, the exchange 
of which now only waits for the silver boxes, which, on seeing mine, they 
have imitated and will have, as his excellency hopes, on monday, and as 
soon as that form is over, I shall lose no time to transmit the whole by a 
messenger.

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The turkish ambassador had his audiences of leave yesterday, and his 
departure from hence, to be exchanged for general Romanshow on the fron- 
tiers, will depend on the sledge way, though I believe they will prevail on 
him in the mean time to send away part of his retinue, more particularly as 
many of his horses, as he can spare, on account of the extreme scarcity of 
forage.

Whatever may be the event of the war, at least the poor country of 
Finland runs great risk of being totally ruined, since there are five regiments 
of hussars posted at Olonetz under the command of major-general Kinderman 
and brigadier Shippanoff, who will ravage all the northern part as soon as 
the winter is well set in and the lakes frozen, by which the retreat of the 
inhabitants into the island will be cut off. General Keith assures me that 
these five regiments of hussars are as brave fellows as ever he saw, and some 
of them most remarkably so. 

A draught of all the grenadiers out of the regiments on the other side 
of the country consisting of 46 companies of 140, besides 5 regiments of 
what they call «the prussian corps», are expected at Moscow, where they will 
winter and march hither in the spring, and will compose a body of 15,000 
men, the choicest in the service, whilst by the best accounts here the swedish 
army in l’inland does not pass 25,000.

I had the honour the 10“ instant to inform your lordship that the new 
article had been signed and the ratifications thereupon exchanged; and I dis- 
patch to your lordship m-r Geymuller (whom I sent for out of Switzerland 
last summer was atwelve month for to assist me in german-during the duke 
of Courland’s time) rather than to deliver to your lordship these pieces safe, 
than there will be anything of importance in the dispatches that accom- 
pany them. 

Your lordship will have observed during the course of this negociation 
the delays it met with from count Osterman, who however most certainly 
never designed to break it off. As these delays were at the beginning loudly 
complained of by count Golofkin at the head of the party he has formed, 
so was the conclusion of it at last as strongly opposed from the same quarter, 
as soon as count Osterman had declared that it was time to finish it, which 
he was obliged to do in writing and to add, that he was ready to sign it 
alone, if count Golofkin refused to do it with him. So that it was to this 
firmness of the count and the great-duchess’ own good dispositions, that 
the conclusion of this tedious negociation must at last be jointly attributed.

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When I went to count Osterman the 8 to exchange the ratifications, 
J carried with me the bill of exchange on m-r Lowther for 1,500 pounds 
sterl. payable to the order of his excellency, which I endorsed to m-r Wolff, 
who is his tenant and lives next door to him; so that he would have had 
nothing to do but to have underwrit his name, and I told him that, as he had 
sometimes mentioned to me (as he had done in his chagrine hours), that he 
should be glad to make me a visit in England and pass the remainder of his 
days there like a philosopher; in such a case, how improbable soever, the 
first thing to be thought of was pounds sterling; and that therefore I hoped, 
in obedience to the king’s commands, and accompanied with His Majesty’s 
thanks, he would allow me in his royal name to present him with a bill of 
exchange for 1,500 pounds, the value of which his neighbour, m-r Wolff, 
would upon his endorsement immediately pay him. 

He replied, that I knew very well that he never was fond of money 
and that he had last year declined accepting m-r Mardefeld’s present in 
that shape, and that he should have great reluctance in doing it now; nor 
indeed could he do it without the great-duchess’ special command; which I 
told him, that I hoped I should find no difficulty to procure on so customary 
an occasion.

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He then asked me—what I proposed to give tothe other cabinet mini- 
sters? I told him: 800 pounds apiece, and 500 to the secretaries of the ca- 
binet, 300 of which I designed for m-r Brevern, and to desire that gentle- 
man to distribute the other 200 among the subalterns. 

Upon this he said, that he could not possibly admit of any distinction 
in his favour and to the prejudice of his collegues, since at most he could 
only pretend to be primus inter pares. 

I replied, that, without entering into this, he must own that he

I must now return an hour or two back to inform your lordship, that

The chevalier Crepi, whom I knew gentleman of the embassy to m-r 
St. Severin at Stockholm, and is now a volunteer with the swedes, came 
here express yesterday morning about two with answers from count Lo- 
wenhaupt to those letters, which were sent him by captain Diedron. I saw 
him last night at court. He says, that m-r Lowenhaupt is advanced within 
about 24 english miles of Wibourg, and that, when m-r Diedron came up 
with the russian escorte to the swedes’ advanced post, it caused an alarm and 
they stood to their arms; and that he himself was extremely surprised, upon 
hearing Diedron call out, to see the swedes open to the right and left, and let the 
russian party gallop through. Count Lowenhaupt made the saxon officer, who 
commanded the escorte, a present of a gold snuff-box. What the contents of these 
letters were, I cannot yet learn, however the chevalier Crepi’s dispatches were 
ready last night, and he was to set out immediately, if the river by a flood, 
occasioned by a strong westerly wind, was passable, or at latest this morning.

be here the latter end of next month, that I may not be engaged in a journey 
to Moscow, which seems to be fixed to the 3™ of February, as much as it can 
be so in these first moments.

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The eleven (which everybody agree in stiling the high council) have 
hitherto sat rather to inquire into the affairs of the late, and settle those of 
the present government, than for the dispatch of business, at least in our way.

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be soon, and may perhaps be to-day; so that, my lord, it will be impossible 
for me to send you anything satisfactory this post. 

As I could not but observe a very remarkable coldness and reservedness 
in m-r Bestuchef thursday night, I am much afraid, that he will not now 
answer those expectations the king had of him, but that, after this great 
change, he will sail with the strong french wind which blows at present, 
for if the first bow is to Her Majesty, the second is to m-r Chétardie, and 
your lordship well knows, that a frenchman never loses the merit he thinks 
he has, nor the appearances of it. He iscertainly distinguished now in every 
shape, and perhaps holds by more than one string. As to the peace with 
Sweden, it is yet very uncertain, though Her Majesty affects to talk of it as 
a thing to be depended on, but she succeeded too easily in her revolution to 
have any services to reward on that side, and I can hardly believe that she 
will think of rewarding their intentions by grateful sacrifices. 

Something however was most certainly previously agreed on and con- 
cluded secretly between her, m-r Chétardie and m-r d’Avesne, but how far the 
Czarinna will be bound by these engagements will be soon seen, and if she 
will not satisfy Sweden on this side and at her own expence, very probably 
she may think of indemnifying them on another side and at other people’s.

in that case he will be presumptive heir, —a new rising sun to be adopted 
and another instrument of a future revolution, whenever the janisaries grow 
weary of the present and want to try a new government.

for their views of fishing in troubled waters, has been greatly overdone and 
succeeded too quietly. 

The swedish general also does not seem to be a less dupe, fluctuating, 
as he is, between the plan of operations he brought with him, and the very 
contradictory instructions, or at least strong representations, he now receives 
from m-r Chétardie, whereby that general may probably let slip that fa- 
vourable opportunity, which, in the first moments of the revolution, new and 
unexperienced counsellors, unacquainted with business in general or with 
the particular means proposed to oppose the swedes, might have furnished 
him. Certain it is, that, with his whole force, assembled about 25 english 
miles from Wibourg, and on the point of land marked B in the map and in 
the direct line to Cronstadt, to which he might march over the ice, he yet 
lies still, receiving couriers from hence and dispatching them, whereby he 
has given them time here to recover themselves from their first confusion 
and to issue out orders to all the regiments, quatered in the neighbourhood, 
to be ready to march at a moment’s warning. The guards have received the 
same, and it is assured that the forces, on this side, can be drawn together 
in three days to any place where the swedes may endeavour to penetrate. 

On the other hand, as m-r Chétardie seems, in these first moments, to

in a different manner, and to procure them a conveniency on another side;

least not to oppose it; and the silence and reserve of this court hitherto 
towards me and every other foreign minister, except the french one, must 
give the strongest reasons to suspect, that its scheme is, first,—to see whether 
itcan or cannot do its business by France, when it will either drop or 
resume the late negociation. And, as I have not been able to procure any 
regular conversation on business with any minister since the late great 
change, and that m-r Bestuchef, who, on account of languages, will probably

His excellency afterwards stood at the door to see Her Majesty play, and, I 
believe, set out this morning. It was at first said, that he would stop at Novo- 
grad for new credentials, or rather letters of revocation, in hopes of getting 
another present, but that design, I hear, has since been altered, and he will 
proceed without loss of time to be exchanged on the frontiers.

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interest, and equally necessary for his service, perhaps for that of this crown 
also, [had nothing more to do but to wait with patience for the hour, which 
either his excellency or any other minister might think proper to open them- 
selves to me, or for those orders, which I might hereafter receive from Her 
Majesty. Our conversation ended here by Her Majesty’s going out of the 
drawing room and his following her. 

In the mean time m-r Bestuchef has sent twice for m-r Mardefeld, to 
whom he has given the strongest assurances of this court’s earnest desire to 
live well with his, and of its good dispositions to enter into a concert of 
measures with his master. Whether this is only calculated to prevent the 
king of Prussia’s entering into the quarrel of the late regent, to which he is 
so nearly related, or, as m-r Mardefeld thinks, to prevail on his master to 
consent to the duke of Holstein’s passing the prussian territory in his way 
hither, I cannot pretend to decide. He thinks even, that with this last view 
prince Lewis will be kept some time by way of hostage. 

As to the peace with Sweden, people still think it certain, because they 
wish it may prove so; yet they seem to be of opinion, that it is not so very 
near, because it must be negociated rather with the court of France, than 
with that of Stockholm; and upon this event the duration of m-r Chétardie’s 
credit, with all the different holds he has, may in a great measure depend.

Few graces were distributed on this occasion, Her Majesty having de- 
clared, that she would have no fixed days for conferring them, to be rid of 
that torrent of importunities and sollicitations, unavoidable when there are 
such. However Her Majesty declared m-r Lestoc her body physician, with 
a pension of 7000 roubles a year, and the character of actual privy coun- 
sellor, which gives him the rank of a general in chief. He is to have the di- 
rection of the medicine college, though without the title of archiater. Her 
Majesty also gave him her picture set in jewels to the value of 20 m. 
roubles, which he wore about his neck with a blue ribbon; and his wife was 
at court inthe morning in astiff bodied gown, and at the ball in the evening, 
when everybody thought themselves exceedingly happy in the honour of 
dancing with her.

She herself isto be captain, and has ordered her grenadier’s cap and amazon 
dress to be made to appear at their head, when their uniform is ready, which 
is to be: the coat of plain green cloth, the cuffs the same, and red waistcoats, 
both as good as the officers now have. The under-officers have a double lace 
of gold onthe sleeve, for she shewed us the pattern of each last night, when 
m-r de la Chétardie, general Botta and myself had the honour to play with 
her, and did us the honour to tell us, that she proposed little by little to 
weed out the most debauched and drunken among them (of which there are 
a good number; and in time to form the whole body of gentlemen (though the 
present ones are declared so).

It is however assured, that Her Majesty will make no cession of territories; 
but that a sum of money may be consented to. How far her spirit may stoop 
to buy a peace of a losing aggressor, time must shew. 

M-r Mardefeld, who, with me, had some jealousies of a conveniency 
elsewhere, seems to be assured, that no such expedient has or will be thought 
of. How true soever this may be, relative to his master, I can never think 
it prudent for other people to rely on the integrity of a prussian minister, 
who is known to be a very good frenchman and a swede also, especially as, 
by the best judgment Ican make, count Gyllenborg and the french faction can 
hardly make a peace for asum of money only, be relished in a succeeding diet.

ing, or, if she does, of her having no children, which, however improbable, 
is not absolutely impossible. Why then, by such a step, he must renounce in 
the mean time his hereditary dominions in possession, and, since the queen 
of Sweden’s death, according to the course of nature, has no very distant 
expectation of the crown of Sweden, since the last is incompatible with the 
laws of Sweden, and the first with the golden bull. 

The unfortunate infant may have a second chance and no bad one, if 
his parents future conduct proves better than their past. 

As this court may have its jealousies and uneasinesses—how the king 
of Prussia may relish the late revolution, the assurances above may have 
been given to his minister to quiet his master, but the reserve to me and the 
silence of their thoughts here on the treaty, will certainly create reflections, 
which your lordship will be better able to make. I will only add, that the 
conduct towards His Majesty will now depend on the peace or war with 
respect to Sweden; nor can I see any reason to believe, that this country in 
the present shape is likely to miss that share in the affairs of Europe, which 
it was once thought it might have done.

and that he in particular should find it so. She certainly is extremely animated 
against him and Mengden. The last I am assured, has already had the knout.

The duke of Holstein’s 
setting out, of which your lordship will be informed from Hamburgh, sooner 
than you can be from hence, will clear that matter up.

M-r Mardefeld received last post answers from his court on the late 
event, the substance of which are, that, as the king of Prussia cannot enter 
into the domestic affairs of this court, he will order new credentials and 
letters of congratulation to be sent to his minister. At the same time m-r 
Podeweltz, in his private letters, orders m-r Mardefeld to interpose his good 
offices, and even to employ the strongest instances, in his master’s name, in 
favour of prince Lewis, who is still here without knowing any more of his 
departure, than that it may depend on the motions of the travellers, who 
are to stop some time at Dorpt, as well as Riga, and that it is not yet de- 
cided, in the fluctuating counsels here, whether they will be suffered to retire 
out of the country, as it was declared in the manifest. The prussian minister 
also thinks, that this court may keep prince Lewis here some time by way 
of hostage, under an apprehension, that the king of Prussia might not suffer 
the duke of Holstein to pass his dominions, or stop him, if he attempted it, 
which by no means seems likely to prince Lewis, who knows very well that 
his prussian majesty was highly dissatisfied with the conduct of the late re- 
gent towards him, and sees plainly, by the credential and letter of congra- 
tulation m-r Mardefeld is expecting, that his court will immediately strike 
in with the new government, under the protection and patronage of the court 
of France.

If so, his grandfather and Her Majesty’s grandmother were 
brother and sister. 

M-r Czernicheff, the new senator’s son, who was named last summer 
was a twelvemonth for Madrid, and afterwards sent to Copenhagen to relieve 
m-r Korff, and since ordered to proceed to Spain, is now to go to relieve 
m-r Brackel at Berlin, and m-r Puskin, chambellan to Her late Majesty, and 
since to the great-duchess, is talked of for Spain; though I believe, being 
married and having a family, he would be very glad to be excused from so 
distant a commission and long journey. 

I do not yet hear that anybody is named to succeed count Golofkin at 
the Hague, nor absolutely that he is or will be recalled, though that was 
positively assured at the beginning. Perhaps, as his brother is a russ, has

a sort of slurr, if he remained there after his recall. 

The saxon secretary, Petzold, owns no letters from his court by last 
post, but I hear, that by those of m-r Keyserling the news of the late revo- 
lution and the notification were arrived at Dresden, and that count Bruhl 
had sounded him—whether the nomination of a new minister or the return 
of count Lynar would be more agreeable here? I believe the first has been 
declined. Indeed he must have made but an indifferent figure, though the 
system of politics, which he would have brought even had the late regency 
subsisted, could not be very agreeable to the new government.

The last year ended with an edict revoking and annulling all graces 
granted since the death of Her late Majesty above the rank of colonel, with 
orders to the respective persons, who had received them, to apply to Her pre- 
sent Majesty for their confirmation, which several have already done and 
obtained.

I mentioned some time ago that the privy counsellor Nepluef, who had 


f been sent for out of the Ukraine, was at court with his order; but I forgot

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The Czarinna has had a design to make an excursion for a few days to 
the country house about 25 english miles off, which she had as princess 
Elizabeth. The kitchen and a detachment of the guards have been sent 
thither, and it was thought Her Majesty would have gone herself sunday 
evening after the drawing room, but she put it off on account of the severe 
cold. Whether this party, when it takes place, will be one only of pleasure 
or political, the subsequent circumstances will in a great measure show. 
This journey has equally alarmed the unfortunate prisoners, and some 
of the foreign ministers; the first apprehending, that, when it takes place, 
their sentences will be published and executed; the last, that a negociation 
will be concluded with France, since m-r Chétardie will be of the party;

That there is a fermentation still 
here, and that there is not that universal satisfaction on this change amongst 
the great people, or more especially the army, begins to appear, and people 
who have been so accustomed to extraordinary revolutions of late, will not 
be surprised to see another, sooner or later, when the duke of Holstein

ten o’clock count Osterman was carried in a chair. When the enumeration 
of the crimes laid to his charge, containing five sheets of paper, was read to 
him by a secretary, his excellency all that time bare headed in his grey 
hairs and with a long beard, and with an attentive but firm countenance 
listening to it, at last his sentence was pronounced, which, as I hear, was to 
be broke on the wheel. However no preparations for so terrible an execution 
were there; instead of them there were two blocks with axes by them, and 
he was immediately drawn forward out of his chair by the soldiers, and his 
head laid on one of the blocks, when the executioner approached, and un- 
buttoning the collar of his shirt and old night gown he had on, laid bare his 
neck. The ceremony took up about a minute, when it was declared to him, 
that his capital punishment was by Her Majesty changed into a perpetual 
banishment. Upon this he was lifted up by the soldiers and replaced on his 
chair, where, after having made a sort of inclination of his head, he imme- 
diately said (and they were the only words he uttered): «Pray, give me my 
wigg and cap again», which he immediately put on, and then buttoned his 
shirt collar and night gown without the least change in his countenance.

How- 
ever, Her Majesty by getting this young prince into her hands thinks she 
has such an additional security, that she wants no more but her coronation, 
for which ceremony she is resolved to go to Moscow, though the war should 
continue and from which place she will probably not so soon return hither, 
notwithstanding her own resolutions not to abandon St. Petersburgh. 

It is said that count Liven, who, as I mentioned last post, is returned 
to the swedish army, will proceed thence to Stockholm; and if (as the swe- 
dish prisoners here give out) by the resolution of the last diet no peace can 
be concluded but by the consent of a future one, very probably he goes to 
press the assembly of the states, who, when they are together on this affair, 
will no doubt take the opportunity and regulate the succession; to which, 
I think, the duke of Holstein’s journey here plainly shews that he re- 
nounces.

I did not mention to your lordship last post that m-r de la Chétardie’s

For my part, 
as mine is all gone to England, and I myself every post expecting the king’s 
leave to follow it, I am only preparing for that journey, believing and hop- 
ing, that it cannever be the design, and knowing that it is utterly impossible 
for me to undertake the other.

In passing through Her Czarish Majesty’s dominions I have met with a 
very honourable reception and been treated with all the distinctions, which 
have been practised towards the ministers of any crown of an equal rank 
with that the king has most graciously conferred on me, and since my 
arrival here have reason to be extremely satisfied with the civilities, 
which have been shewn me by the persons of quality and rank, which are 
in this city. 

As no trade is more advantageous for this country then that carried 
on by the british nation, the old russ have a natural inclination for us, and 
will be very glad to see a firm friendship settled between the two imperial 
crowns of Great-Britain and Russia. 

The Czarinna’s coronation remains fixed on the 22™ inst. and I hear 
that soon after that solemnity Her Majesty will set out ona sort of pilgrim- 
age to a monastery at Kiew, in the Ukraine, 700 english miles from Moscow. 
This piece of devotion has been usually practised by all her predecessors 
upon their accession to the crown, but then they have contented themselves 
to go to a monastery nearer the place of their residence.

In my last dispatch of the 3™ inst. I had the honour to represent to 
your lordship my sentiments concerning my journey to Moscow. I have rea- 
son to continue in the same opinion, and to believe that my presence is not 
only expected, but desired at that court, especially by our friends, who have 
pressed me very much to proceed by m-r Hochholtz, the queen of Hungaria’s 
resident, who has been obliged to remain here on account of his health. 

You may easily imagine, my lord, that I am desirous to save His Ma- 
jesty the expences, and myself the trouble of a second journey, being not 
yet recovered of the fatigues of the first, and have therefore insinuated, that, 
as I wanted the greatest part of my equipage and my coach horses, which 
could not arrive from Holstein in a couple of months, I was not at present 
in a condition to appear in a suitable manner at the coronation; but when 
that solemnity was over, and I found Her Czarish Majesty intended to reside

but if the court was to return in a few weeks to this place (whereof I hope 


.to be soon informed), I could in the meantime take a house here and regu- 


late my affairs so as to appear in a proper manner at Her Imperial Majesty’s 
return. 
Yesterday two posts arrived from England, but I had not the satisfac- 
tion to receive any commands from your lordship, and shall be very uneasy 
until I am honoured with explicit instructions from your lordship as to my 
conduct in relation to the general affairs of Europe, to those of the north, 
and this court in particular. 

The swedish minister, m-r Nolcken, arrived here on the 7™ inst. and 
presses very much to proceed to Moscow, but I don’t find they are in as 
much haste here to let him continue his journey. He pretends to be charged 
with very acceptable propositions, and insinuates, that, as the swedes began 
the war merely in favour of the Empress and with a view to place her upon 
the throne (of which these people seem not to be entirely persuaded since 
they have had time to cool and reflect), the swedes expected some grateful 
return from Her Imperial Majesty and some security for the future. 

If by security they understand the yielding of some province or forti- 


fied town, they will be defeated in this expectation, and perhaps be equally

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As to the russian fleet, they have about seventeen ships of the line at 
Cronstadt, all fine ships and well fitted, but, as I believe, they cannot navi- 
gate them for want of officers and seamen, they will not hazard them against 
an enemy. They have likewise fifteen great and small men-of-war at Archangel 
and six thousand able seamen under the command of vice-admiral Bredal, 
and, if they could join their fleets, they would be in acondition to act offen- 
sively by sea, as well as by land, but herein consists the difficulty, which, if 
it could be removed by the assistance of the maritime powers, it would cer- 
tainly be the most agreeable and the most essential piece of service that could 
be done them at this juncture, and would consequently engage them to suit- 
able returns of friendship and attention, for I don’t see that they want any 
thing else, having about a hundred and thirty galleys, which are kept in con- 
stant good order and whereof seventy will descend the Neva as soon as the 
river is debarrassed of ice, which usually happens before the end of this 
month. With these galleys they can greatly annoy their neighbours, for 
they carry each three guns, can stow two hundred soldiers a piece with 
their officers, and with these they can make great and sudden marches and 
irruptions.

man and as a thing, which, he was sure, would be very agreeable to this 
court. 

As m-r Nolcken was pressing field-marshal Lacy yesterday to let him 
proceed to Moscow, the marshal told him he must first send orders to get 
horses in readiness for him on the road, which confirms me in the opinion 
that they expect new instructions from the Empress before they will suffer 
the swedish minister to continue his journey, and that they are willing to 
let him see here the peparations, which are making here to pursue the war. 
They have made adraught out of the whole army of five and forty companies 
of grenadiers, consisting of a hundred and thirty grenadiers a company, as 
fine men, and as well exercised and appointed, as I ever saw in any part of 
Europe, and indeed all their troops are in a good condition and clothed in 
english cloath.

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A manifest has been lately published, signed by the Czarinna, which 
has been dispersed amongst the inhabitants of the duchy of Finland. The 


tendency or drift of that piece is to engage those people to withdraw them- ~ 


selves from their allegiance to Sweden, and set up a new form of govern- 
ment amongst themselves, by which means the duchy of Finland under her 
own duke or chief might serve as a barrier between Russia and Sweden, 
whereas that country, aslong as it remains annexed to Sweden, is exposed to 
constant incursions and becomes the theatre of the war whenever the two 
courts fall out. If the states of Finland will come into this scheme, the Em- 
press promises to assist them in establishing such a new form of government, 
and to protect them with all her forces in supporting of it; but if they reject 
such advantageous offers, and continue to assist the swedes in the prosecu- 
tion of the war, the Empress will be obliged, contrary to her inclinations, to 
destroy the whole province with fire and sword, and, by what I hear, the 
russians really design to make a desert of that duchy if the war continues,

which in all probability will not produce the desired effect, neither do I be- 
lieve this court expects it, but have thought proper to return an answer to 
a manifest, which was published by count Lowenhaupt and dispersed in this 
country...

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The duke of Holstein has been very ill of the measles, but his 
highness is in a fair way of recovery. The air of Moscow does not agree 
with him, which will perhaps engage the Empress to return hither sooner than 
is generally expected, at least I hope so, for it will be prodigious expensive 
and troublesome to me to go to Moscow and transport my equipage, baggage, 
furniture etc. five hundred miles by land, there being not achair to be found 
in that city; but if, contrary to my expectations, Her Czarish Majesty should 
resolve to remain all the summer at Moscow, it will be necessary for me to 
follow the court, for I can be of little or no use inthis place, whereas I may 
perhaps be of some service to the good cause when I have access to Her 
Imperial Majesty and opportunity of discoursing with her ministers, with 
whom I am well acquainted. Besides I believe to have some friends about 
Her Czarish Majesty’s person, so that I don’t despair of being upon a tole- 
rable good foot at her court, to which the turn, which certain things have 
lately taken, will greatly contribute. All these circumstances encrease my 
impatience to receive your lordship’s particular commands for my guidance 
at this critical conjuncture, and you may be assured, I shall use my utmost 
endeavours to improve every little incident, and lay hold of every opportunity 
to be serviceable. . .

did express as much zeal and readiness to support her as we do, but ag 
long as the war continues with Sweden, her majesty can expect no assist- 
ance from this quarter, so that all which her ministers and friends can do 
at this juncture, is to prevent Her Czarish Majesty from obliging herself 
by some new treaty not to execute her former engagements in favour of the 
house of Austria, and there are reasonable grounds to hope they may succeed 
in this point, and that the Empress will not suffer her hands to be tied by 
any new convention, for great care has been taken to instill a right notion 
of the dispositions of a certain power towards her, and, I believe, she and 
her ministers are pretty well convinced that no maxim of that crown is more 
fixed and settled, than that of the necessity of breaking the present power 
and influence of Russia either by force or by intrigues. The first means will 
hardly ever succeed, and Her Imperial Majesty has too much penetration to 
fall into the other share. 

Our merchants have received very agreeable advices from their agents 
employed in the trade to Persia. They are now at atown called Reshd, situ- 
ated in the province of Ghilan, about five miles distance from the Caspian sea, 
and, by the accounts they have transmitted, this new commerce will prove 
very advantageous to His Majesty’s subjects, and I shall contribute everything 
that lies in my power towards the success of this important undertaking.

Since my last to your lordship of the 27" past, we have had nothing 
here but feasts, balls, fire works and illuminations on account of Her Czarish 
Majesty’s coronation. Ihave been invited to all these entertainments, which 
were very magnificent and everything has passed without the least disorder 
or confusion. With regard to the treatment I have met with, it has been 
accompanied with the greatest civilities and distinctions. 

I take the liberty tosend your lordship inclosed a letter I received last 
monday from m-r Brummer, the duke of Holstein’s governor and grand-mar- 
shal of his court, by which your lordship will find that Her Imperial Ma- 
jesty intends to reside at Moscow at least all this summer, and that I had 
been expected there before the coronation. Besides this letter from m-r 
Brummer, who is continually about the person of the Czarinna and in great 
credit with Her Majesty, I have received repeated invitations from the mi- 
nisters, through the canal of our merchants, to set out for Moscow without 
loss of time, and am therefore preparing everything for my journey, and 
have already sent away thirteen waggons with wines, provisions, furniture

After I had been with the great-chancellor, I went to see all the foreign 
ministers residing at this court, viz: the queen of Hungary’s minister, the 
Holland’s resident, and the ministers of France, Prussia, Saxony and Holstein, 
who returned me all my visit the day following. I did not find m-r de la 
Chétardie at home, and I was just gone out when he came the next day to 
see me. 

Last wednesday the vice-chancellor, count Bestuchef, sent to desire me 
to call upon him in the evening, and, when I came to him, he informed me, 
that Her Imperial Majesty was willing to see me as soon as possible and 
would give me a private audience the next morning between eleven and twelve 
(clock, and that Her Majesty wished I would make my first compliment to 
her ina language she understood. I told the vice-chancellor it was indifferent 
to me in what language I spoke to Her Majesty, provided an answer was 
returned me in the same language; but if he or the chancellor intended to

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answer in russ, I should speak english. Upon the vice-chancellor’s assuring 
me, that he would answer me in the same language, that I should speak to 
Her Majesty, we agreed upon french, and I immediately wrote down what 
I intended to say to Her Majesty, and left it with him at his request, that 
he might prepare his answer. 

On thursday the 20™ inst. I went to court at the hour appointed, and 
upon my going into the palace the sentinels presented their arms. I was 
received in the first antechamber by the gentlemen of the court, in the se- 
cond by the chambellans, in the third by the marshal of the court, in the 
fourth by the grand marchal, who is likewise cabinet-minister, and lastly 
by the vice-chancellor, who, in afew minutes, introduced me into Her Impe- 
rial Majesty’s closet. 

I found Her Majesty standing; she returned every bow I made to her 
in a most gracious manner, and when I was approached toa proper distance, 
I made my speech without the least hesitation, and having presented my 
credentials to Her Majesty, I kissed her hand, which is an unavoidable 
piece of ceremony inthis country. The vice-chancellor answered me in french, 
and I take the liberty to send your lordship inclosed a copy of my discourse 
and of the vice-chancellor’s answer.

I don’t know, my lord, if I have said to much or to little in my dis- 
course to the Czarinna. As I have been left entirely to my own conduct, it 
is very probable that I have erred, though in my humble opinion what I 
have said was necessary to cultivate and improve the present dispositions, 
and I hope the event will in some measure justify my conduct. 

Last friday I was to pay my respects to his highness the duke of Hol- 
stein, who invited me to dine with him. We dined in the Empress’ apart- 
ment, were served by Her Majesty’s officers, and general Botta the queen 
of Hungary’s minister, who is perfectly well informed of the efiquet of this 
court, assures me, that I may look upon this civility as a particular mark 
of distinction. 

Hitherto I have reason to be very well satisfied with my treatment. I 
am upon as an agreeable foot as any other foreign minister with regard to 
my person, and don’t despair of being so in more essential points, and in 
every respect in a short time. Things being in this situation, your lordship 
may easily imagine with how much impatience I expect your lordship’s 
commands, that Imay be the better enabled to promote His Majesty’s service

A large straggling town, where one must drive five or six en- 
glish miles to make an ordinary visit, so that half of a man’s time is spent 
in driving post. Besides everything is excessive dear, and all the foreign 
ministers have very considerable additional allowances given them during 
the time the court remains in this city, besides their travelling expences; | 
therefore hope your lordship will be pleased to take my case into conside- 
ration and represent it in the most favourable manner to His Majesty, that 
some augmentation a day may be given me during the time the court re- 
sides at Moscow, for it is impossible for me to live in a suitable manner and 
in proportion to other ministers of the same rank upon my ordinary ap- 
pointments, and I should prefer three pound a day in any other part of Europe 
to whatever sum may be given me in this country.

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cluded last year, without using any endeavours to determine them either 
to one side or the other, and they have promised to give me an answer in 
a few days, which, I believe, will be satisfactory, for, I suppose, the great-chan- 
cellor will be for supporting the substance of a treaty, which he signed himself, 

Before I am informed ofthe intentions of the new Empress with respect 
to our treaty, and have received such explanations as may serve at least to 
lay afoundation for a good understanding and union between the two crowns, 
it will be in vain for me to make any steps tending to induce the court of 
St. Petersburgh to declare themselves and take some actual part in favour of 
the queen of Hungary. When a perfect intelligence is established between 
the respective courts, the joining with us in the prosecution of any common 
measures will be a natural consequence of our good understanding, and I 
may venture toassure your lordship, that these ministers are very well dis- 
posed towards the queen of Hungary and willing to engage on that side, but 
they have hitherto reason to act with the greatest precaution and, as to the 
reports which have been spread of Her Czarish Majesty being inclined to 
give some pecuniary succours or even to send troops to the assistance of 
the house of Austria, they are without foundation; on the contrary means 
have been found to instil very pernicious sentiments into the Czarinna with 
respect tothe queen of Hungary and it will bea work of time to efface those 
malicious impressions.

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My former dispatches from St. Petersburgh and this place will have 
informed your lordship of the dispositions of the Czarinna and her ministers 
with respect to a peace with Sweden. The mediation of France has been re- 
jected, m-r Nolcken is returned to the swedish army, the hostilities are 
carrying on between the russ and swedes in Finland, but, as for any par- 
ticulars concerning the progress of the war, I cannot pretend to transmit to 
your lordship any accounts but such as will be communicated to me by 
this court very exactly if they are favourable, but entirely suppressed if 
otherwise. 

As to the informations your lordship has received lately, as if the credit 
of m-r Chétardie at that court was entirely declined, they will insome mea- 
sure have been confirmed by what I wrote to your lordship upon that sub- 
ject from St. Petersburgh, and that engaged me to hasten my journey to this 
place in order to improve every little incident.

Vy I had the honour to acquaint your lordship in one of my former dis- 
patches, that our friends here were very glad to hear, that our troops for 
Flanders were actually embarked, several insinuations to the contrary having 
been propagated by the partisans of France, who at present affirm, with 
great confidence, that we shall never be able to induce the States-General 
to unite themselves with His Majesty in the supporting of the house of 
Austria and the ballance of Europe. These assertions of the french, prussian, 
and saxon ministers have made some impression at this court, but if, con- 
trary to these assurances, the earl of Stair should succeed in his negociation 
at the Hague, and this great point was determined in favour of the good 
cause, it would hasten the resolution of the russian ministers, who seem to 
be persuaded, that it is their real and essential interest to cultivate the 
strictest friendship and union with the maritime powers, and to enter with 
them into the same necessary measures for setting some limits to the exten- 
sive and dangerous ambition of the french court. 

According to my last advices from Holstein, my correspondent (who is 
not ill informed) seems to doubt of the conclusion of the treaty between 
France and Denmark.

tirely conformable to the true and essential interests of the russian empire.

I have the king’s orders to acquaint you by this letter, that, by a 
courier arrived this morning, we have advice that on the 11™ inst. n, g, 
preliminary articles of peace between the queen of Hungary and the king ~ 
of Prussia were signed at Breslau by lord Hyndford, who had her hunga- 
rian majesty’s full power, and count Podeweltz plenipotentiary on the part of 
his prussian majesty; and that His Majesty, both as king, and as elector, 
the Czarinna, the king of Denmark, the States General, and the house of 
Wolfenbuttel are included by name therein, as also the king of Poland, as 
elector of Saxony, but upon condition of his withdrawing his troops from the 
french army, and out of Bohemia, within sixteen days after the conclusion 
of this treaty shall have been notified to him in due form. I heartily con- 
gratulate you upon this great and happy event, and am etc. 

P. S. I have received to day and laid before the king your letter of 
the 17 May past.

The chancellor added, that this manner 
of proceeding was only a thing of form; that he himself had insisted upon 
this method, because some malicious persons had suggested to the Czarinna 
that the treaty contained something highly to her prejudice, as «princess 
Elizabeth»; but though he knew very well there was no such thing, yet, 
having signed the treaty, he was desirous to have it examined by the above- 
mentioned ministers for his own justification, that their report would set 
everything in a right light and efface the impression, which some false in- 
sinuations had made on Her Czarish Majesty; that I knew very well he was 
no frenchman, neither were the other ministers so, who were jointly appointed

good hands. 

I thanked his excellency for this communication, adding, that, though 
I had hoped to receive a more explicit declaration, yet I did not doubt but 
the general assurances he had given me of the Czarinna’s good disposition 
and willingness to enter into a defensive alliance with the king, would be 
very agreeable to His Majesty, and that I should expect with impatience to 
be more precisely informed of Her Czarish Majesty’s intentions, that I might 
dispatch the messenger with an account of them to my court and receive 
His Majesty’s orders thereupon. 

As that part of the great-chancellor’s discourse with regard to the 
malicious insinuations which have been made to Her Czarish Majesty, as if 
our treaty contained something highly prejudicial to her interest as princess 
Elizabeth, may seem obscure to your lordship, I must beg leave to inform 
you, that it has been suggested to the Czarinna, that, by a secret article of 
this treaty, she, as princess Elizabeth, had been excluded from her inheri- 
tance to these dominions, and the succession to this empire guarantied in 
the strongest manner by the king to the house of Brunswick. These insinu- 
ations made some impression upon the princess, that is to say—full of jealou- 
sies and suspicions, but the truth will always appear to the confusion of 
the authors of such notorious falsities.

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Upon the whole, I can only say, that I humbly conceive our affairs at 
this court to be in a good way; though I am of the opinion, at the same 
time, that the russian ministry will find work enough upon its hands by the 
conspiracies and seditions at home and the war with Sweden, to have leisure 
to think or the means of concurring in what passes anywhere else. 

How far their particular interest may determine them to act on the 
side of Prussia from a suspicion of the swedes in Livonia and perhaps an 
invasion in Courland, is another point, but I am afraid it will be very 
difficult in their present situation to engage them to an actual cooperation 
on the principle of the general interest of Europe; however I shall always 
do my utmost to induce the russian ministry to perform her engagements to 
the queen of Hungary and to join with His Majesty in support of the house 
of Austria and common cause, and I am continuing to represent to these 
ministers with what ease and with what glory this court might, in the pre- 
sent circumstances, crown the work; that a small force would do it, on the ; 
appearance of which one or two, I know, would or must withdraw from a ’ 
dependency.

I was very agreeably surprised last friday evening by a visit from m-r 
Mardefeld, the prussian minister, who came to acquaint me, that he had just 
received the important news by an estafette, that, through the indefatigable 
care and mediation of the king, the preliminary articles of a peace between 
his prussian majesty and the queen of Hungary had been signed and ra- 
tified; that he was ordered to inform me of this happy event, and to act for 
the future in concert with me. He farther added, that the Czarinna was 
included in this treaty, that she was reputed and looked upon as one of the 
principal contracting parties, and that we should receive orders to invite 
Her Czarish Majesty jointly to accede to this treaty, or such articles of it, 
as might be suitable to her situation and interest. He afterwards commu- 
nicated to me the king of Prussia’s letter, and another from m-r de Pude- 
welss, in original, and, as I may soon expect to receive His Majesty’s com- 
mands upon this affair, I shall only beg leave at present to congratulate 
your lordship upon this great stroke, which will redound so much to the 
glory of the king and the honour of his ministers. 

I cannot express to your lordship with how much applause and joy this 
news was received by the russian ministers and the whole nation. Nothing
